Said  depart- 
and  security  of  the  ment  shall  be  res])onsible  for  the  supply  of  water,  and  the  good  order 
and  security  of  all  the  works  from  the  Croton  lake  to  the  city,  inclu- 
sive, for  the  exactness  and  durability  of  the  structures  which  may  be 
erected  and  of  the  daily  work  to  be  performed,  and  for  the  sufficiency 
of  the  supply  in  the  pipe  yard  to  meet  every  casualty,  and  for  the 
fidelity,  care,  and  attention  of  all  persons  employed  by  the  department 
in  watching  the  works  and  in  making  constructions  and  repairs,  and 
shall  inspect  thoroughly  the  interior  of  the  aqueduct  and  make  the 
necessary  repairs  at  least  twice  in  the  year.

"  The  said  Commisssioner  of  Public  Works,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  estab- 
lish scales  of  rents  for  the  supplying  of  Croton  water,  which  rents  shall  be  col- 
lected in  the  manner  now  provided  by  law." — Chap.  574,  Sec.  5,  Session  Laws  of 
1871. 

The  regular  annual  rents  to  be  collected  by  the  Department  of  Public  Works 
shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit  : 

Croton  Water  Hates  for  Buildings  from  16  to  50  feet,  all  others  not  specified  subject 
to  Special  Rates,  as  established  by  Ordinance  of  the  Common  Council,  March, 
1851.

The  apportionment  of  the  regular  rents  upon  dwelling  houses  are  upon  the 
basis  that  but  one  family  is  to  occupy  the  same,  and  for  each  additional  family,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  per  year  shall  be  charged. 

Each  flat  or  suit  of  rooms  for  one  family  shall  be  charged  ten  dollars  per  year 
where  they  have  hot  and  cold  water,  stationary  wash  tubs,  bath  and  water  closet, 
with  the  privilege  of  using  meter. 

Meters  will  be  placed  on  all  houses  where  waste  of  water  is  found,  and  they  will 
be  charged  at  rates  fixed  by  the  Department  for  all  the  water  passing  through 
them. 

The  rent  of  all  tenements  which  shall  exceed  in  width  fifty  feet,  shall  be  the 
subject  of  special  contract  with  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 
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The  extra  and  miscellaneous  rates  shall  be  as  follows,  to  wit : 

Bakeries. — For  the  average  daily  use  of  flour,  for  each  barrel,  the  sum  of  three 
dollars  per  annum. 

Bathing  Tubs  in  private  houses,  beyond  one,  at  three  dollars  per  annum  each, 
and  five  dollars  per  annum  each  in  public  houses,  boarding  houses,  bathing 
establishments,  and  barber  shops. 

Boarding  Schools  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  from  fifteen  to  fifty  dollars 
each,  and  school  houses  at  the  rate  of  from  ten  to  twenty  dollars  each  per 
annum. 

Building  Purposes. — For  each  one  thousand  bricks  laid,  or  for  stone-work — to 
be  measured  as  brick — ten  cents  per  thousand.  For  plastering,  forty  cents 
per  hundred  yards. 

Cow  Stables. — For  each  and  every  cow,  the  sum  of  seventy-five  cents  per  annum. 

Fountain  or  jets  are  prohibited. 

For  all  stables  not  metered,  the  rates  shall  be  as  follows  : 

Horses,  Private. — For  two  horses  there  shall  be  charged  the  sum  of  six  dollars 
per  annum  ;  and  for  each  additional  horse,  the  sum  of  two  dollars. 

Horses,  Livery. — For  each  horse  up  to  and  not  exceeding  thirty  in  number,  the 
sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  each  per  annum  ;  and  for  each  additional 
horse,  the  sum  of  one  dollar. 

Horses,  Omnibus  and  Cart. — For  each  horse,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  per  annum. 

Horse  Troughs. — For  each  trough  on  sidewalks,  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  per 
annum  ;  each  trough  is  to  be  fitted  with  a  proper  ball  cock  to  prevent  waste, 
this  must  be  kept  in  order. 

Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  shall,  in  addition  to  the  regular  rate  for  private 
families,  be  charged  for  each  lodging  room,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Works. 

Porter  Houses,  Taverns  and  Groceries  shall  be  charged  an  extra  rate  of  either 
ten  to  twenty-five  dollars,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public 
Works.  Lager  Beer  Saloons,  with  no  water  fixtures  in  the  saloon,  five  dollars 
per  annum. 

Printing  Offices  and  Kefectories  shall  be  charged  at  such  rates  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works. 

Slaughter  Houses  shall  be  charged  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  for  every  bullock 
slaughtered. 

Steam  Engines  shall  be  charged  by  the  horse-power,  as  follows  :  for  each  horse- 
power up  to  and  not  exceeding  ten,  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  per  annum  ;  for 
each  exceeding  ten  and  not  over  fifteen,  the  sum  of  seven  dollars  and  fifty 
cents  each  ;  and  for  each  horse-power  over  fifteen,  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

The  use  of  hose  for  washing  sidewalks,  stoops,  areas,  house-fronts,  and  about  sta- 
bles, is  prohibited,  because  it  is  absolutely  necessary  to  save  water  for  more 
necessary  purposes.  Where  premises  are  provided  with  wells,  special  permits 
will  be  issued  for  the  use  of  hose,  in  order  that  the  Police  or  Inspector  may 
understand  that  the  permission  is  not  for  the  use  of  Croton  water. 

Water  Closets  and  Urinals. — To  each  building  on  a  lot  one  water  closet  hav- 
sevver  connection  is  allowed  without  charge,  each  additional  water  closet  or 
urinal  will  be  charged  as  hereinafter  stated.  All  closets  or  urinals  in  which 
the  Croton  water  from  any  service  pipe  or  hydrant  connecting  with  a  privy 
vault  or  man-hole  shall  be  charged  two  dollars  for  each  seat  per  annum, 
whether  in  a  building  or  on  any  other  portion  of  the  premises. 
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Water  Closet  Rates. — For  hoppers,  of  any  form,  when  water  is  supplied  direct 
from  the  Croton  supply,  through  any  form  of  the  so-called  single  or  double 
valves,  hopper  cocks,  stop  cocks,  self-closing  cocks,  or  any  valve  or  cock  of 
any  description  attached  to  the  closet,  each  per  year  twenty  dollars. 

For  any  plan  closet,  or  any  of  the  forms  of  valve,  plunger,  or  other  water  closet 
not  before  mentioned,  supplied  with  water  as  above  described,  per  year,  ten 
dollars. 

For  any  form  of  hopper,  or  water  closet,  supplied  from  the  ordinary  style  of  cis- 
tern filled  with  ball  cock,  and  overflow  pipe  that  communicates  with  the  pipe 
to  the  water  closet,  so  that  overflow  will  run  into  the  hopper  or  water  closet, 
when  ball  cock  is  defective,  or  from  which  an  unlimited  amount  of  water  can 
be  drawn  by  holding  up  the  handle,  per  year,  each,  five  dollars. 

For  any  form  of  hopper  or  water  closet,  supplied  from  any  of  the  forms  of  waste- 
preventing  cisterns,  that  are  approved  by  the  Engineer  of  the  Croton  Aque- 
duct, which  are  so  constructed  that  not  more  than  three  gallons  of  water  can 
be  drawn  at  each  lift  of  the  handle,  or  depression  of  the  seat,  if  such  cisterns 
are  provided  with  an  overflow  pipe,  such  overflow  pipe  must  not  connect  with 
the  water  closet,  but  be  carried  like  a  safe  waste,  as  provided  by  the  Board  of 
Health  Regulations,  per  year,  two  dollars.

FOR  VIOLATION  THEREOF. 


Instructions  to  Inspectors  of  Waste. 

You  will  make  yourself  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  this  Department  for  the  use  of  water. 

You  are  hereby  instructed  to  visit  each  building  in  your  district 
where  Croton  water  is  used,  and  make  a  thorough  examination  of  the 
plumbing  work  therein,  and  enter  in  a  book  the  street  number  of  each 
house  visited;  its  width  and  depth;  basement  and  number  of  stories, 
and  what  business  is  carried  on  in  each  ;  the  number  of  faucets,  bath- 
tubs, water-closets,  urinals,  and  any  other  appliance  requiring  the  use 
of  water  on  each  floor;  the  kind  of  water-closets,  particularly  whether 
there  are  any  water-closets  or  urinals  supplied  directly  from  the  mains 
without  the  use  of  tanks  ;  the  number  of  fixed  basins;  whether  fixed 
basins  and  urinals  are  provided  with  self-closing  faucets;  whether  the 
overflow  from  tanks  discharges  into  the  drain  or  hopper  of  closets; 
the  number  (and  as  near  as  possible  the  size)  of  steam  boilers  and 
steam  engines,  the  number  of  laundries,  whether  the  premises  are  sup- 
plied with  a  meter;  whether  the  premises  are  supplied  from  High 
Service;  the  number,  if  any,  of  hydraulic  rams,  pumps  or  fountains. 
All  this  to  be  entered  in  your  book  so  that  you  can  fill  out  a  blank, 
which  will  be  provided  at  the  office  for  this  purpose;  also  report  all 
openings  made  in  streets  or  avenues  for  repairs  to  service  pipe  and 
drains,  and  the  name  of  person  doing  the  work.  This  book  must  be 
written  up  in  ink  each  day. 

2.  You  will  give  particular  attention  to  the  condition  of  water- 
closets  and  urinals,  and  when  water  in  the  same  is  allowed  to  run 
constantly  you  will  direct  the  same  to  be  shut  off  or  repaired  at  once. 

3.  In  houses  that  have  in  them  tanks,  you  will  examine  whether 
the  pipes  supplying  them  are  provided  with  ball-cocks,  and  where 
such  is  not  the  case  you  will  give  instructions  to  have  them  put  in, 
especially  as  to  the  small  tanks  in  water-closets,  and  see  that  they  are 
in  good  working  order. 

4.  In  all  cases  where  the  plumbing  work  is  defective  you  will 
direct  the  same  to  be  repaired  within  ten  days.    At  the  expiration  of 
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tlmt  time  you  will  make  a  re-examination  of  the  premises  and  see 
whether  the  necessary  repairs  have  been  made. 

5.  Where  water  is  found  running  to  waste,  you  will  order  the 
same  to  be  discontinued  at  once,  and  notify  the  occupants  that  if  they 
allow  the  water  to  run  to  waste  thereafter,  the  water  will  be  shut  off 
in  the  street  without  further  notice.  Give  the  same  notice  where  de- 
fective plumbing  has  not  been  repaired  as  directed. 

6.  See  if  the  water  pipes  in  cellarsand  throughout  thehousesare 
protected,  so  that  the  water  will  not  freeze  in  them. 

7.  Where  building  is  being  done,  see  if  the  bricks  are  wet  by 
throwing  water  on  them  with  a  hose,  and  whether  a  tub  or  tank  is 
provided,  as  directed  by  Regulation  No.  55. 

8.  If  you  are  in  doubt  respecting  the  meaning  of  any  regulation, 
or  any  other  matter  relating  to  the  performance  of  your  duties;  ask, 
without  delay,  for  instruction  at  the  office  of  Chief  Engineer  of 
Croton  Aqueduct 

9.  You  will  report  to  this  office  any  violation  of  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Department  for  the  use  of  water,  and  whether  you 
have  given  any  instruction  for  repairs  or  stoppage  of  waste.  This  re- 
port must  be  made  daily  in  writing,  by  mail. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  THE  USE  OP  WATER, 
AND  PENALTIES  FOR  VIOLATION  THEREOF. 

Under  the  provisions  of  section  73,  chapter  '335,  Laws  of  1873 
(City  Charter),  water-meters,  of  the  pattern  approved  in  accordance 
with  said  section  73  of  the  charter,  shall  be  hereafter  placed  on  the 
pipes  supplying  all  stores,  workshops,  hotels,  manufacturies,  public 
edifices  at  wharves,  ferry-houses,  stables,  and  in  all  places  where 
water  is  furnished  for  business  consumption,  except  private  dwell- 
ings. 

It  is  provided  by  section  73,  chapter  335,  Laws  of  1873,  that  "  all 
expenses  of  meters,  their  connections  and  setting,  water-rates,  and 
other  lawful  charges  for  the  supply  of  Croton  water,  shall  be  a  lien 
upon  the  premises  where  such  water  is  supplied,  as  now  provided  by 
law."    *  * 

The  Department  of  Public  Works,  by  authority  conferred  in  and 
by  the  twenty  seventh  section  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  11th 
of  April,  1819,  in  the  words  following  : 

"  The  rules  and  restrictions  for  the  use  of  the  water,  printed  on 
each  permit,  shall  be  notice  to  the  water-takers,  and  shall  authorize 
the  exaction  and  recovery,  by  process  of  law,  of  any  penalties  which 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  may  impose,  in  addition  to  the 
cutting  off  the  use  of  the  water  for  any  violation  of  the  rules  ;  and 
this  section  shall  be  printed  on  such  permits  " — 

do  establish   the    following    rules,    regulations,  and 

Penalties  : 

10.  No  tenant  will  be  allowed  to  supply  water  to  other  persons 
or  families,  for  other  than  domestic  purposes  ;  and  if  found  doing 
so,  the  supply  will  be  stopped,  and  the  amount  of  payment  forfeited. 

11.  No  addition  or  alteration  whatever,  in  or  about  any  conduit, 
pipe,  or  water-cock,  or  meter  shall  be  made,  or  caused  to  be  made,  by 
persons  taking  the  water,  without  notice  thereof  being  previously  given

12.  All  persons  taking  the  water  shall  keep  their  own  service- Fixtures  to  be 
pipes,  stop-cocks,  meters,  and  apparatus  in  good  repair,  and  pro- kept m  order- 
tected  from  frost,  at  their  own  expense,  and  shall  prevent  all 
unnecessary  waste  of  water. 

13.  Street-washers  shall  be  used  only  before  the  hour  of  8  o'clock  street  washers, 
in  the  morning,  from  the  1st  of  May  to  the  1st  of  November;  and 

before  9  o'clock  in  the  morning,  from  the  1st  of  November  to  the 
1st  of  May,  and  at  no  subsequent  hours  of  the  day  or  evening,  under 
a  penalty  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence;  and  if  found  out  of  order, 
cap  off,  or  leaking,  or  if  converted  into  jets  or  suffered  to  run  when 
not  used,  the  supply  will  be  cut  off  without  previous  notice. 

14.  No  hydrant  will  be  permitted  on  the  sidewalk,  or  in  the  front  Hydrants, 
area,  and  if  standing  in  a  yard  or  alley  attached  to  any  dwelling  or 
building,  will  not  be  permitted  to  be  kept  running  when  not  in

in  all  places  in  which  water  is  furnished  for  business  consumption. 

19.  No  hydraulic  ram,  engine,  or  other  machine,  requiring  for  Hydraulic  rams, 
its  operation  the  consumption  of  water,  shall  be  put  up  in  any  build- 
ing ;  and  if  already  up  it  must  be  removed. 

20.  The  rates  for  water  supplied  by  meter  shall  be  due  and  pay- Meter  rates* 
able  on  the  1st  day  of  April  and  October  in  each  year. 

21.  All  meters,  before  being  placed,  must  be  sent,  with  a  memo- Meter  tests, 
randum  of  the  owner's  or  purchaser's  name,  residence,  and  place  of 
business,  to  the  Department  Pipe  Yard,  24th  street  and  East  river,  to 

be  tested.  They  will  be  returned  within  forty-eight  hours  upon  the 
written  order  of  the  owner,  giving  the  name  of  the  plumber  who  is  to 
receive  and  set  the  meter.

26.  Licensed  plumbers,  of  this  city,  and  employees  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  arc  the  only  persons  authorized  to  make  con- 
nections with  water  mains,  and  to  set  or  remove  meters. 

27.  No  meter  shall  be  removed  or  repaired,  except  upon  a  permit 
from  the  Department  of  Public  Works;  and  whenever  a  meter  is 
removed  for  any  cause,  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  will 
require  another  to  be  put  in  its  place.

31.  Bills  for  all  expenses  or  charges  in  connection  with  meters, 
and  for  water  furnished  through  them,  and  permits  required  therefor, 
and  all  information  in  reference  thereto,  can  be  obtained  at  the  office 
of  the  Chief  Engineer,  Room  10,  31  Chambers  street. 

32.  All  payments  for  use  of  water,  for  meters,  setting,  etc.,  must 
be  made  at  the  office  of  the  Water  Register,  31  Chambers  street, 
Room  2,  and  no  person  is  authorized  to  receive  money  at  any  other 
place. 

33.  The  department  reserves  to  itself  the  right  to  apply  a  meter 
to  any  premises  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  advisable. 

34.  The  washing  of  carriages,  street  cars,  or  vehicles  of  any  kind, 
by  means  of  hose  or  pipe,  throwing  a  jet  of  water,  will  be  strictly 
prohibited,  and  in  every  instance  of  a  violation  of  this  order  the 
water  supply  will  be  immediately  shut  off.

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61.  Each  sprinkling  cart  shall  be  provided  with  a  sound  and  Hose, 
proper  piece  of  hose  to  conduct  the  water  from  the  fire-hydrant  to 

the  cart,  and  such  hose  shall  always  be  kept  in  good  order  and  free 
from  holes. 

62.  Each  person  obtaining  a  permit  for  sprinkling  shall  keep  Hydrants  to  be 
the  hydrants  allotted  to  his  use  closed,  except  when  obtaining  water  kePl  closed' 
for  use,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  any  damage  that  may  result 

from  the  use  or  abuse  of  it  while  the  hydrants  are  allotted  to  him; 
provided  such  damage  shall  not  have  been  occasioned  by  others  than 
those  in  the  employ  of  said  person. 

63.  Every  person  who  shall  thus  obtain  a  license  shall  pay  to  the  Payment  for 
Department  of  Public  Works  such  sum  or  price  as  may  be  fixed  byhcense- 
the  Department,  for  the  water  used  during  the  season  for  sprinkling; 

the  payments  to  be  made  monthly,  in  advance,  and  within  the  first 
week  of  each  month. 

64.  Any  plumber  violating  any  of  the  above  Eules  and  Regula-  penalties, 
tions,  will,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works, 

have  his  license  revoked.

Title  1.— Powers  and  duties  of  the  Department  and 

its  Officers. 

§  533.  The  authority,  duty  and  powers  of  the  board  of  health 
shall  extend  over  the  waters  of  the  bay,  up  to  and  within  the  quaran- 
tine limits  as  established  bylaw,  but  shall  not  be  held  to  interfere 
with  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  commissioners  of  quarantine  or 
health  officer  of  the  port. 

§  534.  There  shall  be  two  bureaus  in  the  department  of  health. 
The  chief  officer  of  one  bureau  shall  be  called  the  "  sanitary  superin- 
tendent," who,  at  the  time  of  his  appointment  shall  have  been  for  at 
least  ten  years  a  practising  physician,  and  for  three  years  a  resident 
of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  he  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer  of 
said  department.  The  chief  officer  of  the  second  bureau  shall  be 
called  the  "  register  of  records;"  and  in  said  bureau  shall  be  recorded 
without  fees,  every  birth,  marriage,  and  death,  and  all  inquisitions  of 
coroners,  which  shall  occur  or  be  taken  within  the  city  of  New  York. 
But  in  cases  of  inquests  where  the  jury  shall  find  that  death  was 
caused  by  negligence  or  malicious  injury,  only  a  copy  of  the  record 
need  be  filed  in  said  bureau. 

§  535.  First — Whenever  any  building,  erection,  excavation, 
premises,  business  pursuit,  matter  or  thing,  or  the  sewerage,  drain- 
age or  ventilation  thereof,  in  said  city,  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  said 
board  (whether  as  a  whole  or  in  any  particular),  be  in  a  condition  or 
in  effect  dangerous  to  life  or  health,  said  board  may  take  and  file 
among  its  records  what  it  shall  regard  as  sufficient  proof  to  authorize 
its  declaration  that  the  same,  to  the  extent  it  may  specify,  is  a  public 
nuisance,  or  dangerous  to  life  or  health;  and  said  board  may  there- 
upon enter  in  its  records  the  same  as  a  nuisance,  and  order  the  same 
to  be  removed,  abated,  suspended,  altered,  or  otherwise  improved  or 
purified,  as  said  order  shall  specify;  and  if  party  served  with  such 
order  (or  intended  to  be  according  to  this  chapter),  shall,  before  its 
execution  is  commenced,  or  within  three  days  after  such  service  or 
attempted  service,  apply  to  said  board,  or  the  president  thereof,  to 
have  said  order  or  its  execution  stayed  or  modified,  it  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  said  board  to  temporarily  suspend  or  modify  said  order  or 
the  execution  thereof  (save  in  cases  of  imminent  danger,  from  im- 
pending pestilence,  when  said  board  may  exercise  extraordinary 
powers,  as  herein  elsewhere  specified),  and  to  give  such  party  or 
parties  together,  as  the  case  in  the  opinion  of  the  board  may  require, 
a  reasonable  and  fair  opportunity  to  be  heard  before  said  board  and 
to  present  facts  and  proofs  (according  to  the  rules  or  directions  of 
said,  board)  against  said  declaration  and  the  execution  of  said  order, 
or  in  favor  of  its  modification,  according  to  the  regulations  of  the 
board;  and  the  board  shall  enter  in  its  minutes  such  facts  and  proofs 
as  it  may  receive,  and  its  proceedings  on  such  hearing,  and  any  other 
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proof  it  may  take;  and  thereafter  may  rescind,  modify  or  reaffirm 
its  said  declaration  and  order,  and  require  execution  of  said  original, 
or  of  a  new  or  modified  order  to  be  made,  in  such  form  and  effect  as 
it  may  finally  determine.    In  cases  where  no  hearing  is  asked  for  by 
the  party  affected,  the  order  shall  not  be  so  altered  as  to  render  itsifa'meud^:*6' 
effect  more  burdensome  than  the  original  order.    Said  board  may  ^ch^56-'SiO- J 
change  or  modify  any  order  made  under  this  supervision,  and  may  hy  °mp' 
resolution  confer  upon  the  president  power  to  exercise  in  the  absence 
of  the  board  the  authority  hereinbefore  given  it  to  temporarily  sus- 
pend or  modify  any  order  or  its  execution. 

Second — Said  board  may  order  or  cause  any  excavation,  erec-  Excavation,  vehi- 
tion,  vehicle,  vessel,  water  craft,  room,  building,  place,  sewer,  pipe,  eraamm^e^* 
passage,  premises,  ground,  matter  or  thing  (in  said  city  or  adjacent 
waters)  regarded  by  said  board  as  in  a  condition  dangerous  or  detri- 
mental to  life  or  health  to  be  purified,  cleaned,  disinfected,  altered  or 
improved;  and  may  also  order  any  substauce,  matter  or  thing,  being 
or  left  in  any  street,  alley,  water,  excavation,  building,  erection,  place 
or  grounds  (whether  such  place  where  the  same  may  be  public  or 
private),  and  which  said  board  may  regard  as  dangerous  or  detri- 
mental to  life  or  health,  to  be  speedily  removed  to  some  proper  place; Id-  comp.  431 
and  may  designate  or  provide  a  place  to  which  the  same  shall  be  re- 
moved, when  no  such  adequate  or  proper  place,  in  the  judgment  of 
said  board,  is  already  provided.  If  said  order  is  not  complied  with, 
or  as  far  complied  with  as  said  board  may  regard  as  reasonable,  with- 
in five  days  after  such  service  or  attempted  service,  or  within  any 
shorter  time,  which,  in  case  of  pestilence,  the  board  may  have  desig- 
nated, oris  not  thereafter  speedily  and  fully  executed,  then  any  such 
order  may  be  executed  as  herein  elsewhere  provided  in  regard  to  any 
of  the  orders  of  said  board. 

§  536.  On  or  before  the  first  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  faster  or  jour- 

t     •   -i  1  J  11  •  neymen  plumbers 

and  eignty-two,  every  master  or  journeyman  plumber,  carrying  on  to  register, 
his  trade  in  the  city  of  New  York,  was  required  under  such  rules  and  1881>cn.450,§i._2,6. 
regulations  as  the  board  of  the  health  department  prescribed,  to 
register  his  name  and  address  at  the  health  department  of  the  said 
city.  It  is  not  lawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the  trade  of  plumb- 
ing in  the  said  city  unless  his  name  and  address  be  registered  as  above 
provided.  A  list  of  the  registered  jdumbers  shall  be  published  in  the 
City  Record  at  least  once  in  each  year.  Any  person  violating  any  pro- 
vision of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.

§  649.  No  house,  building  or  portion  thereof,  in  the  city  of  New 
York  shall  be  used,  occupied,  leased,  or  rented  for  a  tenement  or 
lodging  house  unless  the  same  conforms  in  its  construction  and  ap- 
purtenances to  the  requirements  of  this  title. 

§  650.  Every  house,  building,  or  portion  thereof,  in  the  city  desig- 
nated to  be  used,  occupied,  leased,  or  rented,  or  which  is  used,  occu- 
pied, leased,  or  rented  for  a  tenement  or  lodging  house,  shall  have 
in  every  room  which  is  occupied  as  a  sleeping  room,  and  which  does 
not  communicate  directly  with  the  external  air,  a  ventilating  or  tran- 
som window,  having  an  opening  or  area  of  three  square  feet,  over  the 
door  leading  into  and  connected  with  the  adjoining  room,  if  such  ad- 
joining room  communicates  with  the  external  air,  and  also  a  ventila- 
ting or  transom  window  of  the  same  opening  or  area,  communicating 
with  the  entry  or  hall  of  the  house,  or  where  this  is,  from  the  rela- 
tive situation  of  the  rooms,  impracticable,  such  last-mentioned  ven- 
tilating or  transom  window  shall  communicate  with  an  adjoining 
room  that  itself  communicates  with  the  entry  or  hall.  Every  such 
house  or  building  shall  have  in  the  roof,  at  the  top  of  the  hall,  an 
adequate  and  proper  ventilator,  of  a  form  approved  by  the  inspector 
of  buildings. 

§  651.  Every  such  house  shall  be  provided  with  a  proper  fire  es- 
cape, or  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  to  be  approved  by  the  in- 
spector of  buildings. 

§  652.  The  roof  of  every  such  house  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair, 
and  so  as  not  to  leak,  and  all  rain  water  shall  be  so  drained  or  conveyed 
therefrom  as  to  prevent  it  dripping  on  to  the  ground,  or  causing  damp- 
ness in  the  walls,  yard,  or  area.  All  stairs  shall  be  provided  with 
proper  banisters  and  railings,  and  shall  be  kept  in  good  repair. 

§  653.  Every  such  building  shall  be  provided  with  good  and  suf- 
ficient water-closets  or  privies,  of  a  construction  approved  by  the 
board  of  health,  and  shall  have  proper  doors,  traps,  soil  pans,  and 
other  suitable  works  and  arrangements,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary 
to  insure  the  efficient  operation  thereof.  Such  water-closets  or  priv- 
ies shall  not  be  less  in  number  than  one  to  every  twenty  occupants 
of  said  house  ;  but  water-closets  or  privies  may  be  used  in  common 
by  the  occupants  of  any  two  or  more  houses,  provided  the  access  is 
convenient  and  direct,  and  provided  the  number  of  occupants  in  the 
houses  for  which  they  are  provided  shall  not  exceed  the  proportion 
above  required  for  every  privy  or  water-closet.    Every  such  house 
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situated  upon  a  lot  on  a  street  in  which  there  is  a  sewer,  shall  have 
the  water-closets  or  privies  furnished  with  a  proper  connection  with 
the  sewer,  which  connection  shall  be  in  all  parts  adequate  for  the 
purpose,  so  as  to  permit  entirely  and  freely  to  pass  whatever  enters 
the  same.  Such  connection  with  the  sewer  shall  be  of  a  form  approved 
by  the  commissioner  of  public  works.    All  such  water-closets  and 
vaults  shall  be  provided  with  the  proper  traps,  and  connected  with 
the  house  sewer  by  a  proper  tight  pipe,  and  shall  be  provided  with 
sufficient  water  and  other  proper  means  of  flushing  the  same  ;  and 
every  owner,  lessee,  and  occupant  shall  take  adequate  measures  to 
prevent  improper  substances  from  entering  such  water-closets  or  priv-  0bstructions 
ies,  or  their  connections,  and  to  secure  the  prompt  removal  of  any  halations,  etc.

It  shall  in  all  cases  be  water-tight,  and  arched  or  securely  covered  over, 
and  no  offensive  smell  or  gases  shall  be  allowed  to  escape  therefrom, 
or  from  any  privy  or  privy- vault.    In  all  cases  where  a  sewer  exists  yard  or  area  to  be 
in  the  street  upon  which  the  house  or  building  stands,  the  yard  or ^"por street 
area  shall  be  so  connected  with  the  same  that  all  water  from  the  roof  gutter.  e 
or  otherwise,  and  all  liquid  filth  shall  pass  freely  into  it.    Where  no

The  halls  on  each 
floor  shall  open  directly  to  the  external  air,  with  suitable  windows, 
and  shall  have  no  room  or  other  obstruction  at  the  end,  unless 
sufficient  light  or  ventilation  is  otherwise  provided  for  in  said  halls, 
in  a  manner  approved  by  the  board  of  health.

THE    REGISTRATION  OF  PLUMBERS 

AND 

THE  LAW  AND  REGULATIONS  GOVERNING  THE  PLUMB 
ING  AND  DRAINAGE  OE  ALL  BUILDINGS 
HEREAFTER  ERECTED. 


Chapter  450,  Laws  of  1881. 

AN  ACT  to  secure  the  Registration  of  Plumbers,  and  the  Supervision  of  Plumb- 
ing and  Drainage,  in  the  Cities  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn. 

Passed  June  4,  1881. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neio  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly, 
do  enact  as  follows  : 

Section"  1.  On  or  before  the  first  clay  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty- 
two,  every  master  or  journeyman  plumber,  carrying  on  his  trade  in  the  cities  of 
New  York  and  Brooklyn,  shall,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  respective 
Boards  of  Health  of  the  Health  Departments  of  said  cities  shall  respectively  pre- 
scribe, register  his  name  and  address  at  the  Health  Department  of  the  said  city; 
and  after  the  said  date  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  the  trade  of 
plumbing  in  the  said  cities  unless  his  name  and  address  be  registered  as  above  pro- 
vided. 

Sec.  2.  A  list  of  the  registered  plumbers  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  be  pub- 
lished in  the  City  Record  at  least  once  in  each  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  drainage  and  plumbing  of  all  buildings,  both  public  and  private, 
hereafter  erected  in  the  city  of  New  York,  or  in  the  city  of  Brooklyn,  shall  be  exe- 
cuted in  accordance  with  plans  previously  approved  in  writing  by  the  Board  of 
Health  of  the  said  Health  Departments  of  said  cities  respectively.  Suitable  draw- 
ings and  descriptions  of  the  said  plumbing  and  drainage  shall  in  each  case  be  sub- 
mitted and  placed  on  file  in  the  Health  Department.  The  said  Boards  of  Health 
are  also  authorized  to  receive  and  place  on  file  drawings  and  descriptions  of  the 
plumbing  and  drainage  of  buildings  erected  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act  in  their 
respective  cities. 

Sec.  4.  The  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment  of  the  city  of  New  York 
shall  add  six  thousand  dollars  to  the  apportionment  of  the  Health  Department  for 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty-one,  and  shall  insert  the  same  in  the  tax  levy, 
to  provide  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this  act,  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  city 
of  New  York. 
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Sec.  5.  Any  court  of  record  in  said  cities  respectively,  or  any  judge  or  justice 
thereof,  shall  have  power,  at  any  time  after  the  service  of  notice  of  the  violation  of 
any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  upon  the  affidavit  of  one  of  the  Commission- 
ers of  Health  of  the  said  cities,  to  restrain,  by  injunction  order,  the  further  progress 
of  any  violation  named  in  this  act,  or  of  any  work  upon  or  about  the  building  or 
premises  upon  which  the  said  violation  exists;  and.  no  undertaking  shall  be  re- 
quired as  a  condition  to  the  granting  or  issuing  of  such  injunction,  or  by  reason 
thereof. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

Sec.  7.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

For  the  Registration  of  Plumbers,  and  Relating  to  Plans  and  Specifi- 
cations for  Plumbing  and  Drainage,  Adopted  by  the  Board  of 
Health  of  the  City  of  New  York,  in  Accordance  with  Chapter 
■450,  Laws  of  1881. 

I. 

The  Registration  of  Plumbers. 

Rule  1.  Every  plumber  engaged  in  business  in  the  City  of  New  York  shall  ap- 
pear in  person  at  the  Health  Department,  No.  301  Mott  street,  and  register  his 
name  and  address,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  450,  Laws  of  1881,  upon 
the  forms  prescribed  by  the  Health  Department. 

Rule  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  plumber  to  give  immediate  notice  of  any 
change  in  residence  or  place  of  business,  for  the  correction  of  the  Register. 

Rule  3.  The  list  of  registered  plumbers  shall  be  published  in  January  of  each 

year. 

II. 

Of  Plumbing. 

The  law  recpiires  that  the  plumbing  and  drainage  of  all  buildings,  public  and 
private,  shall  be  executed  in  accordance  with  plans  and  specifications  previously 
approved  in  writing  by  the  Board  of  Health;  and  that  suitable  drawings  and  de- 
scriptions of  the  said  plumbing  and  drainage  shall,  in  each  case,  be  submitted  and 
placed  on  file  in  the  Health  Department. 

Drawings  and  descriptions  of  the  plumbing  and  drainage  of  buildings  erected 
prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  may  be  placed  on  file  in  the  Health  Department. 

Blank  specifications  for  plumbing  and  drainage  will  be  furnished  to  architects 
and  others,  on  application  at  this  office. 

As  the  law  requires  that  the  plumbing  and  drainage  be  executed  according  to 
a  plan  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  no  part  of  the  work  shall  be  covered  or 
concealed  in  any  way  until  after  it  has  been  examined  by  an  inspector  of  the  Board 
of  Health;  and  notice  must  be  sent  to  the  Board  when  the  work  is  sufficiently  ad- 
vanced for  such  inspection. 

III. 

Plan  of  Drainage  and  Plumbing  Approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 

The  following  plan  of  construction  has  been  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health. 
When  the  work  is  completed,  and  before  it  is  covered  from  view,  the  Board  must 
be  notified,  that  it  may  send  an  inspector. 
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1.  All  materials  must  be  of  good  quality  and  free  from  defects;  the  work  must 
be  executed  in  a  thorough  and  workmanlike  manner. 

2.  The  arrangement  of  soil  and  waste  pipes  must  be  as  direct  as  possible. 

3.  The  drain,  soil,  and  waste  pipes,  and  the  traps,  must,  if  practicable,  be  ex^ 
posed  to  view  for  ready  inspection  at  all  times,  and  for  convenience  in  repairing. 
When  necessarily  placed  within  partitions  or  in  recesses  of  walls,  soil  and  waste 
pipes  must  be  covered  with  woodwork  so  fastened  with  screws  as  to  be  readily  re- 
moved.   In  no  case  shall  they  be  absolutely  inaccessible. 

4.  It  is  recommended  to  place  the  soil  and  other  vertical  pipes  in  a  special 
shaft,  between  or  adjacent  to  the  water-closet  and  the  bath-room,  and  serving  as  a 
ventilating  shaft  for  them.  This  shaft  should  be  at  least  two  and  a  half  feet  square. 
It  should  extend  from  the  cellar  through  the  roof,  and  should  be  covered  by  a  lou- 
vered  skylight.  It  should  be  accessible  at  every  story,  and  should  have  a  very  open 
but  strong  grating  at  each  floor  to  stand  upon. 

Shafts  not  less  than  three  square  feet  in  area  are  required  in  tenement-houses, 
to  ventilate  interior  water-closets. 

5.  Every  hoirse  or  building  must  be  separately  and  independently  connected 
with  the  street-sewer. 

6.  '  Where  the  ground  is  made  or  filled  in,  the  house-sewer,  that  is  to  say  the 
portion  of  the  drain  extending  from  the  public  sewer  to  the  front  wall,  must  be  of 
cast-iron,  with  the  joints  properly  caulked  with  lead. 

7.  Where  the  soil  consists  of  a  natural  bed  of  loam,  sand,  or  rock,  the  house- 
sewer  maybe  of  hard,  salt-glazed  and  cylindrical  earthenware  pipe,  laid  on  a  smooth 
bottom,  free  from  all  projections  of  rock  and  with  the  soil  well  rammed  to  prevent 
any  settling  of  the  pipe.  Each  section  must  be  wetted  before  applying  the  cement, 
and  the  space  between  each  hub  and  the  small  end  of  the  next  section  must  be  com- 
pletely and  uniformly  filled  with  the  best  hydraulic  cement.  Care  must  be  taken 
to  prevent  any  cement  being  forced  into  the  drain  to  become  an  obstruction.  No 
tempered-np  cement  shall  be  used.  A  straight-edge  must  be  used  inside  the  pipe, 
and  the  different  sections  must  be  laid  in  perfect  line  on  the  bottom  and  sides. 

8.  Wrhere  there  is  no  sewer  in  the  street,  and  it  is  necessary  to  construct  a  pri- 
vate sewer  to  connect  with  a  sewer  on  an  adjacent  street  or  avenue,  it  must  laid 
under  the  roadway  of  the  street  on  which  the  houses  front  and  not  through  the  yards 
or  under  the  houses. 

9.  The  house-drain  must  be  of  iron,  with  a  fall  of  at  least  one  quarter  inch  to 
the  foot,  if  possible,  and  not  more  than  one  inch  to  the  foot. 

10.  Where  water-closets  or  a  school-sink  discharge  into  it,  the  drain  must  be 
at  least  four  inches  in  diameter. 

11.  It  must  be  hung  on  the  cellar  wall  or  ceiling,  unless  this  is  impracticable, 
in  which  case  it  must  be  laid  in  a  trench  cut  at  a  uniform  grade,  walled  up  on  the 
sides  with  brick  laid  in  hydraulic  cement,  and  provided  with  movable  covers,  and 
with  a  hydraulic  concrete  base  of  four  inches  in  thickness,  on  which  the  pipe  is  to 
rest. 

12.  It  must  be  laid  in  a  straight  line,  if  possible.  All  changes  in  direction 
must  be  made  with  curved  pipes,  and  all  connections  with  Y-branch  pipes  and  one- 
eighth  bends. 

13.  Any  house-drain  or  house-sewer  put  in  and  covered  without  due  notice 
to  the  Health  Department,  must  be  uncovered  for  inspection  at  the  direction  of  the 
Inspector. 

14.  A  running  or  half-S  trap  must  be  placed  on  the  house-drain  at  an  accessi- 
ble point  near  the  front  of  the  house.  This  trap  must  be  furnished  with  a  hand- 
hole  for  convenience  in  cleaning,  the  cover  of  which  must  be  properly  fitted  and 
made  gas  and  air  tight  with  some  proper  cement. 

15.  There  must  be  an  inlet  for  fresh  air  entering  the  drain  just  inside  the  trap, 
of  at  least  four  inches  in  diameter,  leading  to  the  outer  air  and  opening  at  or  near

the  street  curb,  or  at  a  convenient  place  not  less  than  four  feet  from  the  nearest 
window.    No  cold-air  box  for  a  furnace  shall  be  so  placed  that  it  can  by  any  possi- 
bility draw  air  from  this  inlet-pipe.    The  inlet  pipe  should  never  be  carried  up  to 
the  roof  inside  or  outside  the  house. 

16.  No  brick,  sheet-metal,  earthenware,  or  chimney-Hue  shall  be  used  as  a 
sewer-ventilator,  nor  to  ventilate  any  trap,  drain,  soil  or  waste  pipe. 

17.  Every  vertical  soil-pipe  and  waste-pipe  must  be  of  iron,  and  where  it  re- 
ceives the  discharge  of  fixtures  on  two  or  more  floors  it  must  be  extended  at  least 
two  feet  above  the  highest  part  of  the  roof  or  coping,  of  undiminished  size,  with  a 
return-bend  or  cowl.    It  must  not  open  near  a  window,  nor  an  air-shaft  which  ven- 
tilates living-rooms. 

18.  Soil,  waste,  and  vent  pipes  in  an  extension  must  be  extended  aboye  the 
roof  of  the  main  building  when  otherwise  they  would  open  within  twenty  feet  of 
the  windows  of  the  main  house  or  the  adjoining  house. 

19.  Horizontal  soil  and  waste  pipes  are  prohibited. 

20.  The  minimum  diameter  of  soil-pipe  permitted  is  four  inches.    A  vertical 
waste-pipe,  into  which  a  line  of  kitchen-sinks  discharge,  must  be  at  least  two  inches 
in  diameter  with  one  inch  and  a  half  branches. 

21.  Where  lead  pipe  is  used  to  connect  fixtures  with  vertical  soil  or  waste  pipes, 
or  to  connect  traps  with  vertical  vent-pipes,  it  must  not  be  lighter  than  D  pipe. 

22.  There  shall  be  no  traps  on  vertical  soil-pipes  or  vertical  waste-pipes. 

23.  All  iron  pipes  must  be  sound,  free  from  holes,  and  of  a  uniform  thickness 
of  not  less  than  one  eighth  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  two,  three  or  four  inches,  or 
five-thirty-seconds  of  an  inch  for  a  diameter  of  five  or  six  inches;  and  in  case  the 
building  is  over  sixty-five  feet  in  height  above  the  curb  the  use  of  what  is  known 
as  Extra  Heavy  Pipe  and  corresponding  fittings  are  required,  which  weigh  as  fol- 
lows :

24.  Before  they  are  connected  they  must  be  thoroughly  coated  inside  and  out- 
side with  coal-tar  pitch,  applied  hot,  or  some  other  equivalent  substance. 

25.  When  required  by  an  inspector  from  the  Board  of  Health,  the  plumbing 
must  be  tested  with  the  peppermint  or  the  water  test,  by  the  plumber  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  inspector,  and  all  defective  joints  made  tight,  and  other  openings  made 
impermeable  to  gases.     Defective  pipe  discovered  miist  be  removed  and  replaced 
by  sound  pipe. 

26.  All  joints  in  the  iron  drain-pipes,  soil-pipes,  and  waste-pipes  must  be  so 
caulked  with  oakum  and  lead,  or  with  cement  made  of  iron  filings  and  sal-am- 
moniac, as  to  make  them  impermeable  to  gas. 

27.  All  connections  of  lead  with  iron  pipes  must  be  made  with  a  brass  sleeve 
or  ferrule,  of  the  same  size  as  the  lead  pipe,  put  in  the  hub  of  the  branch  of  the 
iron  pipe  and  caulked  in  with  lead.    The  lead  pipe  must  be  attached  to  the  ferrule 
by  a  wiped  joint. 

28.  All  connections  of  lead  pipe  should  be  by  wiped  joints. 

29.  Every  water-closet,  urinal,  sink,  basin,  wash-tray,  bath,  and  every  tub  or 
set  of  tubs,  must  be  separately  and  effectively  trapped;  except  where  a  sink  and 
wash-tubs  immediately  adjoining  each  other,  in  which  case  the  waste-pipe  from  the 
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tubs  may  be  connected  with  the  inlet  side  of  the  sink-trap;  in  such  a  case  the  tub 
waste-pipe  is  not  required  to  be  separately  trapped. 

30.  Traps  must  be  placed  as  near  the  fixtures  as  practicable,  and  in  no  case 
shall  a  trap  be  more  than  two  feet  from  the  fixture. 

31.  All  exit-pipes  must  be  provided  with  strong  metallic  strainers. 

32.  In  no  case  shall  the  waste  from  a  bath-tub  or  other  fixture  be  connected 
with  a  water-closet  trap. 

33.  Traps  must  be  protected  from  siphonage,  and  the  waste-pipe  leading  from 
them  ventilated,  by  a  special  air-pipe,  in  no  case  less  than  two  inches  in  diameter, 
for  water-closet  traps,  and  one  inch  and  a  half  for  other  traps.  Except  in  private 
dwellings,  the  vertical  vent-pipes  for  traps  of  water-closets  in  buildings  more 
than  four  stories  in  height  must  be  at  least  three  inches  in  diameter,  with  two- 
inch  branches  to  each  trap,  and  for  traps  of  other  fixtures  not  less  than  two  inches 
in  diameter,  with  branches  one  and  a  half  inches  in  diameter,  unless  the  trap  is 
smaller,  in  which  case  the  diameter  of  branch  vent-pipe  must  be  at  least  equal  to 
the  diameter  of  the  trap.  In  all  cases  vertical  vent-pipes  must  be  of  cast  or  wrought 
iron. 

34.  These  pipes  must  either  extend  two  feet  above  the  highest  part  of  the  roof 
or  coping,  the  extension  to  be  not  less  than  four  inches  in  diameter  to  avoid  ob- 
struction from  frost,  or  they  may  be  branched  into  a  soil-pipe  above  the  inlet  from 
the  highest  fixture.  They  may  be  combined  by  branching  together  those  which  serve 
several  traps.  These  air-pipes  must  always  have  a  continuous  slope,  to  avoid  col- 
lecting water  by  condensation. 

35.  Traps  of  fixtures  near  the  fresh-air  inlet  may  be  ventilated  by  being  con- 
vected  with  it. 

36.  No  trap  vent-pipe  shall  be  used  as  a  waste  or  soil  pipe. 

37.  Overflow-pipes  from  fixtures  must,  in  each  case,  be  connected  on  the  inlet- 
side  of  the  trap. 

38.  Every  safe  under  a  wash-basin,  bath,  urinal,  water-closet  or  other  fixture 
must  be  drained  by  a  special  pipe  not  directly  connected  with  any  soil-pipe,  waste- 
pipe,  drain  or  sewer,  but  discharging  into  an  open  sink,  upon  the  cellar  floor,  or 
outside  the  house. 

39.  The  waste-pipe  from  a  refrigerator  shall  not  be  directly  connected  with  the 
soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  with  the  drain  or  sewer,  or  discharge  into  the  soil;  it  should 
discharge  into  an  open  sink.  Such  waste-pipes  should  be  so  arranged  as  to  admit, 
of  frequent  flushing,  and  should  be  as  short  as  possible,  and  disconnected  from  the 
refrigerator. 

40.  The  sediment-pipe  from  kitchen-boilers  must  be  connected  on  the  inlet- 
side  of  the  sink-trap. 

41.  All  water-closets  within  the  house  must  be  supplied  with  water  from  spe- 
cial tanks  or  cisterns,  the  water  of  which  is  not  used  for  any  other  purpose.  The 
closets  must  never  be  supplied  directly  from  the  Croton  supply-pipe.  A  group  of 
closets  may  be  supplied  from  one  tank.  But  water-closets  on  different  floors  are 
not  permitted  to  be  Hushed  from  one  tank. 

42.  The  valves  of  cisterns  must  be  so  fitted  and  adjusted  as  to  prevent  wasting 
of  water,  especially  where  cisterns  are  supplied  from  a  tank  on  the  roof. 

43.  The  overflowqiipes  from  water-closet  cisterns  must  discharge  into  an  open 
rink,  or  where  its  discharge  will  attract  attention  and  indicate  that  waste  of  water 
is  occurring,  but  not  into  the  bowl  of  the  water-closet,  not  into  the  soil  or  waste 
pipe,  nor  into  the  drain  or  sewer.  When  the  pressure  of  the  Croton  is  not  sufficient 
to  sujrply  these  tanks  a  pump  must  be  provided. 

44.  Tanks  for  drinking-water  arc  objectionable;  if  indispensable,  they  must 
never  be  lined  with  lead,  galvanized  iron,  or  zinc.  They  should  be  constructed  of 
iron,  or  wood  lined  with  tinned  and  planished  copper.    The  overflow  should  dis- 
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charge  upon  the  roof,  or  be  trapped  and  discharge  into  an  open  sink,  never  into 
any  soil  or  waste  pipe  or  water-closet  trap,  nor  into  the  drain  or  sewer. 

45.  Rain-water  leaders  must  never  be  used  as  soil,  waste,  or  vent  pipes;  nor 
shall  any  soil,  waste,  or  vent  pipe  be  used  as  a  leader. 

4G.  When  within  the  house,  the  leader  must  be  of  cast-iron,  with  leaded  joints; 
when  outside  of  the  house  and  connected  with  the  house-drain  it  must  be  trapped 
beneath  the  ground  or  just  inside  of  the  wall,  the  trap  being  arranged  in  either 
case  so  as  to  prevent  freezing.  In  every  case  where  a  leader  opens  near  a  window 
or  a  light-shaft,  it  must  be  properly  trapped  at  its  base. 

47.  No  steam-exhaust  or  blow-off  pipe  from  a  steam  boiler  will  be  allowed  to 
connect  witli  any  soil  or  waste  pipe,  or  directly  with  the  house-drain.  They  should 
discharge  into  a  tank  or  condenser  the  waste  from  which,  if  to  be  discharged  into 
the  sewer  through  the  house-drain,  must  be  connected  on  the  sewer-side  of  the  run- 
ing  trap. 

48.  Subsoil  drains  must  be  provided  whenever  necessary, 

49.  Yards  and  areas  should  always  be  properly  graded,  cemented,  flagged,  or 
well  paved,  and  properly  drained;  when  the  drain  is  connected  with  the  house- 
drain  it  must  be  effectively  trapped.  Front  area  drains  must,  where  practicable, 
be  connected  with  the  house-drain  inside  of  the  running  trap. 

50.  Cellar  and  foundation  walls  must,  where  possible,  be  rendered  impervious 
to  dampness,  and  the  use  of  asphaltum  or  coal-tar  pitch  in  addition  to  hydraulic 
cement,  is  recommended  for  that  purpose. 

51.  No  privy-vault  or  school-sink  will  be  allowed  in  any  cellar  or  basement;  nor 
shall  the  general  privy  accommodation  of  a  tenement  or  lodging  house  be  allowed  to 
be  in  the  cellar  or  basement. 

52.  No  privy-vault,  or  cesspool  for  sewage,  will  be  permitted  in  any  part  of  the 
city  where  water-closets  or  a  school-sink  can  be  connected  with  a  public  sewer  in 
the  street. 

53.  School-sinks  must  be  of  cast-iron,  not  more  than  two  feet  in  depth,  con- 
nected at  the  upper  end  with  the  Croton  supply,  and  at  the  lower  end  with  a  drain 
leading  to  the  street-sewer,  and  provided  with  an  outlet  at  the  lowest  point  and  on 
the  bottom  so  as  to  admit  of  a  complete  discharge  of  the  contents  whenever  the 
outlet  is  opened  and  the  sink  flushed  with  water. 

54.  The  sink  must  be  set  so  that  the  flange  will  be  at  least  two  feet  below  the 
yard  surface,  to  prevent  freezing.  It  must  be  at  least  ten  feet  from  any  window  or 
as  near  that  distance  as  practicable. 

55.  The  waste-pipe  from  a  hydrant-sink  in  the  yard  must  be  properly  trapped, 
especially  where  it  discharges  into  a  school-sink,  a  privy-vault,  or  cesspool,  or  the 
house-drain. 

56.  Open  light  and  air  courts  must  be  properly  drained. 

57.  "When  a  privy-vault  or  cesspool  must  necessarily  be  used,  and  the  water  sup- 
ply of  the  premises  is  from  a  well,  they  must  be  at  least  fifty  feet  from  the  well;  and 
the  privy-vault  must  be  absolutely  tight.

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AMENDMENTS  AND  ADDITIONS. 

53.  Material.  School  sinks  should  be  of  cast-iron,  at  least  |-inch  thick,  free 
from  all  defects,  with  iron  sides  extending  to  the  yard  level,  the  whole  inner  surface 
coated  with  asphalt ;  or  if  an  iron  sink  of  less  than  three  feet  in  depth  is  used,  the 
sides  above  the  iron  flange,  if  constructed  of  brick,  must  be  made  impermeable  to 
fluids  by  being  laid  in  hydraulic  cement  or  asphalt  and  faced  and  coated  with  the 
same  material.  When  school  sinks-are  constructed  entirely  of  brick  they  should  be 
made  impermeable  to  fluids  and  secured  against  any  saturation  of  the  walls  or  ground 
about  the  same  by  laying  the  brick  in  hydraulic  cement  or  asphalt  and  by  facing 
and  coating  the  inner  and  outer  surfaces  of  the  sinks  with  hydraulic  cement  or 
asphalt.    The  walls  and  bottom  must  be  at  least  eight  inches  thick. 

54.  Form  and  Size.  School  sinks  may  be  of  any  length;  the  bottom  to  the 
height  of  one  foot  must  be  oval  in  shape,  with  a  descent  toward  the  outlet  of  £  inch 
to  the  foot.  For  double  sinks  the  greatest  width  should  be  not  less  than  31  inches 
at  a  cross  section  one  foot  above  the  bottom.  For  single  sinks  the  cross  section  at 
one  foot  above  the  bottom  should  not  be  less  than  two  feet  and  at  the  yard  level 
twenty  inches.  The  bottom  of  the  sink  must  in  no  case  be  more  than  three  feet 
below  the  yard  surface. 

55.  Foundation.  Iron  school  sinks  must  be  firmly  set  upon  a  foundation  of 
concrete  or  of  brick  or  stone  laid  in  hydraulic  cement  or  asphalt. 

56.  Appurtenances.  Whether  of  iron  or  other  material,  school  sinks  must  be 
provided  with — 

1st.  A  running  trap  with  hand-hole,  set  on  the  drain  leading  from  the  sink 
and  as  near  to  it  as  practicable. 

2d.  An  overflow  plug  at  the  lower  end  and  outlet,  to  run  in  guides,  with  a 
rise  of  not  less  than  four  inches,  and  operated  by  a  lever,  unless  the  plug  is  accessi- 
ble by  an  opening  to  the  sink  outside  of  the  privy-house. 

3d.  A  cross  grating,  with  bars  not  less  than  two  inches  apart,  placed  so  as  to 
protect  the  outlet.    The  upper  part  of  the  grating  should  incline  towards  the  plug. 

4th.  The  outlet  of  school  sink  must  be  firmly  secured  to  the  drain-pipe  with  a 
water-tight  joint. 

57.  Drain.  The  drain  leading  to  the  sewer  from  the  sink  should  have  a  uni- 
form descent  of  not  less  than  one-half  an  inch  to  the  foot.  In  no  case  should  a 
school  sink  discharge  into  either  a  manhole,  catch-basin  or  cesspool. 

58.  Water  Supply.  School  sinks  must  be  connected  at  the  upper  end  with  a 
.  pipe  direct  from  the  Croton  supply,  controlled  by  a  self-draining  valve  so  placed  as 

to  prevent  freezing.  This  supply  pipe  should  in  no  case  be  less  than  one-half  inch 
in  diameter.  Hydrant  waste  pipes,  when  trapped,  may  discharge  into  the  school 
sink.  Waste  pipes  from  house  should  in  no  case  connect  or  discharge  into  school 
sink. 

59.  Ventilation.  The  doors  of  the  compartments  should  be  provided  with  slat 
openings  near  the  top,  and  ventilators  should  be  placed  on  the  roof  over  each  com- 
partment. 

60.  No  privy-vault  or  school  sink  will  be  allowed  in  any  cellar  or  basement.

The  Execution  of  which  Devolves  upon  the  Inspector  of  Com- 
bustibles, Etc. 


EN  FORCE  ME  XT   OF  THIS   ACT — SUITS  OK  ACTIONS,  HOW  BROUGHT— DUTIES  OF  AT- 
TORNEY TO  THE  DEPARTMENT — SETTLEMENT  OF  SUITS  OR  JUDGMENTS. 

§  431.  The  board  of  fire  commissioners  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered,  and 
especially  charged  with  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  several  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
and  may,  subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  act,  incur  any  expense  necessary 
and  proper  therefor;  and  said  board  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  receive 
and  collect  all  license  fees  mentioned  in  this  chapter,  and  to  sue  for,  and  shall  have 
the  exclusive  right  of  recovery  of,  any  and  all  penalties  imposed  under  this  chapter, 
and  may  sue  for  and  recover  and  collect  the  same,  with  costs,  in  the  manner  pro- 
vided for  in  actions  under  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  and  shall  apply  the  same 
to  the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  relief  fund  of  the  fire  department  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  and  the  said  board  may  bring  any  suit  or  action  for  the  enforcement  of  its 
rights  and  contracts,  and  for  the  protection,  possession,  and  maintenance  of  the 
property  under  the  control  of  said  department;  and  any  action  to  recover  any  fee, 
fine,  or  penalty  under  this  chapter  may  be  brought  in  any  of  the  district  courts  in 
said  city;  and  the  attorney  to  the  fire  department  shall,  under  the  direction  of  said 
board,  take  charge  of  the  prosecution  of  all  suits  or  proceedings  instituted  for  the 
recovery  and  collection  of  penalties,  and  the  enforcement  of  the  several  provisions 
of  this  chapter;  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  upon  judgments,  suits,  or  proceed- 
ings so  instituted;  pay  all  costs  and  disbursements,  and  discontinue  suits  and  pro- 
ceedings, and  execute  satisfaction  of  judgments  upon  payment  of  penalties,  or  costs, 
and  in  compliance  with  orders  made  in  such  suits  and  proceedings;  shall  keep  a 
correct  and  accurate  register  of  all  suits  and  proceedings,  and  account  for  all  mon- 
eys received  and  paid  out  thereon;  and  shall  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  relief 
fund  the  amount  of  all  license  fees,  penalties  and  moneys  received  and  collected  by 
him,  and  the  said  board  is  authorized  to  settle  or  compromise  any  such  suit  or 
judgment  for  less  than  the  amount  of  the  same,  in  case,  in  their  judgment,  they 
are  satisfied  that  payment  of  the  full  amount  cannot  be  collected. 

OBSTRUCTIONS  OF  FIRE-HYDRANTS — REMOVAL  OF  SNOW,  ICE,  ETC. 

§  446.  No  person  shall  in  any  manner  obstruct  the  use  of  any  fire-hydrant  in 
said  city,  or  allow  any  snow  or  ice  to  be  thrown  or  piled  upon  or  around  the  same, 
or  have  or  place,  or  allow  to  be  placed,  any  material  in  front  thereof,  from  the  curb 
line  to  the  centre  of  the  street,  and  to  within  ten  feet  from  either  side  thereof,  and 
all  snow  and  ice  accumulating  within  such  space  shall  be  removed  by  the  owner  or 
owners,  lessee  or  lessees,  of  the  premises  fronting  the  same  in  the  same  manner  as 
is  prescribed  for  the  keeping  clear  of  the  sidewalk,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars 
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for  each  and  every  such  offence;  and  any  and  all  material  found  as  an  obstruction, 
as  aforesaid,  may  be  forthwith  removed  by  the  officers  or  employees  of  said  board, 
and  at  the  risk,  cost  and  expense  of  the  owner  or  claimant,  and  said  board  may 
take  all  proper  measures  to  keep  said  hydrants  from  freezing  and  in  proper  condi- 
tion for  use  at  all  times. 

Title  3.— Prevention  of  Fires.     Explosive   and  Combustible 

Materials. 

SHAVINGS,  HOW  STOWED  AWAY — KINDLING  FIRES  IN  STREETS,  ETC. — PENALTY — 

CHIMNEY  FIRES. 

§  452.  All  carpenters  or  others  in  said  city  making  or  using  shavings,  shall,  at 
the  close  of  each  day,  cause  the  same  to  be  securely  stowed  in  some  safe  place  remote 
from  danger  by  means  of  fire,  under  the  penalty  of  live  dollars  for  each  omission  so 
to  do.  No  person  shall  kindle  any  fire  nor  furnish  the  materials  nor  in  anyway 
authorize  or  allow  any  fire  to  be  made  in  any  street,  road,  alley,  lane,  or  upon  any 
pier,  wharf,  or  bulkhead  in  said  city,  except  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  es- 
tablished by  said  board  of  fire  commissioners  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each 
and  every  such  offence.  If  any  chimney,  stove-pipe,  or  flue  within  the  said  city 
shall  take  fire,  the  occupant  of  the  premises  to  which  such  chimney,  stove  or  flue 
appertains  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

CLOSING  OF  HOISTWAYS,  TRAP-DOORS  AND  IRON  SHUTTERS — LIABILILITY  IN  CIVIL 

ACTIONS  FOR  NEGLIGENCE,  ETC. 

§  453.  All  hoistways,  well-holes,  trap-doors,  and  iron  shutters  shall  be  closed 
at  the  completion  of  the  business  of  each  day  by  the  occupant  of  the  building  hav- 
ing use  or  control  of  same,  and  in  case  of  a  violation  of  this  provision,  such  occu- 
pant having  the  use  or  control  thereof  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  of  fifty  dol- 
lars for  each  and  every  neglect  or  omission  so  to  do.  And  for  any  accident  or  in- 
jury to  life  and  limb,  resulting  directly  or  indirectly  from  any  neglect  or  omission 
to  properly  comply  with  any  of  the  requirements  of  this  section,  the  person  or  per- 
sons culpable  or  negligent  in  respect  thereto,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  to  any  officer, 
agent  or  employee  of  said  board  injured,  or  whose  life  may  be  lost  (resulting  from 
such  neglect  or  omission)  while  in  the  discharge  or  performance  of  any  duty  im- 
posed by  said  board,  or  to  the  wife  and  children,  or  to  the  parents,  or  to  the 
brothers  and  sisters,  being  the  surviving  heirs-at-law  of  any  deceased  person  thus 
having  lost  his  life,  a  sum  of  money  in  case  of  injury  to  person  not  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars,  and  in  case  of  death  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars,  such  lia- 
bility to  be  determined  and  such  sums  recovered  in  an  action  to  be  instituted  by 
said  board  for  and  in  behalf  of  any  person  injured,  or  the  family  or  relatives  of  any 
person  killed  as  aforesaid;  and  any  and  all  persons  for  any  fire  resulting  from  his 
or  their  wilful  or  culpable  negligence,  or  criminal  intent  or  design,  shall,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  present  provisions  of  law  for  the  punishment  of  persons  convicted  of 
arson,  be  liable  in  a  civil  action  for  the  payment  of  any  and  all  damages  to  the  per- 
son and  property  the  result  of  such  fire,  and  also  for  the  payment  of  all  costs  and 
expenses  of  said  board  incurred  in  and  about  the  use  of  employees,  apparatus,  and 
materials,  in  the  extinguishment  of  any  fire  resulting  from  such  cause,  the  amount 
of  such  costs  and  expenses  to  be  fixed  by  said  board,  and  when  collected  shall  be 
paid  into  the  relief  fund  of  said  department  herein  created;  and  shall  also  be  liable 
for  injury  to  person  or  loss  of  life  of  any  officer,  agent,  or  employee  of  said  board, 
in  the  same  manner  and  like  extent,  and  to  be  sued  for  in  like  manner  as  in  the 
preceding  part  of  this  section  provided  for. 

LIGHTS  IN  THEATRES,  STABLES,  ETC. — MEANS  FOR  COMMUNICATING  ALARMS  AND 
EXTINGUISHING  FIRES  IN  HOTELS,  THEATRES,  CHURCHES,  MANUFACTORIES, 
ETC.,  TO  BE  PROVIDED. 

§  454.  All  lights  used  in  theatres  and  all  other  places  of  public  amusement, 
manufactories,  stables  or  in  show  windows,  shall  be  properly  protected  by  globes, 
glass  coverings,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  said  board  shall  prescribe,  under  the 
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penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  each  omission  to  do  so.  The  proprietors  of  all  manufac- 
tories, hotel,  tenement-houses,  boarding  and  lodging  houses,  warehouses,  stores 
and  offices,  theatres  and  music  halls,  and  the  authorities  having  charge  of  the  pub- 
lic schools  and  other  public  buildings,  churches  and  other  places  where  large  num- 
bers of  persons  are  congregated  for  purposes  of  worship,  instruction  or  amusement, 
shall  provide  such  means  for  communicating  alarms  and  extinguishing  fires,  and 
communicating  necessary  information  to  the  police,  as  said  board  and  board  of  po- 
lice shall  prescribe.  And  said  board  of  fire  commissioners  may  detail,  not  to  exceed 
two  members  of  the  fire  department,  at  each  and  every  place  of  amusement  where 
machinery  and  scenery  are  used,  while  such  place  is  opened  to  the  public,  whose 
duty  it. shall  be  to  guard  against  fire,  and  have  charge  and  control  of  the  means 
provided  for  its  extinguishment,  and  shall  have  the  control  and  direction  of  the 
employees  of  the  place  to  which  they  may  be  detailed  for  the  purpose  of  extinguish- 
ing any  fire  which  may  occur  therein. 

GUNPOWDER  AND  EXPLOSIVE  OILS  AND  COMPOUNDS — STORAGE — LICENSES  FOR  RE- 
TAILING GUNPOWDER,  ETC. — QUANTITY — HOW  LABELED — MANUFACTURE  OF, 
PROHIBITED  IN  CITY — TRANSPORTATION  OF  —  NOTICE  OF  ARRIVALS  WITH 
GUNPOWDER,  ETC.,  ON  BOARD — SEIZURE  OF  GUNPOWDER,  ETC.,  FOUND  IN  VIO- 
LATION THEREOF — PROVISIONS  NOT  TO  APPLY  TO  VESSELS  OF  WAR. 

§  455.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  have,  keep,  sell  or  give  away  any  gun- 
powder, blasting  powder,  gun-cotton,  nitro-glycerine,  dualin,  or  any  explosive  oils 
or  compounds,  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city  of  New  York,  except  in  the 
quantities  limited,  in  the  manner,  and  upon  the  conditions  herein  provided,  and 
under  such  regulations  as  the  board  of  fire  commissioners  shall  prescribe  ;  and  said 
board  shall  make  suitable  provision  for  the  storage  and  safe-keeping  of  gunpowder 
and  other  dangerous  and  explosive  compounds  or  articles  enumerated  under  this 
title,  beyond  the  interior  line  of  low  water-mark  in  the  city  and  county  of  New 
York.  The  said  board  may  issue  licenses  to  persons  desiring  to  sell  gunpowder  or 
any  of  the  articles  mentioned  under  this  section  at  retail,  at  a  particular  place  in 
said  city  to  be  named  in  said  license  (provided  that  the  same  shall  not  be  in  a  build- 
ing used  in  any  part  thereof  as  a  dwelling,  unless  specially  authorized  by  said 
license),  and  persons  so  licensed  may  have  on  their  premises,  if  actually  kept  for 
sale,  a  quantity  not  exceeding  at  one  time,  of  nitro-glycerine,  five  pounds  ;  of  gun- 
cotton,  five  pounds  ;  of  gunpowder,  fourteen  pounds  ;  blasting  powder,  twenty-five 
pounds  ;  and  all  of  said  articles  shall  be  put  in  tight  metalic  canisters,  containing,  or 
capable  of  containing,  not  more  than  one  pound  each  ;  and  the  persons  so  licensed 
shall  place  on  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  front  of  each  of  the  stores  or  buildings 
in  which  they  may  be  licensed  to  sell  powder  or  any  of  the  articles  named  under 
this  section,  a  sign  on  which  shall  be  distinctly  printed,  in  characters  legible  to  per- 
sons passing  such  stores  or  buildings,  the  words,  "licensed  to  sell  gunpowder,"  or 
designating  such  other  of  the  articles  herein  named  as  is  there  offered  for  sale  ;  and 
every  barrel,  cask,  canister,  bottle,  can,  vessel,  box  or  parcel,  in  which  the  same  is 
sold,  or  into  which  the  same  is  delivered  on  being  sold,  shall  be  distinctly  labeled 
with  a  printed  sign  or  label,  printed  upon  or  firmly  affixed  thereto,  describing  the 
article  contained  therein,  with  the  word  "  danger  "  distinctly  painted  below  the 
same.  No  nitro-glycerine,  dualin  or  gunpowder  shall  be  manufactured  in  said  city, 
and  no  quantities  of  nitro-glycerine,  dualin  or  gunpowder  greater  than  above  pro- 
vided shall  be  kept,  carried  or  conveyed  within  said  city  ;  except  that  for  the  pur- 
pose of  distribution  to  or  delivery  from  stores  and  buildings  in  said  city,  a  quantity 
not  more  than  five  quarter  casks  may  by  carried  at  any  one  time,  during  the  daytime, 
for  the  purpose  of  transportation  from  any  vessel,  or  sending  the  same  to  said 
stores  or  buildings,  or  any  vessel  or  place  without  said  city  ;  provided  that  in  the 
carrying  or  conveying  the  same  it  shall  be  protected  by  being  completely  and 
securely  covered  with  a  leather  or  canvas  cover  or  case,  and  marked  "gunpowder." 
The  commander,  owner  or  owners  of  any  ship  or  other  vessel  arriving  in  the  harbor 
of  New  York,  and  having  more  than  twenty-eight  pounds  of  gunpowder,  dulin,  or 
nitro-glycerine  on  board,  shall  within  forty-eight  hours  after  the  arrival,  and  before 
such  ship  or  vessel  shall  approach  nearer  than  three  hundred  yards  of  any  wharf, 
pier,  or  slip,  to  the  southward  of  a  line  drawn  through  the  centre  of  Seventy-third 
street,  immediately  give  written  notice  to  the  said  board  of  the  fact  that  such 
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powder  or  nitroglycerine  is  on  such  vessel ;  but  it  shall  be  lawfull  either  to  proceed 
with  such  ship  or  vessel  to  sea,  within  forty-eight  hours  after  her  arrival,  or  to  trans- 
ship such  gunpowder,  dulain,  or  nitro-glycerine  from  one  ship  or  vessel  to  another, 
for  the  purpose  of  immediate  transportation;  without  lauding  the  same  ;  provided, 
however  that  the  provisions  of  the  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  vessel  receiving 
gunpowder  on  freight  on  anyone  day,  provided  snch  vessels  do  not  remain  at  any 
whaf  of  the  said  city,  or  be  within  three  hundred  yards  thereof,  after  sunset.  All 
gunpowder,  guncotton,  blasting  powder,  dualiu,  nitro-glycerine,  or  other  explosive 
compound,  found  in  violation  of  this  section,  shall  be  forthwith  seized  and  safely 
stored,  and  be  sold,  upon  three  days' notice  to  the  owner  or  claimant;  and  the 
proceeds  of  such  sale,  after  deducting  all  expenses,  shall  be  forfeited  and  paid  over 
to  and  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  relief  fund  of  the  fire  department  in  the  city 
of  New  York.  Nothing  contained  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to 
any  ship  or  vessel  of  war  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  foreign 
government,  while  lying  distant  three  hundred  yards  or  upwards  from  the  wharves, 
piers,  or  slips  of  the  said  city. 

MANUFACTURE  AND  KEEPING  OF  FIREWORKS,  CHEMICALS,  ETC. — PERMIT  THERE- 
FOR— KEEPING  OF  FIREWORKS,  WHEN  AUTHORIZED — CHEMICALS  AND  ACIDS 
— TAIi,  PITCH,  TURPENTINE,  ETC. 

§  45G.  No  fireworks,  detonating  works,  cartridges,  powder  train,  percussion 
caps,  collodion,  nitrate  of  soda,  nitrate  of  silver,  ether,  phosphorus,  matches,  or 
explosive  compounds  shall  hereafter  be  manufactured,  stored,  or  kept  upon  sale  in 
the  city,  except  at  such  places,  in  such  manner,  and  in  such  quantities  as  shall  be 
determined  by  the  said  board  in  the  exercise  of  their  discretion,  under  a  permit  by 
them  granted  therefore,  and  subject  to  be  revoked  at  any  time  by  said  board. 
Fireworks,  consisting  of  Chinese  crackers,  rockets,  blue  lights,  candles,  colored 
pots,  lance-wheels,  and  other  works  of  brilliant  colored-fires,  may  be  kept  upon 
sale  intervening  the  tenth  day  of  June  and  the  tenth  day  of  July  in  each  year,  by 
retail  dealers,  under  such  reasonable  regulations  as  said  board  may  prescribe,  under 
a  permit  issued  therefor ;  and  no  quantity  of  the  following-named  chemicals,  acids 
and  combustible  materials  greater  than  as  hereinafter  enumerated,  shall  be  stored 
or  kept  in  or  upon  any  one  building  within  the  city,  namely:  sulphur,  one  thousand 
pounds;  manufactured  matches,  five  hundred  pounds;  saltpetre,  nitrate  of  soda, 
five  hundred  pounds  in  the  whole  ;  nitrate  of  silver,  collodion,  ether,  phosphorus, 
fifty  pounds  in  the  whole  ;  cartridges,  percussion  caps,  powder  train,  one  hundred 
pounds  in  the  whole;  aqua  fortis,  muriatic  acid,  nitric  acid,  and  sulphuric  acid, 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  pounds  in  the  whole  ;  tar,  pitch,  rosin,  turpentine, 
one  hundred  barrels  in  the  whole,  except  the  same  shall  be  stored  and  kept  in  such 
building  and  manner  as  said  commissioners  may  require,  under  a  special  permit  by 
them  issued  therefor. 

CRUDE  PETROLEUM  AND  COAL  OILS — WAREHOUSES  FOR — PETROLEUM,  KEROSENE, 
ETC. — HOW  TESTED — NUMBER  OF  BARRELS  OF,  ABOVE  CELLAR — STORAGE  IN 
CELLARS — ABOVE  FTRST  FLOOR,  LIMITED — CARTING,  HANDLING  AND  TRANS- 
PORTING— PERMITS  FOR  STORAGE  IN  FIRE-PROOF  BUILDINGS,  ETC. 

§  457.  No  person  shall  have,  keep  upon  sale,  or  store  in  any  place  or  building 
within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city,  any  crude  petroleum,  coal,  or  any  similar 
oil,  nor  any  of  their  products,  either  of  which  shall  emit  an  inflammable  vapor  at  a 
temperature  below  one  hundred  degrees  of  Fahrenheit,  except  under  the  following 
provisions  :  or  any  of  their  products  may  be  stored  in  detached  and  properly  ven- 
tilated warehouses,  the  outer  walls  of  which  shall  be  stone,  brick  or  iron,  especially 
adapted  for  the  purpose,  by  having  raised  sills,  at  least  two  feet  high,  or  the  ground 
floor  of  which  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  below  the  level  of  street  or  adjoining  yard, 
or  so  constructed  as  to  actually  prevent  the  overflow  of  such  substances  beyond  the 
premises  where  the  same  may  be  kept  or  stored  ;  which  said  warehouses  shall  not 
be  occupied  in  any  part  as  a  dwelling  ;  and  if  less  than  fifty  feet  from  any  adjacent 
dwelling  the  same  must  be  separated  by  a  brick  or  stone  wall  at  least  ten  feet  in 
height  and  sixteen  inches  thick,  constructed  in  such  manner  as  said  commissioners 
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may  prescribe,  but  the  same  may  be  stored  in  such  other  manner  as  said  commis- 
sioners may  designate  under  a  special  permit  issued  therefor.  No  refined  petroleum, 
kerosene,  coal,  or  similar  oil.  or  earth  or  rock  oil,  or  machinery  oil,  or  any  product 
thereof  to  be  used  for  illuminating  or  heating  purposes  which  shall  emit  an 
inflammable  vapor  at  a  temperature  below  one  hundred  degrees  Fahrenheit,  shall 
be  kept  upon  sale  or  stored  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  city.  All  said  articles 
shall  be  tested  and  their  quality  determined  by  sanitary  surveyors  authorized  by 
said  commissioners,  using  Gr.  Tagliabue's  instruments,  or  such  other  instruments 
as  may  be  designated  by  said  commissioners,  the  barrels  or  packages  containing  the 
same  to  be  legibly  stamped  or  marked  with  said  inspector's  official  stamp  or  mark. 
No  refined  petroleum,  kerosene,  gasoline,  naphtha,  or  benzine,  benzole,  camphene, 
or  burning  fluid,  or  products  or  compounds  containing  any  of  said  substances, 
when  temporarily  placed  above  the  cellar  or  basement  of  any  building,  and  in 
barrels  of  not  over  forty-five  gallons  each,  or  in  metallic  vessels  or  tanks,  shall 
exceed  in  the  whole  quantity  the  contents  of  fifty  of  said  barrels,  provided,  however, 
that  the  whole  quantity  of  said  refined  oils  that  may  be  so  kept  or  stored  over  night 
shall  not  exceed  the  contents  of  ten  of  said  barrels,  unless  stored  in  the  manner 
provided  for  storing  crude  petroleum;  and  when  storod  in  cellars  or  basements, 
surrounded  by  walls  of  brick  or  stone,  and  at  least  two  feet  below  the  level  or  grade 
of  the  sidewalk,  street,  or  land  adjacent,  the  whole  quantity  shall  not  exceed  the 
contents  of  one  hundred  and  fitly  barrels,  unless  stored  in  warehouses  specially 
adapted  for  that  purpose,  as  required  for  the  storage  of  crude  petroleum  under  this 
section;  provided,  also,  that  no  quantity  of  said  oils  greater  than  one  barrel  shall 
be  stored  or  kept  in  any  building  accupied  in  any  part  thereof  as  a  dwelling.  No 
refined  petroleum,  kerosene,  gasoline,  naphtha,  benzine,  benzole,  camphene,  burning- 
fluid,  or  products  or  compounds  containing  any  of  said  substances,  shall  be  kept  or 
stored  on  or  above  the  first  story  or  floor  of  any  building,  exceeding  in  the  whole 
quantity  the  contents  of  five  barrels,  of  forty  gallons  each.  In  no  case  shall  any 
of  the  articles  named  in  this  section  be  allowed  to  remain  on  the  sidewalk  beyond 
the  front  line  of  any  building,  or  in  or  upon  the  streets,  docks,  piers,  bulkheads, 
slips,  highways,  or  public  places  a  longer  time  than  is  actually  necessary  for  the 
removal  or  loading  of  the  same,  and  said  commissioners  may  establish  and  enforce 
general  regulations  and  issue  such  orders  and  special  directions  relative  to  the 
handling,  lightering,  carting,  loading,  unloading,  and  transportation  of  the  several 
articles  named  under  this  section,  as  in  their  discretion  shall  be  deemed  necessary 
for  the  public  protection,  and  said  commissioners  may  issue  special  permits 
authorizing  the  keeping  of  any  of  the  articles  enumerated  under  this  section  in 
buildings,  tanks,  or  structures  fire-proof  throughout,  in  such  quantities,  in  such 
manner,  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  shall  tend  to  secure  the  same  against 
danger. 


TO  BE  POSTED  IN  STORES — PENALTY  FOR  SELLING  WITHOUT. 

§  458.  No  person  shall  sell  at  retail,  or  give  away,  any  kerosene  or  other  prod- 
uct of  petroleum,  or  any  similar  oil,  to  be  used  for  heating  or  illuminating  pur- 
poses, without  first  obtaining  a  license  therefor  from  the  said  commissioners,  to  be 
issued  with  the  consent  of  the  mayor,  under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  they  may 
prescribe,  which  license  shall  be  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  shall  not  be  trans- 
ferable; and  for  every  such  license  and  for  every  renewal  of  the  same,  the  said  com- 
missioners shall  demand  and  receive  the  sum  of  ten  dollars.  Said  license  shall  be 
posted  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the  store  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the 
same  is  issued,  and  may  be  revoked  for  cause  by  said  commissioners.  Any  person 
who  shall  sell  any  of  the  compounds  above  mentioned  in  this  or  the  last  section 
without  first  obtaining  a  license  therefor,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  twenty- 
five  dollars. 

LIABILITY  IN"  ACTION  FOR  DAMAGES — POLICIES   COVERING    SALE  OF  PROHIBITED 

COMPOUNDS. 

§  459.  In  case  any  person  is  burned  by  the  explosion  of  any  compound,  the 
sale  of  which  is  prohibited  by  any  section  of  this  title,  or  has  not  been  subjected  to 
sanitary  survey,  or  licensed  as  therein  provided,  and  death  ensues  therefrom,  the 
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person  found  guilty  of  selling  the  same  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  felony,  and, 
upon  conviction,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  State  prison  for  a 
term  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  five  years;  and  in  case  of  a  bodily  injury 
the  party  injured  may  maintain  an  action  for  damages  against  the  party  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  title.  And  any  dealer  who  shall  present  and  deliver  for  sani- 
itary  survey  a  sample  of  oil  different  from  and  which  does  not  represent  the  quality 
of  oil  actually  kept  by  him  or  her  for  sale,  and  not  taken  from  the  actual  stock 
being  offered  for  sale,  and  of  the  same  quality  therewith,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
additional  sum  of  fifty  dollars.  If  any  fire  insurance  company,  organized  under 
the  laws  of  this  State,  or  any  insurance  company  of  any  other  State,  or  any  foreign 
insurance  company  authorized  to  do  the  business  of  insurance  in  this  State,  shall 
indorse  upon  any  policy  issued  by  them  the  right  or  privilege  to  keep,  deal  in,  give 
away,  sell,  or  use  any  article  or  compound  of  a  combustible  or  explosive  character, 
the  sale  of  which  is  made  unlawful  by  any  act  of  the  legislature  of  this  State,  or 
shall  cause  or  permit  such  indorsement  to  be  made  by  others  upon  their  policies  of 
insurance,  they  shall  for  each  and  every  such  offense  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine  of  five 
hundred  dollars. 

FIRE  OR  LIGHT  ON  VESSELS,  ETC.,  WITHIN  150  FEET  OF   PLACES  WHERE  PETRO- 
LEUM IS  STORED — EXCEPTIONS — PENALTY. 

§  460.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner,  or  for  any  of  the  officers,  employees, 
or  crew  of  any  ship,  vessel,  canal  boat,  barge,  lighter,  boat  or  other  craft  lying 
at  or  within  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of  any  warehouse,  yard,  shed,  dock,  pier, 
bulkhead,  wharf,  or  other  place  within  the  county  of  New  York,  at,  in,  or  on 
which  petroleum  oil,  or  any  of  its  products,  is  stored,  or  kept  for  export,  or  in 
quantities  exceeding  ten  thousand  gallons;  or  for  any  other  person  or  persons  to 
bring,  keep,  have,  or  use,  or  suffer  or  permit  to  be  brought,  kept,  had,  or  used  on 
board  of  any  such  ship,  vessel,  canal  boat,  barge,  lighter,  boat,  or  other  craft,  or  at, 
in,  or  on  any  such  warehouse,  shed,  yard,  dock,  pier,  bulkhead,  wharf,  or  other 
place,  any  lighted  match,  or  lighted  cigar,  cigarette,  or  pipe,  or  any  fire  or  light  of 
any  kind,  without,  or  otherwise  than  in  strict  conformity  to  the  written  permission 
of  the  owner,  lessee,  or  superintendent  of  such  warehouse,  shed,  yard,  dock,  pier, 
bulkhead,  wharf,  or  other  place,  specifying  the  fire  or  light  to  be  kept,  had,  or 
used,  the  particular  purpose  for,  and  the  place  or  spot  at  which  the  same  may  be 
so  kept,  had  or  used,  and  the  particular  manner  of  keeping,  having  or  using  the 
same.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  steam  tugs  while  transacting  their  ordinary 
business,  nor  to  steam  fire  engines  engaged  in  extinguishing  fires.  Every  violation 
of  this  section  shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  triable  before  the  court  of  special  sessions. 

REGULATIONS  IN  REGARD  TO  CHEMICALS. 

§  4G1.  No  quantity  of  the  following-named  chemicals  and  combustible  mate- 
rials greater  than  is  hereinafter  enumerated  shall  be  stored  or  kept  in,  or  upon  any 
one  building  within  the  city,  namely:  hemp  or  Uax,  unbaled,  two  thousand  pounds 
in  the  whole;  varnish,  rosin,  twenty  barrels  in  the  whole;  alcohol,  pure  spirits, 
camphene,  burning  fluid,  five  barrels  in  the  whole;  unslacked  lime,  ten  barrels; 
vitriol,  five  carboys  in  the  whole;  loose  Avood  shavings,  one  hundred  pounds; 
except  the  same  shall  be  stored  and  kept  upon  an  open  space  of  ground,  sur- 
rounded by  a  Avail  constructed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials,  at  least  twelve  feet 
high  and  twelve  inches  thick;  or  within  a  fire-proof  building  remote  or  distant  at 
least  fifty  feet  from  any  adjacent  building. 

STORAGE  OF  MORE  THAN  TWENTY  TONS  OF   HAY,  ETC.,  PROHIBITED,   EXCEPT  IN 
FIRE-PROOF  BUILDINGS,  ETC. — UNCOVERED  HAY,  ETC.,  KEEPING  OF. 

§  462.  No  quantity  of  cotton,  hay,  straw,  flax,  hemp,  husks,  rushes,  oakum, 
rags,  sea-weed,  jute,  or  other  vegetable  fibre  when  pressed  or  baled,  greater  than 
twenty  tons  in  the  whole,  shall  be  stored  or  kept  in  any  building  within  the  city  of 
New  York,  unless  kept  in  a  building  fire-proof  throughout,  or  upon  an  open  space 
of  ground  surrounded  by  a  wall  constructed  entirely  of  fire-proof  materials,  at  least 
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twelve  feet  high  and  twelve  inches  thick,  or  within  a  fire-proof  building  remote  or 
distant  at  least  fifty  feet  from  any  adjacent  building,  or  in  a  building  approved  by 
the  New  York  board  of  underwriters  or  the  commissioners  of  the  fire  department, 
and  of  which  approval  a  certificate  shall  have  been  issued  by  either  of  said  boards, 
and  shall  nut  have  been  revoked;  and  none  of  the  articles  enumerated  in  this  sec- 
tion, when  loose  or  not  baled,  shall  be  kept  as  aforesaid  in  quantity  exceeding  one 
thousand  pounds  in  the  whole;  excepting  in  a  private  stable,  in  which  maybe  kept 
such  loose  hay  and  straw  in  quantity  not  exceeding  twenty-five  hundred  pounds  in 
the  whole.  No  person  shall  have,  put  or  keep  any  hay  or  straw  uncovered  in  any 
stack  or  pile,  or  in  any  other  way  exposed,  within  one  hundred  yards  of  any  build- 
ing in  said  city,  or  shall  have,  put  or  keep  within  said  city  any  hay,  straw,  hemp, 
flax,  shavings  or  rushes  in  any  building  not  built  of  stone  or  brick  or  iron,  or  cov- 
ered with  tile  or  slate  or  other  fire-proof  material,  which  is  or  shall  be  within  ten 
feet  of  any  dwelling  house  or  chimney  whatsoever. 

RIGHT  TO  ENTER  STABLES,  VESSELS,  ETC. — DEPOSIT  OF  ASHES — NOTICE  TO  RE- 
MOVE OR  SECURE  COMBUSTIBLE  MATERIALS — COLLECTION  OF  EXPENSE  OF 
REMOVAL. 

§  463.  The  commissioners  and  their  officers  or  agents,  under  the  direction  of 
said  commissioners  or  either  of  them,  are  hereby  empowered  at  any  and  all  times  to 
enter  into  and  examine  all  buildings,  dwelling-houses,  livery  and  other  stables,  hay- 
•  boats,  or  vessels,  and  places  where  any  merchandise,  gunpowder,  hemp,  flax,  tow, 
hay,  rushes,  firewood,  boards,  shingles,  shavings  or  other  combustible  materials 
may  be  lodged  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  all  violations  of  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  title,  and  also  the  places  where  ashes  may  be  deposited,  and  upon  finding 
that  any  of  them  are  defective  or  dangerous,  or  that  a  violation  of  this  title  exists 
therein,  may  deliver  a  written  or  printed  notice,  containing  an  extract  from  this 
title,  of  the  provisions  in  reference  thereto,  and  notice  of  any  violation  thereof,  and 
notice  to  remove,  amend  or  secure  the  same  within  a  period  to  be  fixed  therein. 
And  in  case  of  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  such  occupant  or  the  possessor  of 
such,  combustible  materials,  or  any  of  them,  so  to  remove,  amend  or  secure  the 
same  within  the  time  and  in  the  manner  directed  by  the  said  commissioners  in  such 
notice,  the  party  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay,  in  addition  to  any  penalty  other- 
wise imposed,  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  and  the  further*  sum  of  five  dollars 
for  every  day's  neglect  to  remove,  amend  or  secure  the  same  after  being  so  notified. 
All  the  expenses  of  any  removal,  alteration  or  amendment  as  aforesaid,  shall  be 
paid  in  the  first  instance  by  the  occupant,  but  shall  be  chargeable  against  the 
owner  of  such  dwelling-house  or  other  building,  and  shall  be  deducted  from  the 
rent  of  the  same  unless  such  expense  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  act  or  default 
of  such  occupant,  or  unless  there  be  a  special  agreement  to  the  contrary  between 
the  parties. 

§  464.  All  persons  or  corporations  who  shall  be  required  to  have  and  obtain 
permits  shall  furnish  such  information  as  may  be  required,  touching  the  condition 
of  any  building  and  the  business  therein  proposed  to  be  conducted,  preliminary  to 
obtaining  such  permits. 

NON-ENUMERATED  FINES  AND  PENALTIES — PART  MAY  BE  PAID  TO  INFORMER. 

§  465.  Any  person,  persons,  or  corporation,  for  the  violation  of,  or  non-com- 
pliance with,  any  of  the  several  provisions  of  the  several  sections  of  this  title,  when 
the  penalty  is  not  therein  specially  provided,  shall  severally  forfeit  and  pay  a  fine 
or  penalty  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  or  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  the  penalties  respectively  imposed  under  any  of  said  sections,  and  shall  also  be 
severally  liable  for  the  removal,  amendment,  or  abatement  of  any  violation  of,  or 
non-compliance  with,  any  requirement  under  said  sections,  and  shall  also  be  seve- 
rally liable  for  the  payment  of  the  further  penalty  of  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  for 
any  violation  of,  or  non-compliance  with,  any  regulation,  order,  or  special  direc- 
tion issued  by  said  commissioners,  as  authorized  under  this  chapter.  Said  commis- 
sioners may,  in  their  discretion,  pay  a  portion  of  a  fine,  or  penalty,  when  collected, 
not  to  exceed  one-half  thereof,  to  an  informer. 

********* 
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INSPECTOR  OF  COMBUSTIBLES  MAT  ENTER  BUILDINGS,  ETC. — REPORT  DEFECTS  TO 
BOARD — MAKE  ALTERATIONS,  ETC.,  IF  OWNERS  NEGLECT. 

§  4G7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Inspector  of  Combustibles,*  or  his  officers  and 
agents,  when  authorized  by  him  in  writing  so  to  do,  to  enter  into  any  building  or 
premises  within  said  city  for  the  purpose  of  examining,  or  causing  to  be  examined, 
the  stoves  and  pipes  thereto,  ranges,  furnaces,  and  heating  apparatus  of  every  kind 
whatsoever,  including  the  chimneys,  flues,  and  pipes  with  which  the  same  may  be 
connected,  engine-rooms,  boilers,  ovens,  kettles,  and  also  all  chemical  apparatus,  or 
other  things  which  in  his  opinion  may  be  dangerous  in  causing  or  promoting  fires, 
or  dangerous  to  the  firemen  or  occupants  in  case  of  fire  ;  and  upon  finding  any  of 
them  defective  or  dangerous,  or  in  any  manner  exposed  or  liable  to  fire  from  any 
cause,  he  shall  report  the  same  to  the  board,  wbo  may  thereupon  issue  orders  or 
special  directions,  either  printed  or  written,  directing  the  owner  or  occupant  to 
alter,  remove,  or  remedy  tbe  same  in  such  manner  and  within  such  reasonable  time 
as  may  be  necessary,  and  in  respect  thereto  may  authorize  and  direct  the  use  of 
such  materials  and  appliances  as  shall  be  deemed  proper  and  necessary  ;  and  in  case 
of  neglect  or  refusal  so  to  do  within  the  time  prescribed  by  such  orders  or  direc- 
tions, the  fire  marshal,  under  the  direction  of  said  board  shall  cause  such  altera- 
tion, removal,  or  other  necessary  act  or  work  to  be  done,  and  the  expense  thereof 
shall  be  charged  to  the  party  so  offending,  to  be  sued  for  and  recovered  in  the 
manner  herein  provided  for  the  recovery  of  fines  and  penalties  under  this  chapter. 

EXTRACT  FROM  G.  0.  XO.  25—0.  B.  C,  1881. 

"  The  following  rules,  adopted  by  the  Board,  are  hereby  promulgated  : 

"I. — Company  officers  shall  make  inspections  in  their  company  districts,  and 
report  all  places  where  fireworks  are  sold  without  permit,  all  places  and  persons 
selling  kerosene  oil  without  having  a  license,  and  persons  having  vegetable  fibre  in 
their  buildings  without  a  permit,  and  shall  see  that  permits  and  licenses  are  for  the 
current  year,  and  properly  and  conspicuously  displayed  ;  shall  also  see  that  persons 
making  fire  in  street  have  permit  to  do  so ;  all  such  permits  and  licenses  to  be 
issued  from  this  Department. 

"  II. — All  notices  from  the  Bureau  of  Combustibles  must  be  served  in  the 
following  manner  : 

"  1.  By  delivering  the  notice  to  the  person  to  whom  it  is  directed,  or  to  some 
person  of  suitable  age  and  discretion  (in  the  employ  of  such  person)  on 
the  premises. 

"  2.  If  the  person  to  whom  the  notice  is  directed  has  removed  from  the  address 
given,  make  diligent  inquiry  in  the  neighborhood  and  ascertain  if  possible 
the  present  whereabouts  of  the  person  or  persons  addressed.  Also  ascer- 
tain the  full  name  or  names  of  the  person  or  firm  occupying  the  premises 
at  the  address  given,  the  nature  of  the  business  carried  on  there,  and  the 
date  when  such  business  was  commenced,  giving  full  particulars  in  the 
return. 

"3.  In  serving  a  firm  or  partnership,  ascertain  the  full  names  of  the  persons 
composing  the  firm,  and  state  the  same  in  the  return. 

"  4.  In  serving  a  corporation,  ascertain  the  full  names  and  the  official  titles  of 
the  officers  thereof,  and  state  the  same  in  the  return. 

"  5.  Proper  report  respecting  all  notices  sent  for  service  from  the  Bureau  of 
Combustibles  must  be  promptly  returned  to  said  Bureau.  The  fact  of 
service,  or  in  case  of  failure  to  serve  any  notice,  the  cause  of  such  failure 
must  be  stated  in  the  return.  All  returns  must  he  written  in  inJc  and 
signed  by  the  party  detailed  to  make  the  service.  *******" 


*  Iu  the  original  law  the  Fire  Marshal  was  charged  with  these  duties,  and  under  the  provisions 
of  sec.  28,  chapter  835,  Laws  1873,  the  duties  were  devolved,  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
with  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Estimate  and  Apportionment,  upon  the  Inspector  of  Com- 
bustibles.

RELATING  TO 

THE  CONSTRUCTION  OF  BUILDINGS 

IN  THE 

CITY  OF  NEW  YORK. 


Chapter  410,  Laws  of  1882  (as  amended).    Title  5.    Construction  of  Buildings. 

BUILDINGS  TO  BE  IN"  CONFORMITY  WITH  TITLE. 

§  471.  (As  amended  by  section  1,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  No  wall,  struct- 
ure, building,  part  or  parts  thereof,  shall  hereafter  be  built,  constructed,  altered, 
or  repaired,  in  said  city,  except  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  title. 

MATERIALS  OF  WALLS. 

§  472.  (As  amended  by  section  2,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  buildings 
hereafter  erected  within  said  city,  other  than  frame  or  wooden  buildings,  shall 
have  all  walls  constructed  of  stone,  brick  or  iron,  properly  bonded  and  solidly  put 
together,  and  all  such  walls  shall  be  built  to  a  line,  and  be  carried  up  plumb  and 
straight,  with  closed  joints,  and  the  several  component  parts  of  such  buildings 
shall  be  built  and  constructed  in  such  manner  as  herein  provided. 

FOUNDATION  WALLS;  ROCK  TO  BE  GRADED.     EXCAVATIONS  TO  BE  GUARDED. 

§  473.  (As  amended  by  section  3,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  foundation 
walls  shall  be  laid  not  less  than  four  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  earth,  on  a  good 
solid  bottom,  and  in  case  the  nature  of  the  earth  should  require  it,  piles  shall  be 
driven,  or  timbers  laid  of  sufficient  size  and  thickness  to  prevent  the  walls  from  set- 
tling, the  top  of  such  pile  or  timber  bottom  to  be  driven  or  laid  below  the  water- 
line,  and  where  piles  are  driven  for  a  foundation  they  shall  not  be  less  than  five 
inches  in  diameter  at  the  smallest  end,  and  shall  be  driven  to  a  firm  and  solid 
bearing,  and  all  piers,  columns,  posts,  or  pillars  resting  on  the  earth  shall  be  set 
upon  a  bottom  in  the  same  manner  as  the  foundation  walls.  Whenever  in  any  case 
the  foundation  wall  or  walls  of  any  building  that  may  hereafter  be  erected  shall  be 
placed  on  a  rock  bottom,  the  said  rock  shall  be  graded  off  level  in  sections  or  other- 
wise to  receive  the  same.  All  excavations  upon  the  front  or  side  of  any  lot  adjoin- 
ing a  street  shall  be  properly  guarded  and  protected  by  the  person  or  persons  having 
charge  of  the  same,  so  as  to  prevent  the  same  from  being  or  becoming  dangerous 
to  lie  or  limb. 


EXCAVATIONS;  WALLS  ADJOINING  TO  BE  PROTECTED. 

§  474.  (As  amended  by  section  4,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  Whenever  ex- 
cavations for  building  or  other  purposes,  on  any  lot  or  piece  of  land  in  the  city  and 
county  of  New  York,  shall  be  intended  to  be  carried  to  the  depth  of  more  than  ten 
feet  below  the  curb  at  the  place  where  there  shall  be  any  party  or  other  wall,  wholly 
or  partly  on  adjoining  land  and  standing  upon  or  near  the  boundary  lines  of  such 
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lot,  the  person  causing  such  excavations  to  be  made,  if  afforded  the  necessary 
license  to  enter  on  the  adjoining  land,  and  not  otherwise,  shall  at  all  times  from 
the  commencement  until  the  completion  of  such  excavations,  at  his  own  expense, 
preserve  such  wall  from  injury,  and  so  support  the  same  by  a  proper  foundation 
that  it  shall  remain  as  stable  as  before  the  excavations  were  commenced.  When- 
ever there  shall  be  any  excavation,  either  of  earth  or  rock,  hereafter  commenced 
upon  any  lot  or  piece  of  land  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  there  shall  be  any  party 
or  other  wall  wholly  or  partly  on  adjoining  land,  and  standing  upon  or  near  the 
boundary  line  of  said  lot,  if  the  person  or  persons  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  under 
this  act,  to  preserve  or  protect  said  wall  or  structure  from  injury  shall  neglect  or 
fail  so  to  do  after  having  had  a  notice  of  twenty-four  hours  from  the  superintend- 
ent of  buildings  so  to  do,  the  superintendent  of  buildings  may  enter  upon  the 
premises,  and  employ  such  labor  and  furnish  such  materials  and  take  such  steps  as 
in  his  judgment  may  be  necessary  to  make  the  same  safe  and  secure,  or  to  prevent 
the  same  from  becoming  unsafe  or  dangerous,  at  the  expense  of  the  person  or  per- 
sons owning  said  wall,  building,  or  structure  of  which  it  may  be  a  part,  and  any 
person  or  persons  doing  the  said  work,  or  any  part  thereof,  under  and  by  direction 
of  the  said  superintendent,  may  bring  and  maintain  an  action  against  the  owner, 
owners,  or  lessee,  or  any  one  of  them,  of  the  said  wall,  building,  or  structure  of 
which  it  may  be  a  part,  for  any  work  done  or  materials  furnished  in  and  about  the 
said  premises,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  he  had  been  employed  to  do  the  said  work 
by  the  said  owner,  owners,  or  lessee  of  the  said  premises.; 


THICKNESS  AND  MATERIAL  OF  FOUNDATION  WALLS. 

§  475.  (As  amended  by  section  5,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  footing, 
or  base  course,  under  all  foundation  walls,  and  under  all  piers,  columns,  posts  or 
pillars  resting  on  the  earth  shall  be  of  stone  or  concrete,  and  if  under  a  foundation 
wall,  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  wider  than  the  bottom  width  of  the  said  wall; 
and  if  under  piers,  columns,  posts,  or  pillars  shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  wider 
on  all  sides  than  the  bottom  width  of  the  said  ])iers,  columns,  posts,  or  pillars, 
and  not  less  than  eighteen  inches  in  thickness;  and  if  built  of  stone,  the  stones 
thereof  shall  not  be  less  than  two  by  three  feet,  and  at  least  eight  inches  in  thick- 
ness; and  all  base  stones  shall  be  well  bedded  and  laid  edge  to  edge;  and  if  the 
walls  be  built  of  isolated  piers,  then  there  must  be  inverted  arches  at  least  twelve 
inches  thick,  resting  upon  a  continuous  bed  of  concrete  at  least  eighteen  inches 
thick,  turned  under  and  between  the  piers,  and  the  outside  piers  shall  be  secured 
to  the  second  piers  with  suitable  tie  rods  and  plates,  or  not  less  than  Iwo  footing 
courses  of  large  stones  at  least  ten  inches  thick  in  each  course,  equal  in  area  to 
what  would  be  required  under  a  continuous  wall.  All  foundation  walls  shall  be 
built  of  stone  or  brick,  and  shall  be  laid  in  cement  mortar,  and  if  constructed  of 
stone,  shall  be  at  least  eight  inches  thicker  than  the  wall  next  above  them,  to  a 
depth  of  ten  feet  below  the  curb  level,  and  shall  be  increased  four  inches  in  thick- 
ness for  every  additional  five  feet  in  depth  below  the  said  ten  feet;  and  if  built  of 
brick  shall  be  at  least  four  inches  thicker  than  the  wall  next  above  them  to  a  depth 
of  ten  feet  below  the  curb  level,  and  shall  be  increased  four  inches  in  thickness_for 
every  additional  five  feet  in  depth  below  the  said  ten  feet. 


dwelling-houses;  thickness  of  walls,  etc. 

§  476.  (As  amended  by  section  6,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  basement 
walls  of  dwelling-houses  not  over  thirty  feet  in  height,  and  not  over  twenty  feet  in 
width,  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick,  if  of  brick;  the  other  walls  (not 
including  foundation  walls)  shall  not  be  less  than  eight  inches  thick,  but  no  party 
wall  shall  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick.  The  walls  of  dwelling-houses  over 
thirty  feet  in  height  and  under  sixty  feet  in  height  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve 
inches  thick  above  the  first  story  floor,  and  not  less  than  sixteen  in  the  basement 
story. 

If  sixty  feet  and  under  seventy  feet  in  height,  the  walls  shall  not  be  less  than 
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sixteen  inches  thick  to  the  height  of  twenty  feet,  or  to  the  next  tier  of  beams 
above,  and  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  from  thence  to  the  top. 

If  seventy  feet  and  not  over  eighty-five  feet  in  height,  the  walls  shall  not  be  less 
than  twenty  inches  thick  to  the  height  of  fifteen  feet,  or  to  the  next  tier  of  beams 
above,  thence  to  the  height  of  sixty  feet,  or  to  the  tier  of  beams  nearest  to  that 
height,  the  walls  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  inches  thick,  and  from  thence  not 
less  than  twelve  inches  thick  to  the  top. 

If  eighty-five  feet  and  not  over  one  hundred  feet  in  height,  the  walls  shall  not 
be  less  than  twenty-four  inches  thick  to  the  height  of  twenty  feet,  or  to  the  nearest 
tier  of  beams  to  that  height;  thence  not  less  than  twenty  inches  thick  to  the  height 
of  seventy  feet,  or  to  the  tier  of  beams  nearest  to  that  height ;  thence  sixteen 
inches  thick  to  the  top. 

If  one  hundred  feet  and  not  over  one  hundred  and  fifteen  feet  in  height,  the 
walls  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty-eight  inches  thick  to  the  height  of  fifteen  feet, 
or  to  the  tier  of  beams  nearest  to  that  height;  thence  not  less  than  twenty-four 
inches  to  the  height  of  sixty  feet,  or  to  the  nearest  tier  of  beams  to  that  height; 
thence  not  less  that  twenty  inches  to  the  height  of  ninety  feet,  or  to  the  tier  of  beams 
nearest  to  that  height;  thence  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  to  the  top  ;  and  all 
walls  which  are  built  over  one  hundred  and  fifteen  feet  in  height  shall  be  increased 
four  inches  in  thickness  at  the  bottom  for  every  additional  fifteen  feet  in  height, 
or  to  the  tier  of  beams  nearest  to  that  height,  leaving  the  same  thickness  for  the 
upper  parts  of  the  walls,  as  is  herein  last  specified. 

All  the  walls  of  buildings  hereinbefore  in  this  section  specified  (except  the  out- 
side and  bearing  walls)  may  be  four  inches  less  in  thickness,  provided,  however, 
that  none  are  less  than  twelve  inches  thick,  except  as  hereinafter  specified. 

All  dwelling-houses,  whether  called  tenement-houses,  apartment-houses,  flats, 
hotels,  or  other  buildings,  which  are  to  be  used  for  the  residence  of  any  person  or 
persons,  which  are  hereafter  erected,  or  which  may  be  altered  to  be  used  as  herein 
specified,  shall  have  brick  or  stone  walls  on  which  the  beams  rest,  not  over  twenty- 
four  feet  apart,  and  in  no  case  shall  either  end  of  a  beam  or  beams  of  such  houses 
rest  on  stud  partitions ;  this  clause,  however,  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
use  of  iron  girders  and  columns  for  the  support  of  the  walls  and  ceilings  over  any 
wider  rooms  in  such  buildings. 

The  inside  or  partition  walls  of  dwelling-houses  which  are  not  over  thirty-two 
feet  in  width,  and  not  over  fifty  feet  high,  may  be  eight  inches  thick  above  the  first 
story  floor. 

In  dwelling-houses  not  over  twelve  feet  six  inches  in  width,  and  not  over  fifty 
feet  high,  the  centre  wall  between  any  two  such  houses  alternating  shall  not  be  less 
than  eight  inches  thick. 

All  stud  partitions  which  may  be  placed  in  the  cellar  or  lower  story  of  any  house 
shall  have  a  good  solid  stone  or  brick  foundation  wall  under  the  same,,  which  shall 
be  built  up  to  the  top  of  the  floor  level;  and  the  sill  of  said  stud  partition  shall  be  of 
locust,  and  on  this  sill  the  studs  shall  be  set. 

The  party  walls  of  dwellings  over  sixty  feet  high  shall  in  no  part  be  less  than 
sixteen  inches  thick. 

Kecesses  for  stairways  or  elevators  maybe  left  in  the  foundation  or  cellar  walls, 
but  in  no  case  shall  the  walls  be  of  less  thickness  than  the  walls  of  the  first  story. 
The  walls  of  each  story  shall  be  built  up  to  the  full  thickness  thereof  to  the  top  of 
the  beams  above. 

WAREHOUSES,  STORES,  WORKSHOPS,  FACTORIES:  THICKNESS  OE  WALLS  OF. 

§  477.  (As  amended  by  section  7,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  walls 
of  all  warehouses,  stores,  workshops,  factories  or  buildings,  other  than  dwell- 
ings (except  churches,  theatres  and  school-houses)  less  than  thirty  feet  in 
width,  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  to  the  height  of  forty  feet;  if 
above  forty  feet  in  height,  and  not  over  sixty  feet  in  height,  the  walls  shall  not  be 
less  than  sixteen  inches  thick  to  the  height  of  forty  feet  or  to  the  top  of  the  nearest 
tier  of  beams  thereto. 

If  above  sixty  feet  in  height,  the  walls  shall  be  four  inches  thicker  than  is  in 
the  last  section  severally  specified  for  dwelling-houses. 
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If  over  thirty  feet  in  width  between  walls,  the  walls  shall  be  four  inches  more 
than  is  in  this  section  specified,  for  every  fifteen  feet  or  fraction  thereof  more  than 
thirty  feet  in  width;  and  all  buildings  that  are  in  this  section  decribed  that  are 
over  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  feet  in  depth,  without  a  crosswall  or  proper  piers 
or  buttresses,  shall  have  the  side  or  bearing  walls  increased  in  thickness  four  inches 
more  than  is  herein  specified. 

In  all  stores,  warehouses  or  factories,  over  twenty-five  feet  in  width,  shall  be 
brick  partition  walls,  or  girders  supported  on  iron  or  wooden  columns  or  piers  of 
masonry;  the  partition  walls,  or  girders,  shall  be  so  placed  that  the  space  between 
any  two  shall  not  exceed  twenty-four  feet,  and  tbe  iron  or  wooden  columns  or  piers 
of  masonry,  and  girders  shall  be  made  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  safely  the 
weight  to  be  imposed  upon  them,  and  of  sufficient  diameter  to  bear  any  lateral 
strain  imposed,  and  in  no  case  shall  be  less  than  sufficient  to  sustain  the  weight  of 
two  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  for  every  square  foot  of  the  floor  or  floors  that  rest 
upon  them,  exclusive  of  the  weight  of  the  material  employed  in  their  construction, 
and  shall  have  a  footing  course  and  foundation  wall  of  the  thickness  required  for 
walls,  with  inverted  arches  under  and  between  the  columns,  of  not  less  than  two 
footing  courses  of  large,  well-shaped  stone  laid  crosswise,  edge  to  edge,  and  at  least 
ten  inches  thick  in  each  course,  or  one  footing  course  of  stone  laid  upon  a  concrete 
bed  not  less  than  twelve  inches  thick,  and  the  pier  above  shall  be  built  up  with 
stone  or  brick  properly  bonded  to  the  height  required  to  receive  a  capstone  of  cut 
granite  or  blue  stone  at  least  twelve  inches  thick  and  not  less  than  twelve  inches 
wider  each  way  than  the  size  of  the  post  or  column,  and  said  cap  shall  be  set  solid 
to  receive  the  same  ;  and  all  foundations  for  piers,  posts,  or  columns  shall  be  in- 
creased in  size  in  proportion  to  the  height  of  the  building  and  the  weight  to  be 
imposed  thereon. 

In  case  the  walls  of  any  building  (not  excepting  dwellings)  are  less  than  twenty- 
four  feet  apart,  and  less  than  forty  feet  in  depth,  or  there  are  crosswalls  which  in- 
tersect and  strengthen  the  walls,  not  more  than  forty  feet  distant  or  between  the 
same,  the  inside  wall  may  be  reduced  in  thickness  in  just  proportion  to  the  num- 
ber of  crosswalls,  and  their  nearness  to  each  other,  provided,  however,  that  this 
clause  shall  not  apply  to  walls  below  seventy  feet  in  height,  and  that  no  such  wall 
shall  be  less  than  twelve  inches  thick  at  the  top  and  gradually  increased  in  thick- 
ness by  set-offs  to  the  bottom,  and  the  superintendent  of  buildings  shall  be  author- 
ized and  empowered  to  decide  (except  where  herein  otherwise  provided  for)  wherein 
the  reduced  thickness  of  the  walls  herein  mentioned  may  be  permitted  according 
to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  each  case,  without  endangering  the  strength  and 
safety  of  the  building. 

WALLS  OF  CHURCHES,  THEATRES,  FOUNDRIES,  ETC. 

The  walls  of  churches,  theatres,  foundries,  machine  shops,  school-houses,  and 
other  buildings  of  a  public  character  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  is  in  this  title  spec- 
ified for  warehouses;  and  said  building  shall  have,  in  addition  thereto,  such  piers 
or  buttresses  as  in  the  judgment  of  said  superintendent  may  be  necessary  to  make 
a  safe  and  substantial  building. 

HOLLOW  WALLS. 

In  all  the  walls  that  are  built  hollow  the  same  amount  of  stone  or  brick  shall  be 
used  in  their  construction  as  if  they  were  solid,  as  above  set  forth,  and  no  hollow 
walls  shall  be  built  unless  the  two  walls  are  connected  by  proper  ties,  either  of 
brick,  stone,  or  galvanized  iron,  placed  not  over  twenty-four  inches  apart. 

HEIGHT  OF  WALLS,  HOW  TO  COMPUTE  ;    WIDTH  OF  BUILDINGS,  HOW  DETERMINED. 

The  height  of  walls  shall  be  computed  from  the  curb  level  at  the  centre  of  the 
building  to  the  top  of  the  roof  beams  of  the  highest  part  of  the  building.  The 
width  of  buildings,  for  the  purposes  of  this  title,  shall  be  determined  by  the  way  the 
beams  are  placed,  the  lengthwise  of  the  beams  shall  be  considered  and  taken  to  be 
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the  widthwise  of  the  huilding,  bearing  walls  shall  be  those  walls  on  which  the 
beams,  trusses  or  girders  rest. 

§  478.  (Repealed  by  section  43,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.) 

WALLS,  NOT  TO  BE  CUT  OFF  OR  ALTERED  WITHOUT  PERMISSION;  TEMPORARY  SUP- 
PORTS.    ROOF  TIER  OF  BEAMS  TO  BE  BRACED. 

§  479.  (As  amended  by  section  9,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  No  wall  of  any 
building  now  erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  built  or  erected,  shall  be  cut  off  or  altered 
below  without  permission  so  to  do  having  been  first  obtained  from  the  superintendent 
of  buildings.  Every  temporary  support  placed  under  any  structure,  wall,  girder 
or  beam,  during  the  erection,  finishing,  alteration,  or  repairing  of  any  building,  or 
any  part  thereof,  shall  be  equal  in  strength  to  the  permanent  support  required  for 
such  structure,  wall,  girder  or  beam.  And  the  walls  of  every  building,  during 
the  erection  or  alteration,  shall  be  strongly  braced  from  the  beams  of  each  story 
until  the  building  is  inclosed,  and  the  roof  tier  of  beams  shall  be  strongly  braced  to 
the  beams  of  the  story  below  until  all  the  floors  in  the  said  story  are  laid. 


HEADERS  IN  STONE  WALLS.     ASHLAR,  FACE  BRICK. 

§  480.  (As  amended  by  section  8,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  stone  walls 
twenty-four  inches  or  less  in  thickness  shall  have  at  least  one  header  extending 
through  the  walls  in  every  three  feet  in  height  from  the  bottom  of  the  wall,  and  in 
every  four  feet  in  length,  and  if  over  twenty-four  inches  in  thickness,  shall  have 
one  header  for  every  six  superficial  feet  on  both  sides  of  the  wall,  and  running  into 
the  wall  at  least  two  feet.  All  headers  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  in  width 
and  eight  inches  in  thickness,  and  consist  of  a  good  flat  stone  dressed  on  top  and 
bottom  beds,  and  no  stone  shall  be  laid  in  such  walls  in  any  other  position  than  its 
natural  bed. 

Stone  ashlar  shall  be  anchored  to  the  backing,  and  the  backing  shall  be  of  such 
thickness  as  to  make  the  walls  (independent  of  the  ashlar)  conform  as  to  thickness 
with  the  requirements  of  sections  four  hundred  and  seventy-six  and  four  hundred 
and  seventy-seven  of  this  act;  and  all  bearing  walls  faced  with  Philadelphia  or 
other  faced  brick,  laid  in  running  bond,  shall  be  four  inches  thicker  than  the  walls 
are  required  to  be  under  any  section  of  this  title. 


WALLS  NOT  TO  BE  BUILT  IN  FREEZING  WEATHER. 

Stone  or  other  walls  shall  not  be  built  in  freezing  weather,  and  if  frozen,  shall 
not  be  built  upon  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  it  is 
unsafe  to  do  so,  until  thawed  and  rebuilt,  if  injured. 


ISOLATED  PIERS  TO  HAVE  BOND  STONES.     CAP  STONES  OR  PLATES  TO  BE  PLACED 

UNDER  GIRDERS,  ETC. 

§  481.  (As  amended  by  section  10,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  Every  isolat- 
ed pier  less  than  nine  superficial  feet  to  the  base,  supporting  any  beam  or  girder, 
or  arch  on  which  a  wall  rests,  or  lintel  spanning  an  opening  over  eight  feet  sup- 
porting a  wall,  shall  at  intervals,  not  over  thirty  inches  in  height,  have  built  into  it 
a  blue-stone  bond  not  less  than  four  inches  thick,  or  a  cast-iron  plate  of  equal 
strength  and  of  full  size  of  the  pier,  and  all  piers  shall  be  built  of  good,  hard  and 
well-burnt  brick,  laid  in  cement  mortar,  and  all  brick  shall  be  well  wet  when  laid. 
The  walls  under  all  iron  or  wooden  girders,  iron  or  other  columns,  shall  have  a  cap- 
stone of  cut  granite  or  blue  stone  at  least  twelve  inches  thick,  or  a  cast-iron  plate 
of  equal  strength,  by  the  whole  thickness  of  the  wall,  and  at  least  two  feet  in 
length.  For  piers  fronting  on  a  street  the  bond  stone  may  conform  with  the  kind 
of  stone  used  for  the  trimmings  of  the  front.  In  any  case  where  any  iron  or  other 
column  or  post  rests  on  any  wall  or  pier  built  entirely  of  stone  or  brick,  the  said  col- 
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umn  or  post  shall  be  set  on  a  base  stone  of  cut  granite,  or  blue  stone,  or  an  iron 
plate,  or  both  combined,  of  such  thickness  as  may  be  necessary  to  transmit  the 
weight  above. 

VAULTS  UNDER  SIDEWALKS.     AREAS  TO  BE  PROTECTED. 

In  buildings  where  the  space  under  the  sidewalk  is  utilized,  a  sufficient  stone  or 
brick  wall  shall  be  built  to  retain  the  roadway  of  the  street,  and  the  side,  end  or 
party  walls  of  such  building  shall  extend  under  the  sidewalk  to  such  curb  wall.  The 
sidewalk  in  all  such  cases  shall  be  of  incombustible  material  entire,  and  shall  be  I 
adequately  supported  by  brick  walls  or  iron  beams  and  columns.  Openings  in  such 
walls  for  the  admission  of  coal  or  light  shall  be  covered  with  lens  lights  in  iron 
frames,  or  with  iron  covers  having  a  rough  surface.  No  plain  surface  of  glass  shall 
be  placed  in  any  sidewalk  where  any  one  glass  measures  more  than  four  inches 
square. 

Open  areas  shall  be  properly  protected  with  suitable  railings.    And  when  such 
areas  shall  be  covered  over  with  iron,  or  with  iron  and  glass  combined,  or  with  stone 
or  other  materials,  sufficient  strength  in  such  covering  shall  be  provided  as  will  in- 
sure safety  to  persons  walking  on  the  same,  and  to  carry  the  loads  which  may  be  j 
placed  upon  the  same. 

WALLS    BELOW  SURFACE.     MORTAR    AND  CONCRETE  j    HOW  MADE.      HEADERS  IN 

BRICK  WALLS.  SAND. 

§  482.  (As  amended  by  section  11,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  walls  of 
dwellings  and  all  other  buildings  shall,  below  the  surface  of  the  ground,  be  built  of 
stone  or  brick  laid  in  cement  mortar,  and  the  backing  up  of  all  stone  ashlar  shall 
also  be  laid  up  with  cement  mortar;  all  other  walls  may  be  built  of  brick  or  stone  ' 
laid  in  lime  mortar.  The  brick  used  in  all  buildings  shall  be  good,  hard  and  well- 
burnt  brick,  no  swelled,  refuse  or  soft  brick  shall  be  used,  and  in  all  brick  walls 
every  sixth  course  shall  be  a  heading  course,  except,  however,  where  walls  are  faced 
with  brick  in  running  bond,  in  which  case  every  sixth  course  shall  be  bonded  into 
the  backing  by  cutting  the  course  of  face  brick  and  putting  in  diagonal  headers  be- 
hind the  same,  or  by  splitting  the  face  brick  in  half,  and  backing  the  same  with  a 
continuous  row  of  headers.  All  brick  laid  between  the  first  day  of  April  and  the 
first  day  of  December  shall  be  well  wet  before  being  laid.  The  sand  used  for  1 
mortar  in  all  buildings,  and  in  every  part  thereof,  shall  be  clean,  sharp  sand,  free 
from  clay,  loam,  dirt  or  earthy  matter,  and  shall  not  be  finer  than  the  standard 
sample  kept  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  which  sample  shall 
be  approved  by  the  board  of  examiners  named  in  this  title,  and  said  officer  shall 
also  keep  such  samples  in  suitable  glass  jars  for  the  use  of  the  officers  and  for  the  in- 
spection of  the  public;  cement  mortar  shall  be  made  of  sand  and  cement  in  the  pro- 
portion of  not  more  than  three  of  sand  to  one  of  cement,  and  shall  be  used  imme- 
diately after  being  mixed;  lime  mortar  shall  be  made  of  not  more  than  three  parts 
of  sand  to  one  of  lime,  and  shall  not  be  used  before  being  thoroughly  slacked;  con- 
crete for  foundations  shall  be  made  of  not  more  than  two  parts  of  sand  or  gravel, 
one  of  cement,  and  three  parts  of  small  broken  stone,  all  carefully  mixed.  No  in- 
ferior cement  or  lime  shall  be  used.  The  joints  of  all  walls  shall  be  filled  with 
mortar  and  the  joints  of  all  flues  shall  be  struck  perfectly  smooth. 

All  plastering  mortar  for  the  scratch  coat  shall  have  a  sufficient  quantity  of 
long  hair  in  it,  and  the  lathing,  unless  wire  netting  be  used,,  shall  have  openings 
not  less  than  five-sixteenths  of  an  inch  between  the  lath. 


RECESSES  FOR  PIPES,  ALCOVES,  ETC. 

No  recesses  for  water  or  other  pipes  shall  be  made  in  a  twelve-inch  party  wall, 
or  in  any  other  wall  more  than  one-third  of  its  thickness,  and  its  recess  around  said 
pipe  or  pipes  shall  be  filled  up  solid  for  the  space  of  one  foot  on  top  and  bottom 
of  each  story  to  more  effectually  cut  off  draft,  and  thus  prevent  the  rapid  spread  of 
fire.

Kecesses  for  alcoves  and  similar  purposes  in  dwelling-houses  shall  not  be  deeper 
than  eight  inches,  and  in  no  case  shall  there  be  less  than  eight  inches  of  brick-work 
on  the  back  of  such  recess,  and  provided  that  not  more  than  two  such  recesses 
each  not  to  exceed  seven  feet  in  width,  shall  be  allowed  in  any  one  wall;  and  pro- 
vided that  such  recesses  shall  not  be  permitted  in  dwellings  where  the  bearing  walls 
are  not  more  than  twenty  feet  apart. 


SIDE  WALLS  NOT  TO  BE  CARRIED  UP  IN  ADVANCE  OF  FRONT  WALLS.  ASHLAR, 
BEAMS,  GIRDERS,  PIERS,  TO  BE  ANCHORED.  SIZE  AND  MATERIAL  OF 
ANCHORS  AND  STRAPS. 

§  483.  (As  amended  by  section  12,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  In  no  case 
shall  the  side,  end  or  party  wall  of  any  building,  being  an  isolated  building,  or  one 
of  two  or  more,  be  carried  up  more  than  two  stories  in  advance  of  the  front 
wall,  nor  more  than  one  story  in  advance  of  the  rear  wall.  The  front, 
rear,  side  and  party  walls  of  any  building  hereafter  to  be  erected  shall  be 
anchored  to  each  other  every  six  feet  in  their  height  by  wrought-iron  tie  anchors, 
made  of  not  less  than  one  and  a  half  inch  by  three-eighths  of  an  inch.  The  side 
anchors  shall  be  built  into  the  side  or  party  walls  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  and 
into  the  front  and  rear  walls,  so  as  to  secure  the  front  and  rear  walls  to  the  side, 
end  or  party  walls.  All  stone  used  for  the  facing  of  any  building  (except  where 
built  with  alternate  headers  and  stretchers),  and  known  as  ashlar,  shall  not  be  less 
than  four  inches  thick,  and  shall  be  strongly  anchored  with  iron  anchors  to  each 
stone;  the  size  of  these  anchors  shall  be  not  less  than  one  and  one-quarter  inch  by 
one-quarter  of  an  inch.  The  side,  end  or  party  walls  shall  be  anchored  to  each  tier 
of  beams  at  intervals  of  not  rnore  than  six  feet  apart,  with  good  strong  wrought-iron 
anchors  not  less  than  one  and  a  half  inches  by  half  an  inch,  well  fastened  to  the  side 
of  the  beams  by  two  or  more  nails  made  of  wrought-iron  at  least  one-fourth  of  an 
inch  in  diameter,  and  in  stores  or  warehouses  or  public  buildings  the  ends  of  the 
anchors  shall  be  sharpened,  turned  and  driven  into  the  beams  at  least  one  inch  in 
addition  to  the  two  nails  before  mentioned;  and  where  the  beams  are  supported  by 
girders  the  girders  shall  be  anchored  to  walls  and  to  each  other  in  like  manner,  and 
the  ends  of  beams  resting  upon  the  girders  shall  be  butted  together  end  to  end,  and 
strapped  by  wrought-iron  straps  of  the  same  size  and  distance  apart,  and  in  the  same 
beam  as  the  wall  anchors,  and  shall  be  turned  down  at  the  ends  and  fastened  in  the 
same  manner  as  said  wall  anchors.  Every  pier  or  wall,  front  or  rear,  shall  be  well 
anchored  to  the  beams  of  each  story,  with  the  same  size  anchors  as  is  required  for 
side  walls,  and  shall  hook  over  the  second  beam,  and  each  tier  of  beams,  front  and 
rear,  opposite  each  pier,  shall  have  hard  wood  or  Georgia  pine  anchor  strips  dove- 
tailed into  the  beams  diagonally,  which  strips  shall  cover  at  least  four  beams,  and  be 
one  inch  thick  and  four  inches  wide,  but  no  such  anchor  strips  shall  be  let  in  within 
four  feet  of  the  centre  line  of  the  beams. 


COPING.     MANSARD  ROOFS. 

§  484.  (As  amended  by  section  13,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  walls  of  all 
buildings  that  have  not  cornices  or  gutters  and  are  over  fifteen  feet  high  shall  be 
carried  up  two  feet  above  the  roof,  and  coped  with  stone  or  well-burnt  terra  cotta, 
excepting,  however,  in  case  the  building  is  isolated  or  is  two  feet  or  more  higher  or 
lower  than  the  adjoining  building,  then  the  walls  shall  be  carried  up  not  less  than 
one  foot  high.  If  a  Mansard  or  French  roof  having  over  sixty  degrees  pitch  be  on 
any  building  except  a  wooden  building,  it  shall  be  constructed  of  iron  rafters,  and 
lathed  with  iron  lath  on  the  inside  and  plastered  or  filled  in  with  fire-proof  material 
not  less  than  three  inches  thick,  and  covered  with  metal  or  slate;  all  bulkheads, 
covering  for  necessary  tanks,  or  covering  for  the  machinery  of  elevators,  shall  be 
built  of  the  same  materials  and  manner  as  the  roofs  above  mentioned,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided. 
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BEARING  OF  IRON  LINTELS  OR  GIRDERS.  WIDTH  OF  PARTY  POSTS.  SUPPORTS 
UNDER  ENDS  OF  LINTELS.  FIRE-PROOF  COLUMNS.  FILLING  IN  OF  PARTY 
POSTS.     CAST-IRON  COLUMNS.     FILLING  IN  OF  IRON  CASTINGS. 

§  485.  (As  amended  by  section  14,  chapter  45G,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  iron  lintels 
shall  have  a  bearing  proportionate  to  the  weight  to  be  imposed  thereon,  butno  lintel 
used  to  span  any  opening  more  than  ten  feet  in  width  shall  have  a  bearing  less 
than  twelve  inches  at  each  end,  if  resting  on  a  wall,  but  if  resting  on  an  iron  post, 
shall  have  a  bearing  of  at  least  eight  inches  at  each  end  by  the  thickness  of  the  wall 
to  be  supported,  and  if  the  span  be  over  fifteen  feet  the  bearing  shall  be  increased 
in  proportion,  and  on  the  front  of  any  building  where  the  supports  are  of  iron, 
brick,  or  stone,  the  supports  shall  not  be  less  than  twelve  inches  when  situated  at 
the  ends  of  the  girder,  and  in  no  case  less  than  the  thickness  of  the  wall  above.  If 
the  posts  are  to  be  party  posts  in  front  of  a  party  wall  and  are  to  be  used  for  two 
houses,  then  the  said  posts  shall  not  be  less  than  sixteen  inches  on  the  face  by  the 
thickness  of  the  wall  above,  and  if  the  party  wall  be  more  than  sixteen  inches  thick, 
then  the  posts  shall  be  the  thickness  of  the  wall  on  the  face;  intermediate  posts  may 
be  used  and  shall  be  sufficiently  strong,  and  the  lintels  thereon  shall  have  sufficient 
bearing  to  carry  the  weight  above  with  safety,  as  in  this  act  provided. 

When  the  lintels  or  girders  are  supported  at  the  ends  by  brick  walls  or  piers 
they  shall  rest  upon  cut  granite  or  blue-stone  blocks  at  least  twelve  inches  thick,  or 
upon  cast-iron  plates  of  equal  strength,  by  the  full  size  of  the  bearing,  and  in  case 
the  opening  is  less  than  twelve  feet,  the  stone  block  may  be  six  inches  in  thickness, 
or  cast-iron  plates  of  equal  strength,  by  the  full  size  of  the  bearing,  and  in  all  cases 
where  the  girder  carries  a  wall  and  rests  on  brick  piers,  the  bearing  shall  be  suffi- 
cient to  support  the  weight  above  with  safety;  and  iron  girders  used  to  span  open- 
ings more  than  twelve  feet  in  width,  and  upon  which  a  wall  rests,  or  on  which  floor 
beams  are  carried,  shall  be  either  arch  girders,  having  a  rise  of  not  less  than  one 
inch  to  each  foot  of  span  between  the  bearings,  with  one  or  more  wrought-iron  tie- 
rods  of  sufficient  strength  to  resist  the  thrusts,  well  fastened  at  each  end  of  the 
girder,  or  wrought-iron  beams  or  girders  of  sufficient  strength  may  be  used.  All 
lintels  or  girders  placed  over  any  opening  in  the  front,  rear  or  side  of  a  building,  or 
returned  over  a  corner  opening,  when  supported  by  brick  piers,  iron  or  stone 
columns,  shall  be  of  iron  and  of  the  full  breadth  of  the  wall  supported.  In  all  build- 
ings hereafter  to  be  erected  or  altered,  where  any  iron  column  or  columns  are  used 
to  support  a  wall  or  part  thereof,  whether  the  same  be  an  exterior  or  interior  wall, 
excepting  a  wall  fronting  on  a  street,  the  said  column  shall  be  either  constructed 
double,  that  is,  an  outer  and  inner  column,  and  the  inner  column  shall  be  of  suffi- 
cient strength  to  alone  sustain  safely  the  weight  to  be  imposed,  or  a  column  having 
internal  webs  of  sufficient  strength,  independent  of  the  outer  iron,  to  bear  the  im- 
posed load,  or  such  other  column  may  be  used  as  the  superintendent  of  buildings 
may  certify  to  as  being  of  proper  and  sufficient  character  to  secure  resistance  to  fire. 
All  iron  beams,  girders,  lintels,  and  all  columns  shall  be  made  of  the  best  materials 
and  in  the  best  manner. 

All  iron  posts  in  front  of  all  party  walls  shall  be  built  up  solid  with  masonry 
and  made  perfectly  tight  between  the  posts  and  walls,  to  effectually  prevent  the 
the  passage  of  smoke  or  fire. 

Any  or  all  cast-iron  posts  or  columns  which  are  to  be  used  for  the  support  of 
wooden  or  iron  girders  or  brick  walls,  not  cast  with  one  open  side  or  back,  before 
being  set  up  in  place,  shall  have  a  three-eighths  of  an  inch  hole  drilled  in  the 
shaft  of  each  post  or  column,  by  the  manufacturer  or  contractor  furnishing  the 
the  same,  to  exhibit  the  thickness  of  the  castings,  and  any  other  similar  sized  hole 
or  holes  which  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  or  his  duly  authorized  representee, 
may  require  to  be  drilled  in  the  said  posts  or  columns,  shall  be  done  and  performed 
by  the  said  manufacturer  or  contractor  at  his  own  expense,  and  at  any  time  prior 
to  the  setting  in  place  of  the  said  posts  or  columns.  All  iron  posts  or  columns 
shall  have  solid  iron  plates  on  top  of  each  to  prevent  the  passage  of  smoke  or  fire 
through  them  from  one  story  to  another,  and  the  bottom  and  top  of  all  iron  posts 
and  columns,  caps  and  bases  shall  be  made  true.  No  post  or  column  shall  be  used 
in  any  building  of  a  less  average  thickness  of  shaft  than  three-quarters  of  an  inch. 
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The  iron  arches,  or  the  usual  light  castings  connecting  the  columns  of  an  iron 
front  shall  be  filled  in  from  the  soffits  to  the  sills  with  brick-work  not  less  than 
eight  inches  thick. 


HEIGHT  OF  LINTELS.     ARCHES  OVER  OPENINGS. 

§  486.  (As  amended  by  section  15,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  openings 
for  doors  and  windows  in  all  buildings,  except  as  otherwise  provided,  shall  have  a 
good  and  sufficient  arch  of  stone  or  brick,  well  built  and  keyed,  and  with  good  and 
sufficient  abutments,  or  a  lintel  of  stone  or  iron,  as  follows:  For  an  opening  not 
more  than  four  feet  in  width,  the  lintel  shall  not  be  less  than  eight  inches  in 
height;  and  for  an  opening  not  more  than  six  feet  in  width,  the  lintel  shall  not  be 
less  than  twelve  inches  in  height,  and  for  an  opening  exceeding  six  feet  in  width, 
and  not  more  than  eight  feet  in  width,  the  lintel  shall  be  of  iron  or  stone,  and  the 
full  thickness  of  the  wall  to  be  supported;  and  every  lintel  over  such  openings 
six  feet  or  less  in  width  in  all  walls  shall  be  not  less  than  four  inches  thick,  if 
of  stone,  and  shall  have  a  bearing  at  each  end  of  not  less  than  five  inches  on  the 
walls;  and  on  the  inside  of  all  openings  in  which  the  lintel  shall  be  less  than  the  thick- 
ness of  the  wall  to  be  supported,  there  shall  be  a  good  timber  lintel  on  the  inside 
of  the'  other  lintel,  which  shall  rest  at  each  end  not  more  than  three  inches 
on  any  wall,  and  shall  be  chamfered  at  each  end,  and  shall  have  a  double 
row-lock  arch  turned  over  said  timber  lintel;  arches  built  of  stone  or  brick  may 
be  turned  over  openings  on  a  centre,  which  may  be  struck  after  the  arch  is  turned, 
provided  the  arch  has  a  good  and  sufficient  rise,  and  that  the  piers  or  abutments 
are  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  the  thrust  of  the  arch;  and  arches  over  openings 
or  fire-places  shall  be  built  of  good  hard  brick,  laid  close  joints  and  well  keyed. 


IRON  SHUTTERS,  HOISTWATS  AND  "WELL-HOLES.     ELEVATORS  TO  BE  ENCLOSED  IN 
BRICK  WALLS  ;  TO  BE  INSPECTED. 

§  487.  (As  amended  by  section  16,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  stores  or 
storehouses  or  other  buildings  which  are  more  than  two  stories,  or  above  twenty- 
five  feet  in  height  above  the  curb  level,  already  erected,  or  that  may  hereafter  be 
built  in  said  city,  except  dwelling-houses  or  churches,  shall  have  on  their  rear  and 
side  doors,  blinds  or  shutters  made  of  iron  on  every  window  and  opening  above  the 
first  story,  and  also  on  their  front  openings  above  the  first  story,  if  fronting  on 
streets  which  are  less  than  thirty  feet  in  width. 

All  occupants  of  buildings  in  which  such  outside  shutters  are  placed  shall 
close  the  shutters  of  the  rear  and  side  windows,  and  when  front  shutters  are 
provided,  shall  also  close  the  window  on  each  side  of  the  front  next  the  adjoining 
buildings  on  each  story  at  the  close  of  business;  and  all  the  shutters  of  the  other 
windows  of  the  front  above  the  first  story  to  remain  open  and  fitted  so  that  they 
can  be  closed  readily  by  the  firemen,  when  needed  to  protect  the  buildings  from 
fire.  Any  building  hereafter  erected,  other  than  a  dwelling-house  or  a  fire-proof 
building,  shall  not  have  inside  iron  shutters  to  windows  above  the  first  story.  All 
windows  and  openings  above  the  first  story  may  be  exempted  from  having  shutters 
in  the  manner  hereinafter  provided. 

In  any  store  or  building  in  the  city  of  New  York,  in  which  there  shall  be  any 
hoistway  or  freight  elevator  or  well-hole,  the  openings  thereof,  through  and  upon  each 
floor  of  said  building,  shall  be  provided  with  and  protected  by  a  substantial  railing, 
and  with  such  good  and  sufficient  trap-doors  with  which  to  close  the  same,  or  both, 
as  may  be  directed  and  approved  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  such 
railings  or  trap-doors  shall  be  kept  closed  at  all  times,  except  when  in  actual  use 
by  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  the  building  having  the  use  or  control  of  the  same. 
And  in  all  buildings  hereafter  erected  the  roof  immediately  over  the  said  hoistway, 
elevator  or  well-hole  shall  be  covered  with  a  skylight  of  suitable  size.  All  passenger 
or  freight  elevator  hereafter  placed  in  any  building  shall  be  inclosed  with  solid 
brick  walls  extending  through  and  three  feet  above  the  roof,  having  suitable 
openings  in  same,  and  the  roof  over  all  elevators  shall  be  made  of  fire-proof 
materials,  and  covered  with  a  glass  skylight,  and  arranged  so  as  to  be  readily 
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opened  in  case  of  fire;  but  this  requirement  shall  not  apply  to  such  fire-proof 
buildings  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  erected  in  accordance  with  subdivisions 
one,  two,  three  and  four  of  section  four  hundred  and  ninety-two  of  this  act;  nor 
shall  this  requirement  be  construed  to  include  dumb-waiters  in  dwelling-houses 
which  do  not  extend  over  two  floors  in  height. 

The  superintendent  of  buildings,  by  and  with  the  approval  of  the  hoard  of 
fire  commissioners,  shall  make  uniform  regulations  for  the  periodical  inspection  of 
passenger  elevators,  with  a  view  to  the  safety  of  passengers;  and  shall  also 
prescribe  suitable  qualifications  for  persons  who  are  placed  in  charge  of  running 
passenger  elevators.  The  regulations  so  made  shall  require  any  repairs  found 
necessary  upon  inspection  to  be  made  without  delay,  and  in  case  defects  are 
found  to  exist  which  would  endanger  life  by  the  continued  use  of  such  elevator, 
then  upon  notice  from  the  superintendent  of  buildings  the  use  of  such  elevator 
shall  cease,  and  shall  not  again  be  used  until  a  certificate  shall  be  first  obtained 
from  said  superintendent  that  such  elevator  has  been  put  in  safe  order  and  is 
fit  for  use. 

CHIMNEYS,  FLUES,  STEAM-ni'ES. 

§  488.  (As  amended  by  section  17,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  chimneys 
and  all  flues  in  stone  or  brick  walls  in  any  building  hereafter  erected,  altered  or 
repaired,  without  reference  to  the  purpose  for  which  they  may  be  used,  shall  have 
the  joints  struck  smooth  on  the  inside,  and  no  parging  mortar  shall  be  used  on  the 
inside,  and  the  fire  backs  of  all  chimneys  hereafter  erected  shall  not  be  less  than 
eight  inches  in  thickness,  of  solid  masonry.  And  no  tin  or  other  metal  flue  or 
flues,  pipe  or  pipes,  or  register  box  or  boxes,  of  a  single  thickness  of  metal,  used 
and  intended  to  be  used  to  convey  heated  air  in  any  building  hereafter  built, 
altered,  or  repaired,  in  any  part  of  said  city,  shall  be  allowed  unless  the  same  shall 
be  built  in  a  wall  of  brick  or  stone;  in  all  other  cases  the  said  flue  or  flues,  pipe  or 
pipes,  register  box  or  boxes,  shall  be  made  double:  that  is,  two  pipes,  one  inside 
the  other,  at  least  one-half  an  inch  apart;  and  no  wooden  furring  or  lath  shall 
be  placed  against  any  flue,  metal  pipe  or  pipes  used  to  convey  heated  air  or  steam 
in  any  building:  and  when  any  wall  shall  hereafter  be  furred  or  lathed  with  wood,  the 
space  between  the  lathing  and  wall  shall  be  filled  with  plaster  or  brick,  at  the  top 
and  under  sides  of  the  floor  beams  of  each  story,  so  as  to  prevent  fire  passing  from 
one  floor  to  another.  And  no  air-flue  shall  be  used  at  any  time  as  a  smoke  flue. 
No  steam-pipe  shall  be  placed  within  two  inches  of  any  timber  or  woodwork  as 
aforesaid;  when  the  said  space  of  two  inches  around  the  steam-pipe  is  objectionable, 
it  shall  be  protected  by  a  soapstone  or  an  earthen  ring  or  tube.  No  base,  or  floor- 
ing, or  roofing,  or  any  other  woodwork,  shall  be  placed  against  any  brick  or  other 
flue,  until  the  same  shall  be  well  plastered  with  plaster  of  Paris  behind  such  wood- 
work. All  flues  in  any  building  shall  be  properly  cleaned  and  all  rubbish  removed, 
and  the  flues  left  smooth  on  the  inside  upon  the  completion  of  all  such  buildings 
as  aforesaid.  No  chimney  shall  be  started  or  built  upon  any  floor  or  beam  con- 
structed of  wood,  and  in  no  case  shall  a  chimney  be  corbeled  out  more  than  eight 
inches  from  the  wall,  and  in  all  such  cases  the  corbeling  shall  consist  of  at  least  five 
courses  of  brick;  but  if  supported  by  piers,  the  said  piers  shall  start  from  the 
foundation  on  the  same  line  with  the  chimney  breast,  and  shall  not  be  less  than 
sixteen  inches,  on  the  face,  properly  bonded  into  the  walls.  All  hearths  shall  be. 
supported  by  arches  of  stone  or  brick,  and  no  chimney  in  buildings  already  erected 
or  hereafter  to  be  built  shall  be  cut  off  below  in  whole  or  in  part  and  supported  by 
wood,  but  shall  be  wholly  supported  by  stone,  brick,  or  iron,  and  all  chimneys  in 
any  building  or  buildings,  as  aforesaid,  already  erected  or  hereafter  to  be  erected 
or  built,  or  any  other  chimney  or  chimneys  in  any  part  of  said  city,  which  shall  be 
dangerous  in  any  manner  whatsoever,  shall  be  repaired  and  made  safe  or  taken 
down.  Cupola  chimneys  of  foundries  shall  extend  at  least  five  feet  above  the 
highest  point  of  any  roof  within  a  radius  of  fifty  feet  of  such  cupola,  and  be  covered 
on  top  with  heavy  wire  netting. 
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SMOKE-PIPES  THROUGH  PARTITIONS,  FURNACE  SMOKE-PIPES,  PORTABLE  FURNACES, 
HOT  AIR  REGISTERS.  CUTTING  OF  BEAMS  FOR  PIPES.  GAS  STOP-COCK  IN 
STREET. 

§489.  (As  amended  by  section  18,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  No  smoke- 
pipe  in  any  building  with  wooden  or  combustible  floors  and  ceilings  shall  hereafter 
enter  any  flue,  unless  the  said  pipe  shall  be  at  least  eighteen  inches  from  either  the 
floors  or  ceiling;  and  in  all  cases  where  smoke-pipes  from  stoves  pass  through  stud 
or  wooden  partitions  of  any  kind,  whether  the  same  be  plastered  or  not,  they  shall 
be  guarded  by  either  a  double  collar  of  metal,  with  at  least  four  inches  air  space 
and  holes  for  ventilation,  or  by  a  soapstone  ring  not  less  than  three  inches  in 
thickness  and  extending  through  the  partition,  or  by  a  solid  coating  of  plaster  of 
Paris  three  inches  thick,  or  by  an  earthenware  ring,  three  inches  from  the  pipe. 
In  all  cases  where  hot  water,  steam,  hot  air  or  other  furnaces  are  used,  the  furnace 
smoke-pipe  must  be  kept  at  least  two  feet  below  the  beams  or  ceiling  above  the 
same,  unless  said  beams  or  ceilings  shall  be  properly  protected  by  a  shield  or  tin 
plate  suspended  above  said  smoke-pipe  with  sufficient  space  for  the  free  circulation 
of  air  above  and  below  said  shield;  and  the  smoke-pipe  shall  in  all  cases  be  kept  at 
least  eight  inches  from  the  beams  or  ceilings  as  aforesaid;  and  the  top  of  all 
furnaces  set  in  brick  must  be  covered  with  brick,  slate  or  tin  plate  supported  by 
iron  bars,  and  so  constructed  as  to  be  perfectly  tight,  said  covering  to  be  in  addition 
to  and  not  less  than  six  inches  from  the  ordinary  covering  to  the  hot  air  chamber. 
If,  however,  there  is  not  height  enough  to  build  the  furnace  top  at  least  four  inches 
below  the  floor  beams  or  ceilings,  then  the  floor  beams  must  be  trimmed  around 
the  furnace  and  said  covering  and  the  trimmers  and  headers  must  be  at  least  four 
inches  from  the  same.  The  top  of  every  portable  furnace  not  set  in  brick  shall  be 
kept  at  least  one  foot  below  the  beams  or  ceilings  with  a  shield  of  tin  plate,  made 
tight,  and  suspended  below  the  said  beams  or  ceilings  and  extending  one  foot 
beyond  the  top  of  the  furnace  on  all  sides.  All  hot  air  registers  hereafter  placed 
in  the  floor  of  any  building  shall  be  set  in  marble,  or  soapstone  borders  not  less 
than  two  inches  in  width,  all  borders  to  be  firmly  set  in  plaster  of  Paris.  All  floor 
register  boxes  to  made  of  tin  plate,  with  a  flange  on  the  top  to  fit  the  groove  in 
the  border;  the  register  to  rest  upon  the  same.  There  shall  also  be  an  open  space 
of  two  inches  on  all  sides  of  the  register  box,  extending  from  the  under  side  of 
the  ceiling,  below  the  register  to  the  border  in  the  floor;  the  outside  of  said  space 
to  be  covered  with  a  casing  of  tin  plate,  made  tight  on  all  sides,  to  extend  from  the 
under  side  of  the  aforesaid  ceiling  up  to  and  turn  under  the  said  border.  Registers 
twelve  by  nineteen  inches,  or  less  than  fifteen  by  twenty-five  inches,  shall  have 
a  space  of  three  inches  between  the  register  box  and  casing;  registers  of 
fifteen  by  twenty-five  inches  and  more  shall  have  a  space  of  three  and  one-half 
inches.  All  gas,  water,  or  other  pipes  which  may  be  introduced  into  any  building 
shall  not  be  let  into  the  beams  unless  the  same  be  placed  within  thirty  six  inches 
of  the  end  of  the  beams;  and  in  no  building  shall  the  said  pipes  be  let  into  the 
beams  more  than  two  inches  in  depth.  In  all  cases  where  hot  water,  steam,  hot 
air  or  other  heating  appliances  or  furnaces  are  hereafter  placed  in  any  building,  due 
notice  shall  first  be  given  to  the  superintendent  of  buildings  by  the  person  or  per- 
sons placing  the  said  furnace  or  furnaces  in  said  building,  or  by  the  contractor 
or  superintendent  of  said  work. 

All  buildings,  other  than  dwelling-houses,  hereafter  erected,  and  all  factories, 
hotels,  churches,  theatres,  school-houses,  and  other  buildings  of  a  public  character 
now  erected,  in  which  gas  is  used  for  lighting,  shall  have  the  gas  supply  pipe  from 
the  street  main  provided  with  a  stop-cock  placed  two  feet  outside  of  the  curb-line 
and  so  arranged  as  to  be  shut  off  in  the  street. 

FURNACE  AND  BOILER  FLUES — HOW  CONSTRUCTED. 

§  490.  (As  amended  by  section  19,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  In  no  build- 
ing, whether  the  same  be  a  frame  building  or  otherwise,  shall  any  wooden  beam, 
girder  or  timber  be  placed  on  or -in  a  wall,  within  twelve  inches  of  the  inside  of 
any  flue,  whether  the  same  be  a  smoke,  air  or  any  other  flue,  nor  shall  any  timber 
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be  placed  under  any  fire-place  or  hearth-stone,  and  no  base,  wainscoting,  header 
or  other  woodwork  shall  be  placed  against  any  furnace  or  boiler  flue,  unless  there 
be  at  least  eight  inches  of  brick-work,  and  at  ieast  one  inch  of  pure  plaster  of  Paris 
between  it  and  the  flue.  All  furnace  flues  shall  have  eight-inch  backs  or  side  walls, 
and  the  inside  four  inches  from  the  bottom  of  the  flue  to  the  top  of  the  second  tier 
of  floor  beams  shall  be  of  fire  brick  laid  in  a  fire-clay  mortar,  or  such  flues  may  be 
built  of  fire-clay  or  iron  pipe  of  suitable  size  set  in  fire-clay  mortar,  provided  said 
pipe  be  surrounded  with  an  air  space  of  not  less  than  one  inch  and  four  inches  of 
brick-work.  In  case  any  furnace  flue  is  built  in  the  usual  chimney-stack  and  is 
opposite  to  the  trimmer  arch,  then  that  side  of  the  flue  next  to  the  trimmer  arch 
may  be  four  inches  thick.  All  boiler  flues  shall  be  lined  with  four  inches  of  fire 
brick  laid  in  fire-clay  mortar  from  the  bottom  of  the  flue  to  the  height  of  fifteen 
feet,  or  to  the  top  of  the  second  tier  of  floor  beams,  and  no  flue  shall  be  hereafter 
used  as  a  furnace  or  boiler  flue  unless  entirely  suitable  for  the  purpose,  and  all 
such  existing  flues  shall,  if  defective  and  out  of  order  or  dangerous,  be  made  safe  in 
the  manner  herein  specified. 


WOODEN  beams;  distance  between  ends  of  beams  in  party  walls,  stir- 
rup-irons.    CARRYING  CAPACITY  OF  FLOORS  TO  BE  POSTED. 

All  wooden  beams  and  other  timbers  in  the  party  wall  of  every  building  hereafter 
to  be  erected  or  built  of  stone,  brick  or  iron  shall  be  separated  from  the  beam  or 
timber  entering  in  the  opposite  side  of  the  wall  by  at  least  four  inches  of  solid 
mason  work.  No  floor  beams  shall  be  supported  wholly  upon  any  wood  partition; 
but  every  beam,  except  headers  and  tail  beams,  shall  rest  at  one  end  four  inches  in 
the  wall  or  upon  a  girder  as  authorized  by  this  title.  And  every  header  or  trimmer 
more  than  four  feet  long  used  in  any  building,  except  a  dwelling,  shall  be  hung  in 
stirrup-irons  of  suitable  thickness  for  the  size  of  the  timbers.  No  timbers  shall  be 
used  in  any  wall  of  any  building  where  stone,  brick  or  iron  is  commonly  used,  ex- 
cept lintels,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  In  every  building  already  erected  or  here- 
after to  be  built,  the  floors  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  the  weight  im- 
posed upon  them,  exclusive  of  the  weight  of  the  materials  used  in  their  construction; 
and  in  all  storehouses  the  weight  that  each  floor  will  safely  sustain  upon  each 
superficial  foot  shall  be  estimated  by  the  owner  thereof,  and  posted  in  a  conspicuous 
place  on  each  floor  thereof;  and  the  weight  that  may  be  placed  on  either  of  the 
floors  of  the  said  building  or  buildings  shall  be  safely  distributed  thereon.  And  all 
timbers  and  beams  used  in  any  building  hereafter  to  be  constructed,  altered  or  re- 
paired, whether  the  same  be  a  frame  building  or  otherwise,  shall  be  of  good, 
sound  material,  free  from  rot,  sap,  shakes  or  rotten  knots,  and  of  such  size  and 
dimensions  as  the  purposes  for  which  the  building  is  intended  require. 


STRENGTH  OF  FLOORS.     IRON  BEAMS,  COLUMNS,  ETC.,  TO  BE  TESTED.  REJECTED 
BEAMS,  COLUMNS,  ETC.,  NOT  TO  BE  USED. 

§  491.  (As  amended  by  section  20,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  In  all  build- 
ings, every  floor  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength  in  all  its  parts  to  bear  safely  upon 
every  superficial  foot  of  its  surface  seventy-five  pounds;  and  if  used  as  a  place  of 
public  assembly,  one  hundred  and  twenty  pounds;  and  if  used  as  a  store,  factory, 
warehouse  or  for  any  other  manufacturing  or  commercial  purpose,  from  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  pounds  and  upwards;  and  every  floor  shall  be  of  sufficient  strength 
to  bear  safely  the  weights  aforesaid,  in  addition  to  the  weight  of  the  materials  of 
which  the  floor  is  composed;  and  every  column,  post  or  other  vertical  support  shall 
be  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  safely  the  weight  of  the  portion  of  each  and  every 
floor  depending  upon  it  for  support,  in  addition  to  the  weight  required  as  above  to 
be  supported  safely  upon  said  portions  of  said  floors.  In  all  calculations  for  the 
strength  of  materials  to  be  used  in  any  building,  the  proportion  between  the  safe 
weight  and  the  breaking  weight  shall  be  as  one  to  three  for  all  beams,  girders,  and 
other  pieces  subject  to  a  cross  strain,  and  shall  be  as  one  to  six  for  all  posts,  col- 
umns, and  for  other  vertical  supports,  and  for  all  tie-rods,  tie-beams,  and  other 
places  subjected  to  a  tensile  strain.    And  the  requisite  dimensions  of  each  piece 
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of  material  is  to  be  ascertained  by  computation  by  the  rules  given  by  Tredgold, 
Hodgkinson,  Barlow,  Trautwine,  Hatfield,  Haswell,  or  the  treatises  of  other 
authors  now  or  hereafter  used  at  the  United  States  Military  Academy  at  West 
Point,  on  the  strength'of  materials,  using  for  constants  in'the  rules  only  such  numbers 
as  have  been  deduced  from  experiments  on  materials  of  like  kind  with  that  proposed 
to  be  used.  Before  any  iron,  beam,  lintel,  or  girder  intended  to  span  an  opening  over 
eight  feet  in  length,  to  be  used  in  any  building  hereafter  erected  or  altered  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  shall  be  used  for  supporting  a  wall,  the  manufacturer  or 
founder  thereof,  or  the  contractor,  shall  have  the  same  inspected,  and  if  required, 
tested  as  hereinbefore  described,  or  by  actual  weight  or  pressure  thereon  to  double 
the  amount  which  is  required  to  be  placed  on  said  beams  or  girders,  under  the 
direction  and  supervision  of  an  inspector  authorized  by  the  superintendent  of 
buildings  (who  shall  be  previously  notified  of  the  time  when  and  the  place  where 
the  said  test  will  be  made  by  the  person  or  persons  having  the  said  beams,  lintels, 
or  girders  so  tested),  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  have  the  weight  which  each  of  the 
said  beams,  lintels,  or  girders  will  safely  sustain  properly  stamped  or  marked  in  a  con- 
spicuous place  thereon  by  the  said  manufacturer  or  founder  thereof,  or  the  contractor, 
and  no  greater  weight  shall  be  put  or  placed  upon  any  said  beam,  lintel  or  girder 
than  the  same  shall  be  so  marked  as  being  capable  of  sustaining;  and  in  case  any 
said  cojumn,  beam,  girder  or  lintel  shall  be  rejected  by  said  inspector  as  unfit  to  be 
used,  the  same  shall  not  be  used  in,  upon,  or  about  any  building  or  part  thereof. 
All  iron  work  used  in  any  building  or  part  thereof  hereafter  to  be  erected  or 
altered  shall  be  of  the  best  material  and  made  in  the  best  manner. 


BUILDINGS  OVER  70  FEET   HIGH.     TENEMENT   OR   APARTMENT   HOUSES  OVER  60 

FEET  HIGH. 

§  492.  (As  amended  by  section  21,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  Every  build- 
ing hereafter  erected  (for  which  plans  have  not  been  heretofore  filed),  the  height 
of  which  exceeds  seventy  feet,  shall  be  built  fire-proof. 

In  all  fire-proof  buildings  hereafter  to  be  constructed,  where  brick  walls,  with 
wrought-iron  beams  or  cast-iron  or  wrought-iron  columns  with  wrought-iron  beams, 
are  used  in  the  interior,  the  following  rules  must  be  observed: 

1.  All  metal  columns  shall  be  made  true  and  smooth  at  both  ends,  and  shall 
rest  on  cast-iron  bed-plates,  and  have  cast-iron  caps  which  shall  also  be  made  true. 
If  ordinary  brick  arches  are  used  between  the  beams  the  arches  shall  have  a  rise  of 
at  least  one  inch  and  a  quarter  to  each  foot  of  space  between  the  beams. 

2.  Under  the  ends  of  all  iron  beams  where  they  rest  on  the  walls,  a  blue-stone 
or  cast-iron  template  must  be  built  into  the  walls,  said  templates  to  be  eight  inches 
wide,  in  twelve-inch  walls,  and  in  all  walls  of  greater  thickness  to  be  twelve  inches 
wide,  and  such  templates  if  of  stone  shall  not  be  in  any  case  less  than  two  and  one- 
half  inches  in  thickness,  and  no  template  shall  be  less  than  twelve  inches  long. 

3.  All  arches  [shall  be  at  least  four  inches  thick;  arches  over  five  feet  span 
shall  be  increased  in  thickness  toward  the  haunches  by  additions  of  four  inches  in 
thickness  of  brick;  the  first  additional  thickness  shall  commence  at  two  and  a  half 
feet  from  the  centre  of  the  span,  the  second  addition  at  six  and  a  half  feet  from 
the  centre  of  the  span,  and  the  thickness  shall  be  increased  thence  four  inches  for 
every  additional  five  feet  of  span  toward  the  haunches,  or  the  space  between  the 
beams  may  be  filled  in  with  sectional  hollow  brick  of  burnt  clay,  or  some  equally 
good  material,  having  a  depth  of  not  less  than  one  and  one-half  inches  to  eachjfoot  of 
span,  a  variable  distance  being  allowed  of  not  over  six  inches  in  the  span  between 
the  beams. 

4.  The  said  brick  arches  shall  be  laid  to  a  line  on  the  centres,  with  close  joints, 
and  the  bricks  shall  be  well  wet,  and  the  joints  filled  with  cement  mortar,  in  pro- 
portions of  not  more  than  two  of  sand  to  one  of  cement  by  measure.  The  arches 
shall  be  well  grouted  and  pinned  or  chinked  with  slate,  and  keyed. 

All  dwelling-houses  which  are  known  as  tenement  or  apartment  houses, 
which  are  arranged  for  or  occupied  by  two  or  more  families  on  any  floor  above  the 
first  exceeding  sixty  feet  in  height,  which  may  be  hereafter  built,  or  buildings 
which  may  be  hereafter  altered  to  be  occupied  as  above  stated,  shall  have  the  halls 
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and  stairs  inclosed  witli  twelve-inch  brick  walls,  and  the  floors,  stairs  and  ceilings 
of  the  halls  shall  be  made  wholly  of  iron,  brick,  stone,  slate  or  marble.  The  stairs 
of  such  houses  shall  extend  to  the  roof,  and  be  inclosed  with  a  bulkhead  built  en- 
tirely of  fire-proof  materials,  as  hereinbefore  provided. 


CORNICES,  GUTTERS  AND  LEADERS. 

§  493.  (As  amended  by  section  22,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  exterior 
cornices  and  gutters  of  all  buildings  hereafter  to  be  erected  or  built  shall  be  of 
some  fire-proof  material,  and  in  every  case  the  greatest  weight  of  stone,  iron  or 
other  material  of  which  the  cornices  shall  be  constructed  shall  be  on  the  inside  of 
the  outer  line  of  the  wall  on  which  the  cornice  shall  rest,  in  the  proportion  of  three 
of  wall  to  two  of  cornice  in  weight,  allowance  being  made  for  the  excess  of  lever- 
age produced  by  the  projection  of  the  cornice  beyond  the  face  of  the  wall;  and  all 
lire-proof  cornice  shall  be  well  secured  to  the  walls  with  iron  anchors,  independent 
of  any  woodwork,  and  in  all  cases  the  walls  shall  be  carried  up  to  the  planking  of 
the  roof,  and  where  the  cornice  projects  above  the  roof,  the  wall  shall  be  carried  up 
to  the  top  of  the  cornice,  and  the  party  wall  shall  in  all  cases  extend  up  above  the 
planking  of  the  cornice  and  be  coped,  and  all  exterior  wooden  cornices  that  may 
now  be  or  that  may  hereafter  become  unsafe  or  rotten  shall  be  taken  down,  and  if 
replaced,  shall  be  constructed  of  some  fire-proof  material;  and  all  exterior  cornices 
of  wood  or  gutters  that  may  hereafter  be  damaged  by  fire  to  the  extent  of  one- 
third  shall  be  taken  down,  and  if  replaced  shall  be  constructed  of  some  fire-proof 
material;  but  if  not  damaged  to  the  extent  of  one-third,  the  same  may  be  repaired 
with  the  same  kind  of  material  of  which  it  was  originally  constructed.  All  build- 
ings shall  be  kept  provided  with  proper  metallic  leaders  for  conducting  water  from 
the  roof  in  such  manner  as  shall  protect  the  walls  and  foundations  from  damage, 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  water  from  the  said  leaders  be  allowed  to  flow  upon  the 
sidewalk,  but  shall  be  conducted  by  drain-pipe  or  pipes  to  the  sewer. 


PLANKING    AND    SHEATHING    OF    ROOFS;    DORMER-WINDOWS,     SHINGLE  ROOFS, 
SCUTTLE-FRAMES  AND '  COVERS,  BULKHEADS,  SKYLIGHTS. 

§  494.  (As  amended  by  section  23,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  planking 
and  sheathing  of  the  roof  of  every  building  erected  or  built  as  aforesaid  shall  in  no 
case  be  extended  across  the  front,  rear,  side,  end  or  party  wall  thereof,  and  every 
such  building  and  the  tops  and  sides  of  every  dormer-window  thereon  shall  be  cov- 
ered and  roofed  with  slate,  tin,  zinc,  copper  or  iron,  or  such  other  quality  of  fire- 
proof roofing  as  the  superintendent  of  buildings, ^under  his  certificate,  may  author- 
ize, and  the  outside  of  the  frames  of  every  dormer-window  hereafter  placed  upon 
any  building  as  aforesaid  shall  be  made  of  some  fire-proof  material.  And  no  wooden 
building  hereafter  erected  or  built,  or  already  erected  in  any  part  of  the  said  city, 
more  than  two  stories  or  above  twenty  feet  in  height  above  the  curb  level  to  the 
highest  part  thereof,  which  shall  require  roofing,  shall  be  roofed  with  any  other 
roofing  or  covering  except  as  aforesaid.  Nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  construed 
to  prohibit  the  repairing  of  any  shingle  roof,  provided  the  building  is  not  altered 
in  height.  All  buildings  in  the  city  of  New  York,  hereafter  to  be  built,  shall  have 
scuttle  frames  and  covers,  covered  with  some  fire-proof  materials:  the  frame-work 
of  bulkheads  shall  be  covered  with  not  less  than  two  inches  of  fire-proof  materials 
and  tinned,  and  doors  covered  with  metal  on  both  sides  and  edges,  and  scuttles  in 
all  tenement-houses  shall  have  stationary  iron  ladders  leading  to  the  same,  and  all 
scuttles  or  ladders  shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  ready  for  use  at  all  times,  and  all  scut- 
tles shall  not  be  less  in  size  than  two  by  three  feet;  and  if  a  bulkhead  is  used  or 
substituted  in  any  building  in  place  of  a  scuttle,  it  shall  have  stairs  with  sufficient 
guard  or  hand-rail  leading  to  the  roof;  and  in  case  the  building  shall  be  a  tenement- 
house,  the  door  in  the  bulkhead,  or  any  scuttle,  shall  at  no  time  be  locked,  but  may 
be  fastened  on  the  inside  by  movable  bolts  or  hooks.  All  skylights  more  than  three 
feet  square  placed  in  any  building,  the  sash  and  frame  thereof  shall  be  constructed 
of  iron  and  glass. 
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FRAME    BUILDINGS,  FENCES,  SIGNS,  PIAZZAS,  KAY    OR  ORIEL  WINDOWS,  PRIVIES. 

FERRY  HOUSES. 

§  495.  (As  amended  by  section  24,  chapter  45G,  Laws  of  1885.)  No  frame  or 
wooden  building  for  which  a  permit  has  not  already  been  granted  by  the  superin- 
tendent of  buildings,  shall  be  built,  except  as  hereinafter  provided  for,  south  of  One 
Hundred  and  Forty-ninth  street,  nor  shall  any  frame  tenement-house  or  frame 
house  for  more  than  two  families  be  built  north  of  One  Hundred  and  Forty-ninth 
street.  This  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  prevent  the  erection  of  fences  of 
wood  eight  feet  high,  or  signs  over  two  feet  high,  piazzas  or  balconies  of  wood 
which  do  not  exceed  eight  feet  in  width,  and  which  do  not  extend  more  than  three 
feet  above  the  second  story  floor  beams;  provided  that  such  piazzas  or  balconies  are 
open  on  the  front  and  have  brick  ends  not  less  than  eight  inches  thick,  carried  up 
above  the  roof  and  coped  with  stone.  And  the  roof  of  all  piazzas  shall  be  covered 
with  some  fire-proof  material.  And  any  bay  or  oriel  window  that  does  not 
extend  more  than  three  feet  above  the  second  story  floor  of  any  dwelling-house  to 
which  the  same  be  attached  may  be  built  of  wood.  All  privies  not  exceeding  ten 
feet  square  and  eight  feet  high  may  be  built  of  wood,  but  the  roof  must  be  covered 
with  metal,  gravel  or  slate;  and  all  steamboat  or  ferry  houses  or  other  structures 
upon  or  adjoining  any  pier,  slip  or  bulkhead  in  said  city,  shall  not  be  constructed, 
except  in  such  manner  and  of  such  materials  as  the  fire  department  may  determine 
and  designate;  and  any  sign,  of  whatever  material  it  may  be  constructed,  now 
erected  or  that  may  be  hereafter  erected  on  the  top  of  any  street  front  of  any 
building  that  may  now  be  or  that  may  hereafter  become  rotten  or  unsafe,  shall  be 
taken  down  and  removed. 

FRAME  BUILDINGS — RAISING,  ALTERING  OR  REMOVING. 

£  496.  (As  amended  by  section  25,  chapter  45G,  Laws  of  1885.)  It  shall  not  be 
lawful  for  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  brick  front  or  wooden  buildings  already 
erected  in  said  city  that  has  a  peak  roof,  to  raise  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  making 
a  flat  roof  thereon,  unless  the  same  be  raised  with  the  same  kind  of  material  as  the 
building,  and  except  that  such  new  roof  be  covered  with  some  of  the  articles  men- 
tioned in  the  four  hundred  and  ninety-fourth  section  of  this  act,  and  unless  all 
such  buildings  when  so  raised  shall  not  exceed  forty  feet  in  height  to  the  highest 
part  thereof,  and  all  such  brick  dwelling-houses  that  have  eight-inch  walls,  the  said 
wall  shall  not  exceed  forty  feet  in  height;  and  also  provided  that  all  such  dwelling- 
houses  exceed  twenty-five  feet  in  height  to  the  peak  before  the  said  alterations.  If 
any  such  building  shall  have  been  built  before  the  street  upon  which  it  is  located 
is  graded,  or  if  the  grade  is  altered,  all  such  buildings  may  be  raised  or  lowered  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  such  grade.  And  no  brick  front  or  wooden  building 
whatsoever  in  said  city  shall  be  enlarged  or  built  upon,  unless  the  exterior  walls  of 
said  addition  or  enlargement  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  such  brick  front  or  wooden  building  only  may  be  raised  or  lowered  or  al- 
tered under  the  same  circumstances,  and  in  the  same  manner  especially  provided 
for  in  this  section;  and  no  wooden  building  shall  be  removed  until  a  sworn  petition 
setting  forth  the  purposes  of  said  removal  and  the  uses  to  which  said  building  is  to 
be  applied  is  filed  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  the  written 
consent  of  said  superintendent  is  first  obtained  therefor. 


FRAME  BUILDINGS — DAMAGED  ONE-HALF. 

§  497.  (As  amended  by  section  26,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  Every  wooden 
or  frame  building  with  a  brick  or  other  front  situated  in  the  said  city  which  may 
hereafter  be  damaged  by  fire  or  otherwise,  to  an  amount  not  greater  than  one-half 
of  the  value  thereof  at  the  time  of  such  damage,  may  be  repaired  or  rebuilt;  but 
if  such  damage  shall  amount  to  more  than  one-half  of  such  value  thereof,  ex- 
clusive of  the  value  of  the  foundation,  then  such  building  shall  not  be  repaired  or 
rebuilt,  but  shall  be  taken  down.    The  amount  and  extent  of  such  damage,  by  fire 
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or  otherwise,  shall  be  determined  by  one  surveyor  appointed  by  said  superintendent 
of  buildings,  and  one  surveyor  appointed  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  premises; 
and  in  case  these  two  do  not  agree,  they  shall  appoint  a  third  party,  and  a  decision 
of  a  majority  of  them,  reduced  to  writing  and  sworn  to,  shall  be  conclusive,  and 
such  building  shall  in  no  manner  be  repaired  or  rebuilt  until  after  such  decision 
shall  have  been  rendered.  And  no  frame  building  now  used  as  a  dwelling  shall  be 
hereafter  altered  or  used  as  a  factory,  warehouse,  or  any  other  purpose,  except  the 
same  be  altered  to  conform  to  the  provisions  of  this  title. 


ENLARGING,  ALTERING,  ETC.,  OF  BUILDINGS. 

§  498.  (As  amended  by  section  27,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  No  building 
already  erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  built  in  said  city,  shall  be  enlarged,  raised,  al- 
tered or  built  upon  in  such  manner,  that  were  such  building  wholly  built  or  con- 
structed after  the  passage  of  this  act,  it  would  be  in  violation  of  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  title.  And  before  any  building  built  of  stone,  brick  or  iron,  or  any 
wooden  building  with  or  without  a  brick  front,  in  any  part  of  said  city  shall  be  en- 
larged, raised,  altered  or  built  upon,  the  same  shall  be  first  examined  by  said 
fire  department  to  ascertain  if  the  building  or  buildings,  or  either  of  them,  are  in 
good  and  safe  condition  to  be  enlarged,  raised,  altered  or  built  upon;  and  no  such 
building  as  aforesaid  shall  be  enlarged,  raised,  altered  or  built  upon,  until  after 
such  examination  and  decision;  and  the  decision  of  said  fire  department  under 
such  examination  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises,  and  shall  be  made 
without  delay. 

fire-escapes;  penalty  for  obstructing. 

§  499.  (As  amended  by  section  28,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  dwelling- 
houses  now  erected,  or  that  may  herafter  be  erected  more  than  two  stories  in 
height,  occupied  or  built  to  be  occupied  by  two  or  more  families  on  any  floor  above 
the  first,  and  all  building  already  erected  more  than  three  stories  in  height,  occu- 
pied or  used  as  a  hotel,  boarding  or  lodging-house,  or  any  factory,  "mill,  offices, 
manufactory  or  workshop,  shall  be  provided  with  such  good  and  sufficient  fire-es- 
capes or  other  means  of  egress  in  case  of  fire  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  superinten- 
dent of  buildings,  and  said  superintendent  shall  direct  such  means  of  egress  to  be 
provided  in  all  cases.  And  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  building  upon  which  any 
fire-escape  may  now  be,  or  may  hereafter  be  erected,  shall  keep  the  same  in  good 
repair  and  well  painted,  and  no  person  shall  at  any  time  place  any  incumbrance  of 
any  kind  whatsoever  before  or  upon  any  said  fire-escape,  from  any  building  in  said 
city. 

The  occupants  of  all  dwelling-houses  or  factories,  to  which  outside  fire-escapes 
are  attached,  shall  keep  the  same  free  and  clear  of  all  incumbrances,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  firemen,  policemen  and  every  officer  of  the  bureau  of  inspection 
of  buildings  who  shall  discover  any  fire-escape,  balcony  or  ladder  of  any  fire-escape 
incumbered  in  any  way,  after  a  notice  to  remove  (any  incumbrance)  and  keep  the 
same  clear  shall  be  given  and  a  failure  to  comply  (therewith,  to)  apply  to  the  near- 
est police  magistrate  for  a  warrant  to  arrest  the  occupant  or  occupants  of  said 
premises  of  which  the  fire-escape  forms  a  part,  and  the  parties  shall  be  brought 
before  said  magistrate,  and  if  the  case  of  obstruction  be  proved,  the  parties  whose 
duty  it  is  to  keep  them  free  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  ten  dollars  for  each  of- 
fence, or  may  be  imprisoned  not  to  exceed  ten  days  in  the  city  prison,  or  both,  in 
the  discretion  of  said,  magistrate. 

In  constructing  all  balcony  fire-escapes,  the  manufacturer  thereof  shall  secure- 
ly fasten  thereto,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  a  cast-iron  plate  having  suitable  raised 
letters  on  same,  to  read  as  follows:  Notice  !  Any  person  placing  any  incumbrance 
on  this  balcony  is  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  and  imprisonment  for  ten  days. 
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STAIRWAYS,  SEATS,  AISLES,  SKYLIGHTS,  IN  PLACES  OF  AMUSEMENT  AND  INSTRUC- 
TION. 

In  all  places  of  public  amusement  and  instruction,  already  erected,  the  halls, 
doors,  stairways,  seats  and  aisles  shall  be  so  arranged  as  to  facilitate  egress  in  cases 
of  fire  or  accident,  as  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  with  the  concurrence  of  the 
board  of  fire  commissioners,  may  deem  necessary  for  the  public  protection  in  such 
cases;  and  all  aisles  and  passageways  in  said  building  devoted  to  purposes  of 
amusements  or  instruction  shall  be  kept  free  from  camp-stools,  chairs,  sofas,  stoves 
or  any  other  obstructions,  and  no  person  or  persons  shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  or 
occupy  any  of  the  aisles  or  passageways  during  any  performance,  service,  exhibi- 
tion, lecture,  concert,  ball,  or  any  public  assemblage;  and  the  superintendent  of 
buildings,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  board  of  Are  commissioners,  may  make  uni- 
form regulations  binding  upon  the  owner,  lessee,  or  manager  of  any  of  said  build- 
ings, directing  any  act  or  thing  to  be  done,  in  or  about  the  arrangement  of  said 
buildings,  and  the  several  appliances  therewith  connected,  such  as  halls,  doors, 
stairs,  windows,  seats,  aisles,  skylights,  fire-walls  and  fire-escapes,  as  the  superin- 
tendent(may  deem  necessary,  to  afford  the  greatest  possible  security  to  the  public, 
in  the  uses  to  which  they  may  be  severally  applied,  and  the  owner,  lessee  or  mana- 
ger of  any  place  of  amusement  or  instruction  shall  put  in  such  water-pipes  and  ap- 
paratus and  arrange  the  gas-lights  and  water-pipes  as  the  commissioners  of  the  fire 
department  may  deem  necessary  for  the  public  safety.  Nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  to  authorize  or  require  any  other  alterations  to  existing  theatres 
than  are  specified  in  this  section. 


THEATRES,   OPERA-HOUSES,    CONCERT-HALLS,   ETC.  —  CORRIDORS,   BALCONIES  AND 

STAIRCASES  IN  SAME. 

§  500  (As  amended  by  section  29,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  Every  theatre 
or  opera-house,  concert-hall  or  other  building,  intended  to  be  used  for  theatrical  or 
operatic  purposes,  or  for  concerts,  lectures  or  public  entertainments  of  any  kind, 
hereafter  erected,  or  which  may  be  altered  to  be  used  for  such  purposes  in  the  city 
of  New  York,  shall  be  built  in  compliance  with  the  following  regulations  relating 
to  its  structure,  and  no  building  hereafter  erected  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  shall 
be  opened  to  the  public,  until  the  same  has  been  approved  of  as  conforming  with 
the  requirements  of  this  title,  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  the  Are  com- 
missioners, respectively,  and  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  New  York  shall  refuse  to  li- 
cense and  shall  close  the  same,  and  prevent  its  opening  until  a  certificate  is  given 
by  the  said  superintendent  and  fire  commissioners  respectively  that  the  building  is 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  title.  Every  theatre,  opera-house  or  building 
hereafter  erected  for  theatrical,  operatic  or  for  any  public  amusement,  or  the  re- 
modelling of  any  building  for  the  aforesaid  purposes  shall  have  at  least  one  fronton 
the  public  highway  or  street,  and  in  such  front  there  shall  be  suitable  means  of  en- 
trance and  exit  for  the  audience.  In  addition  to  the  aforesaid  entrances  and  exits 
on  the  public  highway  there  shall  be  reserved  for  service  in  case  of  an  emergency, 
in  every  and  all  such  buildings,  an  open  space  equal  to  one-sixth  of  the  width  of 
the  building,  outside  to  outside  measurement,  and  in  no  case  less  than  eight  feet 
in  width  in  the  clear  in  its  narrowest  part  on  the  one  side  not  bordering  on  the 
street  where  said  building  is  located  on  a  corner  lot;  and  on  both  sides  of  said 
building  where  there  is  but  one  frontage  on  the  street  or  public  highway.  Said 
open  space  to  begin  from  the  line  of  the  proscenium  wall  and  to  extend  the  full 
length  of  the  auditorium  proper  to  the  wall  separating  the  same  from  the  entrance 
lobby  or  vestibule.  A  separate  and  distinct  corridor  shall  continue  to  the  street 
from  each  space  through  such  superstructure  as  may  be  built  on  the  street  side  of 
of  the  auditorium,  said  corridor  to  be  reduced  in  width  not  more  than  may  be  re- 
quired for  the  thickness  of  the  outer  wall  forming  one  side  of  said  corridor.  The 
openings  into  and  out  of  said  corridor  shall  not  be  reduced  in  width  more  than 
three  feet  less  than  the  width  of  said  open  space,  said  openings  to  be  provided  with 
doors  or  gates  opening  toward  the  street;  the  outer  or  street  doors  or  gates  shall 
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not  project  beyond  the  street  line  when  opened.  Recesses  not  exceeding  four  inches 
in  depth  may  be  left  in  the  walls  on  each  side  to  receive  said  gates  when  opened. 
During  the  performance  said  doors  or  gates  shall  be  kept  open  by  strong  locks;  at 
other  times  they  may  be  closed  and  fastened  by  movable  bolts  or  locks.  The  said 
open  space  and  corridors  are  not  to  be  used  for  storage  purposes  or  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever  except  for  the  several  suits  from  the  auditorium  and  stage,  and  must 
be  kept  free  and  clear  during  a  performance.  The  said  corridor  shall  have  contin- 
uous walls  of  brick  on  each  side  the  entire  length.  The  level  of  said  corridor  shall 
not  be  greater  than  one  step  above  the  level  of  the  sidewalk  where  it  begins  at  the  I 
street  entrance.  To  overcome  any  difference  of  level  existing  between  exits  from 
the  parquet  and  stage  and  level  of  corridor,  gradients  shall  be  employed  of  not  over 
one  foot  in  ten  feet  with  no  perpendicular  risers.  From  the  auditorium  opening  j 
into  the  said  open  space  there  shall  be  two  exits  on  each  side  (unless  one  side  is  on 
the  street,  in  which  case  there  may  be  more  than  two  if  desired)  in  each  tier,  from 
and  including  the  parquet  and  each  and  every  gallery.  Each  exit  to  be  at  least 
live  feet  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  provided  with  doors  of  iron  or  wood;  if  of  wood, 
to  be  covered  with  iron  or  tin,  both  sides  and  edges.  All  of  said  doors  shall  open 
outward  and  must  be  fastened  with  movable  bolts,  the  bolts  to  be  kept  drawn  dur- 
ing a  performance.  There  shall  be  a  balcony  not  less  than  four  feet  in  width  in 
the  said  open  space  or  spaces  at  each  level  or  tier,  above  the  parquet  on  each  side 
of  the  auditorium,  of  sufficient  length  to  embrace  the  two  exits,  and  from  said  bal- 
conies there  shall  be  staircases  extending  to  the  ground  level,  with  a  rise  of  not 
over  eight  and  one  half-inches  to  a  step  and  not  less  than  nine  inches  tread.  The 
staircase  from  the  upper  balcony  to  the  next  below  must  be  not  less  than  thirty 
inches  in  width  in  the  clear,  and  from  the  first  balcony  to  the  ground  not  less  than 
four  feet  in  width  in  the  clear.  All  the  before-mentioned  balconies  and  staircases  shall 
be  constructed  of  iron  throughout,  including  the  floor  of  said  balconies,  and  of  am- 
ple strength  to  sustain  the  load  to  be  carried.  Where  one  side  of  said  building  bor- 
ders on  a  street  there  shall  be  balconies  of  like  capacity  with  staircases  carried  to 
the  ground,  and  all  to  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  materials  approved  by  the  super- 
intendent of  buildings. 


THEATRES,  ETC.,  NOT  TO  BE  USED  AS  HOTEL,  FACTORY  OR  STORAGE,  ETC.  EXTE- 
RIOR, INTERIOR  AND  PROSCEXIUM  WALLS.      ORCHESTRA  OVER  STAGE. 

No  portion  of  any  building  hereafter  erected,  used  or  intended  to  be  used  for 
theatrical  or  other  purposes,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be  occupied  or  used 
as  a  hotel,  boarding  and  lodging  house,  factory,  workshop,  or  manufactory,  or  for 
storage  purposes,  except  as  may  be  hereafter  specially  provided  for.  Said  restric- 
tion relates  not  only  to  that  portion  of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium 
and  the  stage,  but  applies  also  to  the  entire  structure  in  conjunction  therewith. 
No  workshop,  storage  or  general  property  room  shall  be  allowed  above  the  audito- 
rium or  stage,  or  under  the  same,  or  in  any  of  the  fly  galleries.  All  of  said  rooms 
or  shops  may  be  located  in  the  rear  or  at  the  side  of  the  stage,  but  in  such  cases 
they  shall  be  separated  from  the  stage  by  a  brick  wall,  and  the  openings  leading 
into  said  portions  shall  have  wrought-iron  doors  on  each  side  of  the  openings,  and 
hung  to  iron  eyes  built  into  the  wall.  No  store  or  room  contained  in  the  building 
shall  be  let  or  used  for  carrying  on  any  business  dealing  in  articles  designated  by 
insurance  companies  as  hazardous  or  extra  hazardous  materials.  No  lodging  ac- 
commodations, except  for  the  janitor,  shall  be  allowed  in  any  part  of  the  building 
communicating  with  the  auditorium.  The  exterior  walls  of  all  theatres  shall  be 
built  of  stone  or  brick,  and  any  facades  or  front  constructed  of  iron  filled  in  with 
brick  of  such  thickness  as  to  make  the  brick-work,  independent  of  the  facing, 
conform  as  to  thickness  with  the  requirements  of  this  title.  Interior  walls  of 
masonry,  hereafter  described,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  stage,  from 
the  entrance  vestibule,  and  from  any  room  or  rooms  over  the  same,  also  for  any 
lobbies,  corridors,  refreshment  or  other  rooms.  All  staircases  shall  be  inclosed 
with  brick  walls  or  with  fire-proof  materials,  approved  by  the  superintendent  of 
buildings,  in  the  stories  through  which  they  pass,  and  the  opening  of  said  staircases 
from  each  tier  shall  be  the  full  widtli  of  said  staircases.    A  fire-wall,  to  be  built  of 
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brick,  shall  separate  the  auditorium  from  the  stage,  and  the  same  shall  extend  at 
least  four  feet  above  the  roof,  and  shall  be  coped.  Above  the  proscenium  opening 
there  shall  be  an  arch  of  fire-proof  materials  or  an  iron  girder  covered  with  fire- 
proof materials  to  protect  it  from  the  heat;  if  a  girder,  there  shall  be  constructed  a 
relieving  arch  over  the  same,  the  intervening  space  to  be  filled  in  with  hollow  bricks 
of  the  full  thickness  of  the  wall.  The  brick  wall  shall  then  be  carried  up  above 
the  roof,  as  above-mentioned.  Should,  however,  there  be  constructed  an  orches- 
tra over  the  stage  above  the  proscenium  opening,  either  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  theatre  or  otherwise,  as  the  case  maybe,  then  the  said  orchestra  shall  be  placed 
on  the  auditorium  side  of  the  proscenium  fire-wall,  and  shall  be  entered  only  from 
the  auditorium  side  of  said  wall.  The  moulded  frame  around  the  proscenium 
opening  shall  be  formed  in  metal  or  plaster,  and  filled  in  solid  with  non-combusti- 
ble materials,  and  securely  anchored  to  the  wall  with  iron. 


THEATRES,  ETC.;  SHAFTS  ABOVE  STAGE,  SKYLIGHTS,  DOORS,  OPENINGS  IN  PRO- 
SCENIUM WALL,  LADDERS,  FLOORS,  WAINSCOTING,  WALLS  AND  PARTITIONS 
OF  DRESSING  ROOMS,  DOOKS  IN  PARTITIONS,  SHELVING  AND  CUPROARDS  IN 
ROOMS,  STAGE,  FLY  GALLERIES,  STAGE  SCENERY,  PROSCENIUM  CURTAINS, 
SEATS,  AISLES,  ETC.,  CAPACITY  OF  LOBBIES,  ETC. 

A  shaft  or  shafts  shall  be  provided  over  the  stage,  to  and  out  of  the  roof,  made 
of  fire-proof  materials  throughout,  and  of  an  area  or  combined  area  of  at  least  one- 
eighth  of  said  stage,  fitted  up  with  skylights  having  sliding  sash  and  glazed  with 
double  thick  sheet  glass,  not  exceeding  one-eighth  of  an  inch  thick,  and  each  pane 
measuring  not  less  than  three  hundred  square  inches,  and  the  whole  of  which  sky- 
lights shall  be  so  constructed  as  to  open  instantly  on  the  cutting  or  burning  of  a 
hempen  cord,  which  shall  be  arranged  to  hold  said  skylights  closed,  or  some  other 
equally  simple  apin-oved  device  for  opening  them  may  be  provided. 

All  doorways  or  openings  through  the  proscenium  wall,  in  every  tier,  shall 
have  wrought-iron  or  heavy  wood  doors  on  each  face  of  the  wall  (if  the  doors  are  of 
wood,  then  to  be  covered  with  iron  or  tin  on  both  sides  and  on  the  edges),  which 
can  be  opened  from  either  side  at  all  times.  Direct  access  to  these  doors  shall  be 
provided  on  both  sides,  and  the  same  shall  always  be  kept  free  from  any  incum- 
brance. Wrought-iron  ladders,  securely  fixed  to  the  wall  on  the  stage  side,  shall 
be  provided  to  overcome  any  difference  of  level  existing  between  the  floor  or  galler- 
ies on  the  stage  side  of  the  fire  wall  and  those  on  the  side  of  the  auditorium.  All 
walls  separating  the  auditorium  from  any  vestibule,  refreshment  or  other  rooms 
shall  be  built  of  brick  or  stone.  The  entire  main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  ves- 
tibule, also  the  entire  floor  of  the  second  story  of  the  front  superstructure  over  the 
entrance  lobby  and  corridors  shall  be  fire-proof,  and  the  partitions  in  that  portion 
of  the  building  which  contains  the  auditorium,  the  entrance  vestibule  or  any  room 
or  passage  devoted  to  the  use  of  the  audience,  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof 
materials,  and  none  of  the  walls  or  ceilings  shall  be  covered  with  wood  sheathing 
or  canvas;  but  this  shall  not  exclude  the  use  of  wood  wainscoting  to  a  height  not 
to  exceed  six  feet,  which  shall  be  filled  in  solid  between  the  wainscoting  and  the 
wall  witli  fire-proof  materials.  The  walls  separating  the  actors'  dressing-rooms 
from  the  stage  and  the  partitions  dividing  the  dressing-rooms,  together  with  the 
partitions  of  any  passage  from  the  same  to  the  stage,  and  all  other  partitions  on  or 
about  the  stage  shall  be  constructed  of  some  fire-proof  material  approved  by  the 
superintendent  of  buildings.  All  doors  in  any  of  said  partitions  shall  be  constructed 
of  wood  and  covered  with  iron  or  tin  on  both  sides  and  edges,  including  the  frame 
to  which  the  doors  are  hung.  All  the  shelving  and  cupboards  in  each  and  every 
dressing-room,  property  room  or  other  storage  rooms  shall  be  constructed  of 
metal,  slate,  or  some  fire-proof  material.  All  that  portion  of  the  stage  not  com- 
prised in  the  working  of  scenery,  traps  and  other  mechanical  apparatus  for  the 
presentation  of  a  scene,  usually  equal  to  the  width  of  the  proscenium  opening,  shall 
be  built  of  iron  beams  filled  in  between  with  fire-proof  material,  and  all  girders  for 
the  support  of  said  beams  shall  be  of  wrought-iron.  The  ceiling  or  under  side  of 
the  fly  galleries  shall  be  covered  with  iron  or  tin  over  the  entire  exposed  woodwork. 
All  stage  scenerv,  curtains  and  decorations  made  of  combustible  material,  and  all 
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woodwork  on  or  about  the  stage  shall  be  saturated  with  some  non-combustible 
material  or  otherwise  rendered  safe  against  fire,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  New  York.  The  proscenium  curtain 
shall  be  placed  at  least  three  feet  distant  from  the  footlights  at  the  nearest  point. 
Thejproscenium  opening  shall  be  provided  with  a  fire-proof  metal  curtain  or  a  cur- 
lain  of  asbestos  or  similar  fire-proof  material;  and  if  of  metal  it  may  be  made  with 
an  iron  frame,  well  braced,  in  sections,  and  sliding  at  each  end  within  iron  grooves 
securely  fastened  to  the  brick  wall,  and  each  section  to  be  filled  in  with  wire  mesh- 
work,  the  meshes  being  not  over  one  inch,  and  the  wire  being  not  less  than  num- 
ber fourteen,  American  gauge;  or  some  other  approved  construction  of  sliding  or 
rolling  metal  curtain  may  be  used.  Said  fire  proof  curtain  shall  be  raised  at,  the 
commencement  of  each  performance  and  lowered  at  the  close  of  said  performance, 
and  to  be  operated  by  approved  machinery  for  that  purpose.  All  seats  in  the  audi- 
torium, excepting  those  contained  in  the  boxes,  shall  be  firmly  secured  to  the  floor, 
and  no  seat  in  the  auditorium  shall  have  more  t  ban  six  seats  intervening  be1  ween  it 
and  an  aisle,  and  no  camp-stools  shall  be  placed  in  any  aisle.  All  aisles  in  the 
auditorium  shall  have  at  least  a  width  of  twenty-two  inches  for  every  one  hundred 
persons  or  part  thereof,  and  no  aisle  shall  he  less  than  three  feet  w  ide  at  its  nar- 
rowest part,  and  the  same  shall  be  increased  in  width  toward  the  exit,  at  least  one 
inch  for  every  five  running  feet  or  part  thereof.  Every  doorway  of  communication 
between  aisles  in  the  auditorium,  and  any  Lobby,  corridor  or  passage  shall  have  a 
clear  opening  of  not  less  than  the  full  width  of  the  aisle  leading  to  such  doorway. 
The  aggregate  capacity  of  the  lobbies,  corridors,  passages  and  rooms  for  the  use  of 
the  audience  must,  on  each  floor  or  gallery,  be  sufficient  to  contain  the  entire  num- 
ber to  be  accommodated  on  Baid  floor  or  gallery,  in  the  following  ratio,  viz.:  two 
hundred  and  fifty  superficial  feet  of  floor  room  to  be  allowed  for  every  one  hundred 
persons. 


THEATRES,  ETC.  GRADIENTS,  HAND-RAILS,  ST  A I RWA  Y-  PASS  A  G  ES,  NUMBER  OF 
EXITS  REQUIRED.  STAIRS  TO  BE  FIRE-PROOF;  STAIRCASES  FOR  GALLERIES 
AND  STAGE. 

Gradients  or  inclined  planes,  as  heretofore  described,  shall  be  employed  instead 
of  steps  where  possible,  to  overcome  slight  differences  of  level  in  or  between  aisles 
and  passages.  All  inclosed  passages,  corridors  and  staircases  shall  have  on  both 
sides  a  strong  hand-rail,  firmly  secured  in  the  wall  about  three  inches  distant 
therefrom,  and  about  three  feet  above  the  floor  or  stairs.  No  passage  leading  to 
any  stairway  communicating  with  any  entrance  or  exit  shall  be  less  than  four  feet 
in  width  in  any  part  thereof.  Every  theatre  accommodating  three  hundred  persons 
shall  have  two  exits  at  least;  when  accommodating  five  hundred  persons,  at  least 
three  exits  shall  be  provided,  and  no  doorway  of  exit  or  entrance  for  the  use  of  the 
public  shall  be  less  than  five  feet  in  width,  and  for  every  additional  one  hundred 
persons  or  portions  thereof  to  be  accommodated  in  excess  of  five  hundred,  twenty 
inches  additional  exit  width  must  be  allowed;  all  doors  of  exit  or  entrance  shall 
open  outward,  and  no  such  doors  shall  be  closed  and  locked  during  any  representa- 
tion, or  when  the  building  is  open  to  the  public. 

Distinct  and  separate  places  of  exit  and  entrance  shall  be  provided  for  each 
gallery  above  the  first.  A  common  place  of  exit  and  entrance  may  serve  for  the 
main  floor  of  the  auditorium  and  the  first  gallery,  provided  its  capacity  be  equal  to 
the  aggregate  capacity  of  the  outlets  from  the  main  floor  and  the  said  gallery.  All 
stairs  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof  material  throughout.  Stairways  serving 
for  the  exit  of  fifty  people  must,  if  straight,  be  at  least  four  feet  wide  between  rails, 
and  if  curved  or  winding,  five  feet  wide,  and  for  every  additional  fifty  people  to  be 
accommodated,  six  inches  must  be  added  to  their  width.  In  no  case  shall  the 
risers  of  any  stairs  exceed  seven  and  a  half  inches  in  height,  nor  shall  the  treads  be 
less  than  eleven  inches  wide  in  straight  stairs.  In  circular  or  winding  stairs  the 
width  of  the  tread  at  the  narrowest  end  shall  not  be  less  than  seven  inches.  At 
least  two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets,  shall  be  provided  for 
each  gallery  in  the  auditorium,  and  the  same  shall  be  located  on  opposite  sides  of 
said  gallery.     At  least  two  independent  staircases,  with  direct  exterior  outlets, 
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shall  also  be  provided  for  the  service  of  the  stage,  and  shall  be  located  on  the  oppo- 
site sides  of  the  same.  All  stairways  leading  to  the  upper  galleries  of  the  audito- 
rium shall  be  inclosed  between  walls  of  masonry  on  both  sides.  Stairs  leading  to 
the  first  or  lower  gallery  may  be  left  open  on  one  side,  in  which  case  they  must  be 
constructed,  as  herein  provided  for  in  similar  stairs  leading  from  the  entrance  hall 
to  the  main  floor  of  the  auditorium.  But  in  no  case  shall  stairs  leading  to  any 
gallery  be  left  open  on  both  sides.  When  straight  stairs  return  directly  on  them- 
selves, a  landing  of  the  full  width  of  both  flights,  without  any  steps,  must  be  pro- 
vided. Stairs  turning  at  an  angle  must  have  a  proper  landing  at  said  turn  intro- 
duced without  winders.  In  stairs,  when  two  side  flights  connect  with  one  main 
flight,  no  winders  shall  be  introduced,  and  the  width  of  the  main  flight  shall  at 
least  be  equal  to  the  aggregate  width  of  the  side  flights.  Circular  or  winding  stairs 
shall  have  proper  landings  introduced  at  convenient  distances. 

THEATRES,    ETC.;     STEAM     BOILER,    STAND-PIPES,    STEAM     TUMPS,  AUTOMATIC 
SPRINKLERS,  HOSE,  BUCKETS,  HAND-PUMPS,  AXES. 

Any  steam  boiler  which  may  be  required  for  heating  or  other  purposes  shall  be 
located  Outside  of  the  building,  and  the  space  allotted  to  the  same  shall  be  inclosed 
by  walls  of  masonry  on  all  sides,  and  the  ceiling  shall  be  constructed  of  fire-proof 
materials;  all  doorways  in  said  walls  to  have  wrought-iron  doors. 

Stand-pipes  shall  be  provided  with  hose  attachments  on  every  floor  and  gallery, 
as  follows,  namely:  One  on  each  side  of  the  auditorium  in  each  tier;  also  one  on 
each  side  of  the  stage  in  each  tier,  and  at  least  one  in  the  property-room  and  one 
in  the  carpenter's  shop,  if  the  same  be  contiguous  to  the  theatre,  and  all  kept  clear 
from  obstruction.  Said  stand-pipes  shall  be  kept  constantly  filled  with  water  by 
means  of  an  automatic  steam  pump  or  pumps  of  sufficient  capacity  to  supply  all 
the  lines  of  hose  when  operated  simultaneously,  and  said  pump  or  pumps  shall  be 
ready  for  immediate  use  at  any  time  during  a  performance  in  said  building.  Said 
stand-pipes  shall  also  connect  with  a  separate  and  distinct  system  of  automatic 
sprinklers  with  fusible  plugs,  approved  by  the  commissioner  of  the  fire  depart- 
ment; said  sprinklers  to  be  placed  up  and  around  the  proscenium  opening  and  on 
the  ceiling  or  roof  over  the  stage  at  such  intervals  as  will  protect  every  square  foot 
of  stage  surface  when  said  sprinklers  are  in  operation.  A  proper  and  sufficient 
amount  of  hose,  not  less  than  fifty  feet,  shall  be  kept  always  attached  to  each  hose 
attachment.  There  shall  also  be  kept  in  readiness  for  immediate  use  on  the  stage 
buckets  of  water,  hand-pumps  or  other  portable  fire-extinguishing  apparatus,  and 
at  least  four  axes  on  each  tier  or  floor. 


THEATRES,    ETC.;     GAS-MAINS,    INTERIOR    GAS-LIGHTS,     BRACKET-LIGHTS,  FOOT- 
LIGHTS.    REGULATIONS,  AND  DIAGRAM  OF  EXITS  TO  BE  POSTED. 

Every  portion  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  uses  or  accommodation  of  the 
public,  also  all  outlets  leading  to  the  highway,  shall  be  well  and  properly  lighted 
during  every  performance,  and  the  same  shall  remain  lighted  until  the  entire  audience 
has  left  the  premises.  Gas-mains  supplying  any  theatre  shall  have  independent 
connections  for  the  auditorium  and  the  stage,  and  provisions  shall  be  made  for 
shutting  off  the  gas  from  the  outside.  When  interior  gas-lights  are  not  lighted  by 
electricity,  other  suitable  appliances,  to  be  approved  of  by  the  fire  commissioners, 
must  be  provided.  All  suspended  or  bracket-lights  surrounded  by  glass,  in  the 
auditorium,  or  in  any  part  of  the  building  devoted  to  the  public,  shall  be  provided 
with  a  proper  wire  netting  underneath.  All  lights  in  passages  and  corridors,  and 
wherever  deemed  necessary  by  the  commissioners  of  the  fire  department,  shall  be 
protected  with  proper  wire  net-work.  The  foot-lights,  in  addition  to  the  wire  net- 
work, shall  be  protected  by  a  strong  wire  guard  not  less  than  two  feet  distant.  All 
border  lights  shall  be  constructed  according  to  the  best  known  methods,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  approval  of  the  commissioners  of  the  fire  department.  All  ducts  or 
shafts  used  for  conducting  heated  air  from  the  main  chandelier,  and  from  any  other 
light  or  lights,  shall  be  constructed  of  metal  and  made  double,  with  an  air  space 
between.    All  stage  lights  shall  have  strong  metal  wire  guards  or  screens  so  con- 
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structed  that  any  material  in  contact  therewith  shall  be  out  of  reach  of  the  flames. 
In  some  conspicuous  place  on  every  gallery  or  floor  the  regulations  for  the  protec- 
tion of  the  public  against  fire  or  other  accidents  shall  be  posted,  together  with  a 
diagram  or  plan  of  said  gallery  or  floor,  showing  distinctly  the  exits  therefrom,  and 
every  exit  shall  have  over  the  same,  on  the  inside,  the  word  "  Exit"  painted  in 
legible  letters  not  less  than  eight  inches  high. 

The  stand-pipes,  gas-pipes,  hose,  foot-lights  and  all  apparatus  for  the  extin- 
guishing of  fires  or  guarding  against  the  same,  as  in  this  section  specified,  shall  be 
in  charge  of  the  fire  department,  and  the  commissions  are  hereby  directed  to  see 
that  the  arrangements  in  respect  thereto  are  carried  out  and  enforced. 


PERSONS   BURIED    IN    RUINS  TO  RE  REMOVED  AT  EXPENSE  OF  OWNER  OF  PREM- 
ISES. 

Hereafter,  upon  the  occurrence  of  a  fire  in  any  building  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  where  persons  are  known  to  be  buried  under  the  ruins,  the  owner  or  agent 
of  the  building  or  land  shall,  when  required  by  a  notice  from  the  chief  of  the  fire 
department,  immediately  have  the  same  removed  so  as  to  make  an  examination  of 
the  premises  for  the  recovery  of  the  killed  and  injured,  and  for  failure  to  commence 
said  work  in  five  hours  after  said  notice  has  been  served  on  said  owner  or  agent,  in 
person  or  by  posting  the  said  notice  on  the  premises,  the  said  chief  shall  employ 
laborers  and  the  comptroller  is  authorized  to  advance  the  funds  to  go  on  with  the 
work  until  completed,  and  the  expense  of  the  same  shall  be  a  valid  claim  on  the 
owner  of  the  land,  and  the  attorney  to  the  fire  department  is  hereby  authorized 
and  directed  to  commence  suit  for  the  expense  incurred. 


WALLS  MADE  UNSAFE  BY  FIRE  TO  BE  REMOVED. 

And  hereafter,  upon  the  occurrence  of  a  fire  in  any  building  in  the  city  of  New 
York,  when  it  is  found  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings  that  walls  or  portions 
of  walls  left  standing  are  dangerous  and  unsafe,  or  liable  to  become  dangerous  or 
unsafe,  the  owner  or  agent  of  the  building  or  land  shall,  when  required  by  notice 
from  the  superintendent  in  writing,  immediately  have  the  same  removed,  and  for 
failure  to  commence  the  said  work  within  five  hours  after  said  notice  has  been 
served  upon  said  owner  or  agent  in  person  or  by  posting  the  said  notice  on  the 
premises,  the  superintendent  of  buildings  shall  employ  laborers  and  the  comptroller 
is  authorized  to  advance  the  funds  to  go  on  with  the  work  until  completed,  and 
the  expense  of  same  shall  be  a  valid  claim  on  the  owner  of  the  land,  and  the  at- 
torney to  the  fire  department  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  commence  suit 
for  the  expense  incurred. 

FRAME  BUILDINGS    MAY    BE    ERECTED    NORTH    OF    ONE    HUNDRED    AND  FORTY- 
NINTH  STREET. 

Nothing  in  this  title  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prohibit  the  building 
of  frame  buildings  with  shingle  roofs  and  eight-inch  brick  foundation  walls  under  \ 
the  same,  in  the  twelfth,  twenty-third  and  twenty-fourth  wards  north  of  One  hun- 
dred and  Forty-ninth  street.  Building  of  brick  not  exceeding  two  stories  in  height 
above  the  basement  may  also  be  erected  in  said  district,  having  tbasement  walls 
twelve  inches  in  thickness  and  walls  above  the  basement  eight  inches  in  thickness, 
constructed  of  hard  brick  and  good  mortar.

SPECIFICATIONS  TO  BE  FILED.     AFFIDAVIT  TO  ACCOMPANY  APPLICATION.  ORDI- 
NARY REPAIRS. 

§  503.  (As  amended  by  section  30,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)    Before  the 
erection,  construction  or  alteration  of  any  building  or  part  of  any  building  in  the  j 
city  of  New  York  is  commenced,  the  owner  or  his  agent  or  architect  shall  submit 
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to  the  superintendent  of  buildings  a  detailed  statement  in  writing  of  the  specifica- 
tions, and  a  full  and  complete  copy  of  the  plans  of  such  proposed  work,  which  shall 
be  accompanied  with  a  statement  in  writing,  sworn  to  before  a  notary  public  or 
commissioner  of  deeds,  giving  the  full  name  and  residence  (street  and  number)  of 
the  owner,  or  of  each  of  the  owners  of  said  building,  or  proposed  building.  If  such 
erection,  construction  or  alteration  is  proposed  to  be  made  by  any  other  person 
than  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  in  fee,  the  person  or  persons  intending  to 
make  such  erection  or  alteration  shall  accompany  said  detailed  statement  of  the 
specifications  and  plans  with  a  statement  in  writing,  sworn  to  as  aforesaid,  giving 
the  full  name  and  residence  (street  and  number)  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  the 
land,  and  also  of  every  person  interested  in  said  building,  or  proposed  building, 
either  as  owner,  lessee  or  in  any  representative  capacity.  Such  statement  maybe 
made  by  the  agent  or  architect  of  the  person  or  persons  hereinbefore  required  to 
make  the  same.  Said  sworn  statement,  or  detailed  statement,  and  copy  of  the 
plans  and  specifications  shall  be  kept  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  said  superintendent 
of  buildings,  and  the  erection,  construction  or  alteration  of  said  building,  or  any 
part  thereof,  shall  not  be  commenced  or  })roceeded  with  until  said  statement  shall 
have  been  so  filed  and  said  specifications  and  plans  have  been  approved  by  said  super- 
intendent of  buildings.  But  the  superintendent  may,  in  his  discretion,  and  for 
reasons -to  be  stated  in  writing  by  the  applicant,  and  filed  with  the  plans  and  speci- 
fications, dispense  with  the  making  of  said  statement  in  any  case.  Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  superintendent  of  buildings  from  granting 
his  approval  for  the  erection  of  any  part  of  the  work  on  a  building  where  plans  and 
specifications  have  been  presented  for  the  same  before  the  entire  plans  and  specifi- 
cations of  said  building  have  been  submitted  for  his  approval.  Any  false  swearing- 
in  a  material  point  in  any  statement  submitted  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall  be  deemed  perjury,  and  shall  be  punished  as  such.  Ordinary  re- 
pairs may  be  done  without  a  permit,  but  such  repairs  shall  not  be  construed  to 
mean  the  cutting  away  of  any  stone  or  brick  wall  or  beams  or  any  supports. 


POWERS  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  BUILDINGS.    BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS.  BUILDINGS 

ON  WHARFS  AND  BULKHEADS. 

§  504.  (As  amended  by  section  31,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  superin- 
tendent of  building's  shall  have  full  power  (except  as  herein  otherwise  provided 
for)  in  passing  upon  any  question  relative  to  the  mode,  manner  of  construction 
or  materials  to  be  used  in  the  erection  or  alteration  of  any  building  or  other  struct- 
ure provided  for  in  this  title,  in  any  part  of  the  city  of  New  York,  to  make  the 
same  to  conform  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  the  several  provisions  hereof. 
He  shall  also  have  power  to  vary  or  modify  the  provisions  of  this  title,  upon  appli- 
cation therefor  in  writing,  only  in  case  of  alteration  of  old  buildings,  or  the  use  of 
party  walls  belonging  to  different  owners,  where  the  same  cannot  be  taken  down, 
and  where  there  are  practical  difficulties  in  the  way  of  carrying  out  the  strict  let- 
ter of  this  law,  so  that  the  spirit  of  the  law  is  observed,  the  public  safety  secured, 
and  substantial  justice  done;  but  no  such  deviation  shall  be  permitted  except  a  re- 
cord of  the  same  shall  be  kept  by  the  said  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  a  certi- 
ficate be  first  issued  to  the  party  applying  for  the  same;  such  certificate  shall  not 
be  issued  until  a  board  of  examiners  consisting  of  a  member  of  the  New  York  chap- 
ter of  American  Institute  of  Architects,  one  member  of  the  New  York  Board  of 
Underwriters,  two  members  of  the  Mechanics  and  Traders'  Exchange  of  said  city, 
one  member  of  the  Society  of  Architectural  Iron  Manufacturers  of  said  city,  and 
one  member  of  the  Real  Estate  Owners  and  Builders'  Association  of  said  city,  who 
shall  be  an  architect  or  builder,  all  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  their  respective 
organizations  (and  so  certified  to  annually  to  said  superintendent  of  buildings) 
shall  also  approve  the  proposed  modifications  of  the  law.  The  said  examiners  shall 
each  take  the  usual  oath  of  office  before  entering  upon  the  performance  of  their 
duties.  The  superintendent  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member  of  said  board  and  be 
chairman  thereof.  No  vote  of  concurrence  shall  be  passed  by  said  board  unless  the 
same  shall  receive  four  affirmative  votes.  In  cases  in  which  it  is  claimed  by  an 
owner,  in  person  or  by  his  representative,  that  the  provisions  of  this  title  do  not 
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directly  apply,  or  that  an  equally  good  and  more  desirable  form  of  construction  can 
be  employed  in  any  specific  case  than  that  required  by  this  title,  then  such  person 
shall  have  the  right  to  present  a  petition  to  the  board  of  examiners,  and  may  ap- 
pear before  said  board  and  be  heard;  and  said  board  shall  consider  sucli  petition  in 
its  regular  order  of  business,  and  as  soon  as  practicable  render  a  decision  thereon. 
The  said  board  of  examiners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  grant  or  re- 
ject such  petition,  and  their  decision  shall  be  final.  If  such  decision  is  favorable 
to  said  petitioner  a  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  the  superintendent  of  buildings  in 
accordance  therewith.  No  member  of  said  board  shall  pass  upon  any  question  in 
which  he  is  pecuniarily  interested.  The  said  board  shall  meet  once  in  each  week 
upon  notice  from  the  superintendent  of  buildings.  The  chief  clerk  in  the  office  of 
the  superintendent  of  buildings  shall  be  clerk  of  said  board,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
of  its  proceedings,  which  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  of  build- 
ings. The  members  of  said  board,  excepting  the  superintendent,  shall  each  be  en- 
titled to  and  shall  receive  ten  dollars  for  each  attendance  of  a  meeting  of  said  board, 
to  be  paid  by  the  comptroller  from  the  contingent  fund  upon  the  voucher  of  the 
superintendent  of  buildings,  certified  to  by  the  board  of  fire  commissioners.  No 
permil  for  the  erection  of  any  building  on  the  wharves,  piers,  or  bulkheads  shall  be 
granted  unless  the  same  be  also  approved  by  the  board  of  examiners. 


PENALTIES    FOR    VIOLATION    OF    LAW  —  MAY    BE    REMITTED  —  HOW  COLLECTED. 
JUDGMENT  TO  BE  A  LIEN  AGAINST  PROPERTY. 

§  505.  (As  amended  by  section  32,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  owner 
or  owners  of  any  structure,  staging,  building,  or  part  thereof,  of  any  kind  what- 
ever upon  which  any  violation  of  this  title  may  be  placed  or  shall  exist,  whether  he 
or  they  be  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  land  in  fee  or  not,  or  be  the  lessee  or  lessees 
thereof,  or  has  or  have  a  qualified  or  contingent  interest  therein,  by  virtue  of  some 
agreement  or  contract  in  writing,  or  in  any  other  manner,  and  any  master  archi- 
tect or  architects,  builders,  carpenters,  or  masons  who  may  be  employed  or  assist 
therein,  and  any  and  all  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
title,  or  fail  to  comply  therewith,  or  any  requirements  thereof,  or  shall  in  any  man- 
ner be  liable  therefor,  shall  severally,  for  each  and  every  such  violation  and  non- 
compliance, respectively,  forfeit  and  pay  a  penalty  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  and 
any  and  all  persons  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  title,  or  who  may 
be  employed  or  assist  therein,  or  who  shall  be  liable  therefor,  shall  severally,  for 
every  such  violation  not  removed  or  requirements  not  complied  with  within  ten 
days  after  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  him  or  them,  respectively,  forfeit  and 
pay  an  additional  penalty  in  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars,  for  the  recovery  of  which  said 
penalties,  or  either  of  them,  an  action  may  be  brought  in  any  court  of  competent 
jurisdiction;  and  whenever  any  judgment  shall  be  rendered  therefor,  the  same  shall 
be  collected  and  enforced  as  prescribed  and  directed  by  the  Code  of  Civil  Proced- 
ure of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  fire  department  is  hereby  authorized  in  its  dis- 
cretion, good  and  sufficient  cause  being  shown  therefor,  to  remit  any  fine  or  fines, 
penalty  or  penalties,  which  any  person  or  persons  may  have  incurred,  or  may  here- 
after incur,  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  title;  but  no  fine  or  penalty  shall  be 
remitted  for  any  such  violation  until  the  violation  shall  have  been  removed. 

§  506.  (As  amended  by  section  33,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  courts  of 
civil  jurisdiction  in  the  city  of  New  York  shall  have  cognizance  of  and  jurisdiction 
over  all  suits  and  proceedings  by  this  title  authorized  to  be  brought  for  the  recovery 
of  any  penalty  and  the  enforcement  of  any  of  the  several  provisions'"  of  this  title, 
and  shall  give  preference  to  such  suits  and  proceedings  over  all  others,  and  any  court 
of  record  in  said  city,  or  any  judge  or  justice  thereof,  shall  have  power  at  any  time 
after  the  service  of  notice  of  the  violation  of  any  of  tbe  provisions  of  this  title,  and 
upon  the  affidavit  of  the  (inspector  or)superintendent  of  buildings,  to  restrain,  by 
in  junction  order,  the  further  progress  of  any  violation  named  in  this  title,  and  no 
undertaking  shall  be  required  as  a  condition  to  the  granting  or  issuing  of  such 
injunction  or  by  reason  thereof;  and  all  courts  in  which  any  such  suit,  suits,  or 
proceedings  are  instituted  shall,  upon  the  rendition  of  a  verdict,  report  of  a  referee. 
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or  decision  of  a  judge  or  justice,  for  any  penalty  or  penalties,  render  judgment 
for  the  amount  of  such  penalty  or  penalties  and  costs;  and  the  said  judgment,  so 
rendered,  shall  he  and  become  ;t  lien  upon  the  premises  named  in  the  complaint  in 
any  such  action,  to  date  from  the  time  of  the  tiling  in  the  county  clerk's  office  in 
the  city  of  New  York  of  a  notice  of  lis  pendens  therein;  which  lien  may  be  enforced 
against  said  property  in  every  respect,  notwithstanding  the  same  maybe  transferred 
subsequent  to  filing  the  said  notice.  In  no  case  shall  the  said  fire  department, 
or  any  officer  thereof,  or  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New  York,  be  liable  for 
costs  in  any  action,  suit,  or  proceeding  that  may  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be 
instituted  or  commenced  by  said  department  in  pursuance  of  this  title. 


NOTICES  OF  VIOLATION. 

S  507.  (As  amended  by  section  34,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  All  notices  of 
the  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  title  and  all  notices  directing  anything 
to  be  done,  required  by  this  titled  and  all  other  notices  that  may  be  required  or 
authorized  to  be  issued  thereunder,  including  notice  that  any  building,  structure, 
premises,  or  any  part  thereof,  are  deemed  unsafe  or  dangerous,  shall  be  issued  in 
the  name  of  the  fire  department  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  shall  have  the  name 
of  the  superintendent  of  buildings  affixed  thereto,  and  may  be  served  by  any  officer 
or  employee  of  the  said  department,  or  by  any  person  authorized  by  the  said  depart- 
ment; alL  such  notices  and  any  notice  or  order  issued  by  any  court  in  any  proceeding 
instituted  by  the  attorney  to  said  department  to  restrain  or  remove  any  violation, 
or  to  enforce  compliance  with  any  provision  or  requirement  of  this  title,  may  be 
served  by  leaving  a  copy  of  the  same  with  any  person  or  persons  violating,  or  who 
may  be  liable  under  any  of  the  several  provisions  of  this  title,  or  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  addressed;  and  if  such  person  or  persons  cannot  be  found  after  diligent 
search  shall  have  been  made  for  him  or  them,  then  such  notice  or  order  may  be 
served  by  posting  the  same  in  a  conspicuous  place  upon  the  premises  where  such 
violation  is  alleged  to  have  been  placed  or  to  exist,  or  to  which  such  notice  or 
order  may  refer,  or  which  may  be  deemed  unsafe  or  dangerous,  which  shall  be 
equivalent  to  a  personal  service  of  said  notice  upon  all  parties  having  any  interest 
in  said  premises,  or  to  whom  such  notice  or  order  may  be  addressed,  or  who  may 
be  liable  for  any  violation  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  title;  and  such  notice 
or  order  shall  contain  a  description  of  the  building,  premises,  or  property  upon 
which  such  violation  shall  have  been  put  or  may  exist,  or  which  may  be  deemed 
unsafe  or  dangerous,  or  to  which  such  notice  or  order  may  refer. 

CONTINUED  VIOLATION  A  MISDEMEANOR. 

§  508.  Any  and  all  persons  who,  after  having  been  personally  served  with  the 
notice  of  violation  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  shall  fail  to  comply  therewith,  and 
shall  continue  to  violate  any  of  the  several  provisions  of  this  title,  or  who  shall  be 
accessory  thereto,  shall,  in  addition  to  the  other  penalty  or  penalties  in  this  title 
provided,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  a  complaint  being  made 
by  the  superintendent  of  buildings  before  any  police  justice  or  any  court  of 
criminal  jurisdiction  within  the  city  of  New  York,  shall  be  arrested  and  held  to 
bail  by  said  justice  or  said  court,  and,  upon  conviction  of  such  offence,  shall  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  or  may  be  imprisoned 
for  a  term  not  to  exceed  six  months;  said  fine  or  imprisonment  to  be  imposed  in 
the  discretion  of  the  judge,  justice,  or  court  by  whom  said  person  so  arrested  and 
held  to  bail  shall  be  tried;  and  said  criminal  courts,  and  the  judges  thereof, 
respectively,  are  hereby  authorized  to  act  and  do  as  aforesaid. 


UNSAFE  BUILDINGS;  NOTICES  TO  BE  SERVED. 

§  509.  (As  amended  by  section  35,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  Any  building 
or  buildings,  part  or  parts  of  a  building,  staging,  or  other  structure  in  the  city  of 
New  York  that  from  any  cause  may  now  be,  or  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  become, 
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dangerous  or  unsafe  may  be  taken  down  and  removed,  or  made  safe  and  secure  in 
the  manner  following.  Immediately  upon  such  unsafe  or  dangerous  building  or 
buildings,  or  part  or  parts  of  a  building,  staging,  or  structure  being  so  reported  by 
any  of  the  officers  of  said  fire  department,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  entered 
upon  a  docket  of  unsafe  buildings,  to  be  kept  by  said  superintendent;*  and  the 
owner,  or  some  one  of  the  owners,  executors,  administrators,  agents,  lessees,  or 
any  other  person  or  persons  who  may  have  a  vested  or  a  contingent  interest  in  the 
same,  may  be  served  with  a  printed  or  written  notice  containing  a  description  of 
the  premises  or  structure  deemed  unsafe  or  dangerous,  requiring  the  same  to  be 
made  safe  and  secure,  or  removed,  as  the  same  may  be  deemed  necessary  by  the 
said  department,  which  said  notice  shall  require  theperson  or  persons  thus  served 
to  immediately  certify  to  the  superintendent  of  the  said  department  his  or  their 
assent  or  refusal  to  secure  or  remove  the  same. 

§  510.  (As  amended  by  section  36,  chapter  450,  Laws  of  1885.)  If  the  person 
or  persons  so  served  with  notice  shall  immediately  certify  his  or  their  assent  to  the 
securing  or  removal  of  said  unsafe  or  dangerous  building,  premises,  or  structure, 
he  or  they  shall  be  allowed  until  one  o'clock  p.  M.  of  the  day  following  the  service 
of  such  notice  in  which  to  commence  the  securing  or  removal  of  the  same;  and  he 
or  they  shall  employ  sufficient  labor  and  assistance  to  secure  or  remove  the  same 
as  expeditiously  as  the  same  can  be  done;  but  upon  his  or  their  refusal  or  neglect 
to  comply  with  any  of  the  requirements  of  said  notice  so  served,  then  a  further 
notice  shall  be  served  upon  the  person  or  persons  heretofore  named,  and  in  the 
manner  heretofore  prescribed,  notifying  him  or  them  that  a  survey  of  the  premises 
named  in  the  said  notice  will  be  made  at  the  time  and  place  therein  named,  which 
time  may  not  be  less  than  twenty-four  hours  nor  more  than  three  days  from  the 
time  of  the  service  of  the  said  notice  by  three  competent  persons,  each  of  whom 
shall  be  a  practical  builder  or  architect,  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  superintendent 
of  buildings,  or  an  inspector  duly  authorized  by  him,  another  of  whom  shall  be  an 
architect  appointed  by  the  New  York  chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of 
Architects  of  said  city,  another  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  person  or 
persons  thus  notified;  upon  whose  neglect  or  refusal  to  appoint  such  surveyor, 
however,  the  said  other  two  surveyors  may  make  such  survey;  and  in  case  of  a 
disagreement  shall  appoint  a  third  person  to  take  part  in  such  survey,  who  shall 
also  be  a  pratical  builder  or  architect,  and  the  decision  of  the  said  surveyor  shall 
be  final;  and  that  in  case  the  said  premises  shall  be  reported  unsafe  or  dangerous 
under  such  survey,  the  said  report  will  be  placed  before  a  court  therein  named 
having  jurisdiction  to  the  extent  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  that  a  trial  upon  the 
allegations  and  statements  contained  in  said  report,  be  the  report  of  the  said  sur- 
veyors more  or  less  than  is  contained  in  the  notice  mentioned  in  section  five  hun- 
dred and  nine,  will  be  had  before  said  court,  at  a  time  and  place  therein  named,  to 
determine  whether  said  unsafe  or  dangerous  building  or  premises  shall  be  repaired 
or  secured,  or  taken  down  and  removed,  and  a  report  of  such  survey,  reduced  to 
writing,  shall  constitute  the  issue  to  be  placed  before  the  court  for  trial.  A  copy 
of  said  report  of  survey  shall  be  posted  on  the  building  by  the  persons  holding  the 
survey,  immediately  on  their  signing  the  same.  The  architect  appointed  by  the 
New  York  chapter  of  the  American  Institute  of  Architects  who  may  act  on  any  survey 
called  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  title  shall  be  entitled  to  and  receive 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  to  be  paid  on  vouchers  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
fees  of  the  board  of  examiners  are  now  paid,  as  in  this  title  specified,  and  the 
amount  shall  be  collected  by  the  attorney  to  the  department  from  the  owner  of  the 
building  or  structure,  as  part  of  expenses  incurred,  and  as  provided  in  section  five 
hundred  and  eight  of  this  act. 


REPORT    OF    SURVEY   TO    BE    SUBMITTED    TO    COURT.     DECISION"    TO    BE  FIN'AL. 
EXECUTIOX  OF  PRECEPT.     DISBURSEMENTS  AND  COSTS. 

§  511.  (As  amended  by  section  37,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  18S5.)  Whenever 
the  report  of  any  such  survey,  had  as  aforesaid,  shall  recite  that  the  building, 
premises,  or  structure  thus  surveyed  are  unsafe  or  dangerous,  the  attorney  of  the 
fire  department  in  the  city  of  New  York  shall,  at  the  time  in  the  said  notice  named, 
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place  said  notice  and  report  before  the  judge  or  justice  holding  the  chambers  of  the 
court  in  the  said  notice  named,  which  said  judge  or  justice  shall  immediately  pro- 
ceed to  obtain  and  impanel  a  jury  and  to  the  trial  of  said  issne  before  said  jury, 
whose  verdict  shall  be  conclusive  and  final,  and  shall  try  said  issne  without 
adjournment,  except  as  may  be  necessary  from  clay  to  day,  giving  precedence 
to  the  trial  of  this  issue  over  every  other  business;  and  said  judge  or  justice 
shall  have  power  to  impanel  a  jury,  for  that  purpose,  from  any  jurors  in  atten- 
dance upon  said  court,  or  in  case  sufficient  jurors  shall  not  be  in  attendance, 
then  from  any  jurors  that  may  be  summoned  for  that  purpose:  and  said  judge 
or  justice  shall  have  power  to  summon  jurors  for  that  purpose;  and  any  such 
suit  or  proceedings  commenced  before  a  judge  or  justice  may  be  continued 
before  another  judge  or  justice  of  the  same  court.  A  jury  trial  may  be  waived 
by  the  default  of  the  defendant  or  defendants  to  appear  at  the  time  and  place 
named  in  the  said  notice,  or  by  agreement,  and  in  such  case  the  trial  may  be 
by  court,  judge,  justice,  or  referee,  whose  report  or  decision  in  the  matter 
shall  be  final;  and  upon  the  rendition  of  a  verdict  or  decision  of  the  court,  judge, 
justice,  or  referee,  if  the  said  verdict  or  decision  shall  find  the  said  building, 
premises,  or  structure  to  be  unsafe  or  dangerous,  the  judge  or  justice  trying  said 
cause,  or  to  whom  the  report  of  the  referee  trying  said  cause  shall  be  presented, 
shall  immediately  issue  a  precept  out  of  said  court,  directed  to  the  superintendent 
of  the  bureau  of  inspection  of  buildings,  reciting  said  verdict  or  decision,  and 
commanding  him  forthwith  to  repair  and  secure  or  take  down  and  remove,  as  the 
case  may  be,  in  accordance  with  said  verdict  or  decision,  said  unsafe  or  dangerous 
building,  buildings,  part  or  parts  thereof,  staging,  structure,  or  other  premises  that 
shall  have  been  named  in  the  said  report;  and  said  fire  department  shall  immediately 
thereupon  proceed  to  execute  said  precept  as  therein  directed,  and  may  employ 
such  labor  and  assistance  and  furnish  such  materials  as  may  be  necessary  for  that 
purpose;  and  after  having  clone  so,  said  fire  department  shall  make  return  of  said 
precept,  with  an  indorsement  of  its  action  thereunder,  and  the  costs  and  expenses 
thereby  incurred,  to  the  judge  or  justice  then  holding  the  chambers  of  the  said  court, 
and  thereupon  said  judge  or  justice  shall  tax  and  adjust  the  amount  indorsed  upon 
said  precept,  and  shall  adjust  and  allow  disbursements  and  costs  of  said  proceeding 
at  and  after  the  rate  provided  in  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure  in  that  class  of 
actions  where  judgment  on  failure  to  answer  can  only  be  taken  on  application  to 
the  court,  together  with  the  preliminary  expenses  of  searches  and  surveys,  which 
shall  be  inserted  in  the  judgment  in  said  action  or  proceeding,  and  shall  render 
judgment  for  such  amount,  and  for  the  sale  of  the  said  premises  in  the  said  notice 
named,  together  with  all  the  right,  title,  and  interest  that  the  person  or  persons,  or 
cither  of  them,  named  in  the  said  notice  had  in  the  lot,  ground,  or  land  upon  which 
the  said  building  or  structure  was  placed,  at  the  time  of  the  filing  of  a  notice  of 
lis  pendens  in  the  said  proceedings,  or  at  the  time  of  the  entry  of  jugdment  therein 
to  satisfy  the  same,  which  shall  be  in  the  same  manner  and  with  like  effect  as  sales 
under  judgment  in  foreclosure  of  mortgages;  and  in  and  about  all  preliminary  pro- 
ceedings, as  well  as  the  carrying  into  effect  any  order  of  the  court  or  any  precept 
issued  by  any  court,  said  board  of  fire  commissioners  may  make  requisition  upon 
the  comptroller  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York  for  such  amount  or  amounts 
of  money  as  shall  be  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  thereof;  and  upon  the  same 
being  approved  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  court  from  which  the  said  order  or 
precept  was  issued  and  presented  to  said  comptroller,  he  shall  pay  the  same,  and 
for  that  purpose  shall  borrow  and  raise,  upon  the  revenue  bond,  to  be  issued  in 
the  name  of  the  mayor,  aldermen,  and  commonalty  of  the  said  city,  the  several 
amounts  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  required,  which  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the 
payment  of  the  amount  and  interest  at  six  per  cent  out  of  the  judgment  or  judg- 
ments obtained  as  aforesaid,  if  the  same  shall  be  collected.  In  case  said  issue  shall 
not  be  tried  at  the  time  specified  in  said  notice,  or  to  which  the  trial  may  be  ad- 
journed, the  same  may  be  brought  to  trial  at  any  time  thereafter  by  said  fire  depart- 
ment, without  a  new  servey,  upon  not  less  than  three  days'  notice  of  trial  to  the 
person  or  persons  upon  whom  the  original  notice  was  served,  or  to  his  or  their 
attorney,  which  notice  of  trial  may  be  served  in  the  same  manner  as  said  original 
notice. 


T 
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OWNER  MAY  PERFORM  REQUIREMENTS  OF  PRECEPT. 

§  512.  (As  amended  by  section  38,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  Provided, 
nevertheless,  that  immediately  upon  the  issuing  of  said  precept,  the  owner  or 
owners  of  said  building  or  premises,  or  any  party  interested  therein,  upon  applica- 
tion to  said  superintendent  of  buildings,  shall  be  allowed  to  perform  the  require- 
ments of  said  precept  at  his  or  their  own  proper  cost  and  expense,  provided  the 
same  shall  be  done  immediately  and  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  said 
precept,  upon  the  payment  of  all  costs  and  expenses  incurred  up  to  that  time. 


PROCEEDINGS  IN  CASE  NOTICE  IS  NOT  COMPLIED  WITH. 

§  513.  Iii  case  any  notice  or  direction  authorized  to  be  issued  by  this  title  is 
not  complied  with  within  ten  d;iys  after  the  service  thereof,  the  fire  department  of 
the  city  of  New  York  may,  in  its  discretion,  apply  to  the  supreme  court  for  the  city 
and  county  of  New  York,  at  a  special  term  thereof  at  chambers,  for  an  order 
directing  the  fire  department  to  proceed  to  make  the  alterations  or  remove  the  vio- 
lation or  violations,  as  the  same  may  be  specified  in  said  notice  or  direction. 
Whenever  any  notice  requiring  fire  escapes,  alarms,  or  doors  to  be  placed  in  or 
upon  any  building  shall  have  been  served  as  directed  in  this  title,  and  the  same 
shall  not  have  been  complied  with  within  ten  days  after  service  thereof,  the  fire 
department  of  the  city  of  New  York  may,  in  its  discretion,  apply  to  the  supreme 
court  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York,  at  a  special  term  at  chambers,  for  an 
order  directing  the  fire  department  to  vacate  such  building  or  premises,  or  so  much 
thereof  as  said  department  may  deem  necessary,  and  prohibiting  the  same  to  be 
used  or  occupied  for  any  purpose  specified  in  said  order  until  such  notice  shall 
have  been  complied  with.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  dollars  shall  be  allowed  as  costs 
to  the  attorney  of  said  department,  under  and  by  virtue  of  the  said  applications  and 
proceedings,  or  either  of  them,  which  said  amount,  with  all  costs,  expenses,  and 
disbursements  incurred  in  the  carrying-out  of  any  said  order  or  orders,  shall  become 
a  lien  upon  said  building  or  premises  named  in  the  said  notice  from  the  time  of  filing 
of  a  copy  of  the  said  notice,  with  a  notice  of  the  proceedings  taken  thereunder,  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  city  and  county  of  New  York;  and  the  said  supreme 
court,  or  a  judge  or  justice  thereof,  to  whom  application  shall  be  made,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  grant  any  of  the  orders  above  named,  and  to  take  such 
proceedings  as  shall  be  necessary  to  make  the  same  effectual,  and  any  said  judge  or 
justice  to  whom  application  shall  be  made  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to 
enforce  such  lien  in  accordance  with  the  mechanics'  lien  law  of  the  city  of  New 
Y'ork;  and  in  case  either  of  the  notices  hereinbefore  mentioned  shall  be  served 
upon  any  lessee  or  party  in  possession  of  the  building  or  premises  therein  described, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  person  upon  whom  such  service  is  made  to  give  imme- 
diate notice  to  the  owner  or  agent  of  said  building  named  in  the  notice,  if  the 
same  shall  be  known  to  the  said  person  personally,  if  such  person  shall  be  wTithin  i 
the  limits  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  his  residence  known  to  such  person,  and  J 
if  not  within  said  city,  then  by  depositing  a  copy  of  said  notice  in  the  New  York 
post-office,  properly  inclosed,  and  addressed  to  such  owner  or  agent,  at  his  then 
place  of  residence,  if  known,  and  by  paying  the  postage  thereon;  and  in  case  any 
lessee  or  party  in  possession  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  give  such  notice  as  herein 
provided,  he  shall  be  personally  liable  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  building  or 
premises  for  all  damages  he  or  they  shall  sustain  by  reason  thereof. 


FIRE  DEPARTMENT  TO  ENFORCE  PROVISIONS  OF  TITLE.  OFFICERS  AND  QUALIFI- 
CATIONS OP  OFFICERS  OF  BUREAU  OF  INSPECTION  OF  BUILDINGS.  SUPERIN- 
TENDENT MAY  DESIGNATE  INSPECTOR  TO  ACT. 

§  514.  (As  amended  by  section  39,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  fire  de- 
partment of  the  city  of  New  Yrork  shall  be  and  is  hereby  charged  with  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  this  title,  through  the  bureau  of  inspection  of  buildings, 
and  shall  appoint  all  the  officers  thereof,  namely:  a  superintendent,  inspectors  of 
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buildings,  clerks  and  messengers,  and  assistants.  The  chief  officer  of  said  bureau 
shall  be  called  the  superintendent  of  buildings,  and  shall  be  a  competent  architect 
or  builder  of  at  least  ten  years'  practice.  The  inspectors  shall  be  competent  men, 
either  architects,  masons,  carpenters,  or  iron-workers,  of  good  character,  capable  of 
writing  a  fair  hand,  and  be  able  to  make  out  with  clearness  their  reports,  and  no 
person  shall  serve  as  or  be  appointed  to  office  as  an  inspector  in  said  bureau  who  is 
deficient  in  these  qualifications,  and  before  their  appointment  to  office  they  shall 
pass  an  examination  before  the  board  of  examiners,  named  in  this  title,  who  shall 
sign  a  certificate  as  to  their  competency  to  perform  all  the  duties  of  said  office.  It 
shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  officer  or  employee  in  said  bureau  to  be  engaged  in  or 
interested  in  any  contract  or  contracts  for  building  or  for  furnishing  materials  for 
building.  The  superintendent  of  buildings  shall  be  authorized  to  designate  from  time 
to  time  any  of  the  inspectors  to  act  on  any  survey  authorized  by  this  title,  and  au- 
thorize any  of  said  inspectors  to  act  as  superintendent  in  cases  of  the  absence  of  the 
superintendent  through  sickness  or  otherwise,  under  written  instructions  from  said 
superintendent,  which  instructions  shall  be  filed  in  the  office  with  the  chief  clerk. 

ATTORNEY   TO   THE   FIRE    DEPARTMENT.     OFFICERS  TO    WEAR   BADGES.  INSPEC- 
TORS MAY  BE  DISMISSED. 

§  515.  (As  amended  by  section  40,  chapter  456,  Laws  of  1885.)  The  attorney 
to  the  said  fire  department  shall  be  authorized  to  sue  for  and  collect  all  penalties, 
and  take  charge  of  and  conduct  all  legal  proceedings,  imposed  or  provided  for  by 
this  title  (except  those  arising  under  section  five  hundred  and  one  of  this  act);  and 
all  suits  or  proceedings  instituted  for  the  enforcement  of  any  of  the  several  provi- 
sions of  the  preceding  sections  of  this  title,  or  for  the  recovery  of  any  penalty 
thereunder  (except  as  above  provided),  shall  be  brought  in  the  name  of  the  fire 
department  by  the  said  attorney,  to  whom  all  notices  of  violation  shall  be  returned 
for  prosecution;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  take  charge  of  the  prosecution  of  all 
such  suits  or  proceedings,  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  that  may  be  collected  upon 
judgments,  suits,  or  proceedings  so  instituted,  or  which  may  be  paid  by  any  parties 
who  have  violated  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  title,  and,  upon  settlement  of  judg- 
ment and  removal  of  violations  thereunder,  execute  satisfaction  therefor,  and  shall, 
on  the  first  day  of  each  and  every  month,  render  to  the  fire  commissioners  and 
superintendent  of  buildings  an  account  of,  and  pay  over  to  said  fire  commissioners, 
all  penalties  and  all  other  money,  including  costs  received  by  him,  together  with 
his  bill  for  all  necessary  disbursements  incurred  or  paid  in  said  suit,  and  said  fire 
commissioners  shall  pay  over  monthly  the  amount  of  such  penalties  and  costs  so 
collected  to  the  comptroller  of  the  city  of  New  York,  as  a  fund  for  the  use  and 
benefits  of  the  said  department,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  any  order  or 
precept  issued  by  any  court,  or  judge  or  justice  thereof,  in  this  title  named,  to  the 
said  department  upon  the  requisition  of  said  board,  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  be 
allowed  and  adjusted  by  the  said  court,  or  a  judge  or  justice  thereof,  for  such 
purpose,  as  far  as  the  same  may  be  in  its  hands. 

All  the  officers  appointed  under  this  title  shall,  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  have  the  right  to  enter  during  business 
hours  any  business  building,  or  any  building  in  process  of  construction,  in  said 
city.  All  such  officers  shall  wear  a  suitable  badge  of  office  and  show  the  same 
when  exercising  any  of  the  powers  upon  them  herein  conferred. 

The  board  of  fire  commissioners  may  at  any  time  confer  upon  the  superin- 
tendent of  buildings  power  to  dismiss  any  of  the  inspectors  who  may  neglect  his 
duty,  or  who  may  be  found  unfit  from  any  cause  to  discharge  the  duties  of  the 
office. 

OFFICERS  OF  BUREAU  MAY  ENTER  BUILDINGS. 

§  51G.  The  attorney  of  said  fire  department,  and  the  officers,  clerks,  and  mes- 
sengers of  the  said  bureau  of  inspection  of  buildings,  shall  perform  such  duties 
as  they  and  each  of  them  may  be  directed  to  do  and  perform  by  the  board  of  fire 
commissioners.  All  the  officers  appointed  under  this  title  shall,  so  far  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  performance  of  their  respective  duties,  have  the  right  to  enter  any 
building  or  premises  in  said  city. 
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REPORT  TO  FIRE  UNDERWRITERS. 

§  517.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  fire  department  to  report,  on  the  first  day  of 
each  month,  to  the  New  York  board  of  fire  underwriters  of  said  city,  all  unsafe  or 
dangerous  buildings,  and  any  information  that  he  may  deem  important  to  said 
board. 

LAWS  OF  NEW  YORK.— By  Autiiohity. 

[Every  law,  unless  a  different  time  sliall  be  prescribed  therein,  shall  commence  and  take 
effect  throughout  the  State  on  and  not  before  the  twentieth  day  after  the  day  of  its  final  pas- 
sage, as  certified  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  Section  12,  title  4,  chap.  7,  part  1,  Revised 
Statutes.] 

CHAP.  454. 

An  Act  to  Regulate  the  Height  of  Dwelling-houses  in  the  City  of 

New  York. 

Passed  June  9,  1883;  three-fifths  being  present. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  Neiv  York,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do 
enact  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  height  of  all  dwelling-houses  and  of  all  houses  used  or  intended 
to  be  used  as  dwellings  for  more  than  one  family,  and  hereafter  to  be  erected  in  the 
city  of  New  York,  shall  be  regulated  in  proportion  to  the  width  of  the  streets  and 
avenues  upon  which  they  front. 

§  2.  Such  height,  measured  from  the  sidewalk  line  and  taken  in  all  cases 
through  the  centre  of  the  facade  of  the  house  to  be  erected,  including  attics,  cor- 
nices, and  mansards,  shall  not  exceed  seventy  feet  upon  all  streets  and  avenues  not 
exceeding  sixty  feet  in  width,  and  eighty  feet  upon  all  streets  and  avenues  exceed- 
ing sixty  feet  in  width.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  build- 
ings for  which  contracts  have  been  signed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  or  for 
which  plans  have  been  filed  and  approved  by  the  building  department. 

§  3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.
